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—Dr. J. Walter Fcwkes of Cambridge, a 
graduate of the Newton High School, read 
before the Boston Scientific Society, at its 
meeting this week, a paper on “The Arctic 
Medusa) of tho Greely Expedition.” Ho 
pointed out that, owing to tho establish- 
ment of stations in the Arctic regions, we 
are more acquainted with the fauna of these 
waters than with those of many waters 
which are more accessible. The Greely 
expedition had done as much u» all former 
expeditions combined to discover and ex- 
plain specimens of the animal life in the 
icy uaters, especially of the various kinds 
of jelly iishes. He presented drawings and 
preserved specimens of tho jolly fishes, the 
greater portion of which were found in 
Lady Franklin Bay, and pointed out that 
there were some surprising instances of the 
linding of jelly Iishes in the Arctic waters 
which have heretofore been supposed to 
belong to waters below Cape Cod. 

—There was a heavily laden Christmas 
tree at the Methodist church on Friday 
evening, and preceding the distribution of 
gilts there was a short program of songs, 
recitations by the children, and an excel- 
lent reading by Miss Helen Blackwell, en- 
titled “How Widow Brown spent Christ- 
mas.” Miss Blackwell lias a decided tal- 
ent, which has been carefully trained, and 
the audience enjoyed the reading highly. 
The tree contained presents for all the 
children, and after these had been distrib- 
uted, Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Nichols were pre- 
sented with a handsome French clock and 
vases to match, Superintendent Barber 
making the presentation speech, to which 
Mr. Nichols happily responded. As Mr. 
Barber was turning away he was accosted 
by Mr. 11. J. Woods, who presented him 
with a handsome Oxford Bible, in behalf 
of tho school. Tho gift was such a perfect 
surprise that Mr. Barber had some diffi- 
culty in linding words at lirst to express 
his appreciation, hut he thanked his friends 
warmly for this expression of their kindly 
feelings.

Alderman Kisko amended it by inserting 
the words, “in any street,” so that the or- 
dinance would not be assumed to give the 
Highway committee power to chango the 
location of the road from one street to an- 
other. The amendment was accepted and 
the ordinance passed to be enrolled. 

Martha M. MoCollough presented a re- 
monstrance against the proposed widening 
of River street, which would tako 1300 
feet from her land, and gave notice that 
she would demand $1 a foot for the land, 
and that the wall and hedge should be put 
back in good condition, and that no bene- 
lits should be assessed. One of the aider- 
men remarked that the land was only as- 
sessed at 8 cents a foot. 

THE EIGHT DAY I. AW. 

The City Solicitor handed in tho follow- 
ing communication in regard to tho points 
of law referred to him: 

I have received a communication from 
tho City Clerk informing me that tho fol- 
lowing vote had been passed by your 
board : 

“That the question of what duties must 
bo performed by tho Mayor and board of 
Aldermen within eight days, under tho 
provisions of Section 30, of Chapter 290, of 
acts of 1884, be submitted to tho City Solic- 
itor for his written opinion.” 

Also that the question “Have the Mayor 
and board of Aldermen, under the proceed- 
ings theyshavc taken in the matter of the 
recount of votes for alderman from Ward 2, 
a legal right to make a certilicato requiring 
the City Clerk to alter and amend sueh 
ward returns as appear to bo erroneous?” 

In reply to the first question, my opinion 
is that the board of Aldermen, under the 
provisions of the statute referred to, must 
withiu 8 days next following the day of 
olection, open the envelope or envelopes, 
examine the ballots, ami determine the 
questions raised. 

In reply to the second question, in my 
opinion, if the board of Aldermen have 
within 8 days next following the election, 
opened the envelopes, examined the bal- 
lots, and determined the questions raised, 
they have, after the 8 days, power to make 
the certificate upon which the l ity Clerk 
shall amend tho returns; but if the board 
of Aldermen have not within the S days 
.opened the envelopes, examined the bal- 
lots and determined the questions raised, 
they have not the power to make such cer- 
tificate, and the ward returns must stand 
.ns the true returns.

Alderman Mason said that as tho case 
stood, it seemed that the board had no 
power to amend the returns of the ward 
officers, as they had not determined the 
questions raised within S days, and that 
tlici'e was nothiug to do now but to declare 
Austin. R. Mitchell elected, and instruct 
•the City Clerk to make out a certificate in 
accordance with that declaration. The 
motion was secouded and passed, and Mr. 
Mitchell will receive the certilicato. 

OTIIEIt MATTERS. 

Alderman Powers from the committee on 
fuel and street lights reported on the pe- 
tition for street lamps on Park street, 
Hammond and South streets, referring 
them to the next city government. 

A report was also made and an order 
passed for the putting up of four street 
lights on Chestnut street, one on Newton- 
-villo avenue, one on Clyde street, two on 
Orris and Lexington, one on Hancock, two 
•on Hawthorne, and four on Stanford and 
Melrose streets. The committee on ordi- 
nances reported that they had examined 
-the ordinance relating to telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric light wires, that it was 
correctly enrolled, and it was passed to be 
ordained. 

The board of health reported in favor of 
granting the petition of Patrick Hurley, 
for license to erect a butcher shop on 
Uoylston street, ward 4, and it was grant- 
ed. 

\V. C. Rollins asked for licenso to build a 
storehouse on Crafts street, Ward 4. 

Alderman Mason reported from the com- 
mittee on claim? that .J. M. Lowell, who 
iell on Pelham street, Newton Centre, had 
released all claim upon the city for dama- 
ges, and no other action was necessary. 

” Alderman Mason reported from tho com- 
mittee on printing, that tho bids for tho 
printing of city documents for tho year 
1880 had been received, and the lowest was 
that of George 11. Pratt, who had bid 
$078.70. The printing of tho city docu- 
ments for the year 1885 had not been of the 
quality of work required by tho city, and 
not up to the provisions of tho contract. 
The recommendation that the printing of 
tlie documents of 1880 bo carefully exam- 
ined, and if tho quality of the work was 
not up to the contract, the contractor be 
required to make it so, was referred to the 
.next city government. 

A number of small bills were presented 
and ordered paid. 

The committee on license reported in fa- 
vor of granting George V. Clark a license 
to build a private stable on Eddy street. 

Alderman Grant presented an order, 
which was passed, authorizing tho city 
treasurer to advance to tho city solicitor 
*;joo, for expenses incurred and to be in- 
curred iu suits in which the city was inter- 
ested. 

Alderman Powers reported an order for 
tho placing of two gas lamps in tho tunnel 
at Auburndale. Ho stated that tho order 
was intended to be passed at an earlier 
date, but by some mistake it had not been 
presented. It was passed. 

Alderman Powers made a humorous 
speech in regard to the great amount of 
labor performed by the members of the 
, ity government, w hich was more in many 
4 itscs than the salaries they received, and 
therefore moved that two members of the 
4 ity government of 1880 and two of 1887 
he appointed with full powers to arrange 
a dimler, not later than Jan. 8, lss7, and 
extend invitations to all members of both 
branches lor the years 18S0 ami 1887, the 
dinner lo bo at no expense to the city. The ! 
motion was not to be entered upon the 
minutes, and aftef its passage Mayor Kim- 
ball appointed Alderman Nickerson and 
Aldei man-elect Hat wood as members oi 


the committee from tile board of Alder- 
men. The members from the lower branch 
are Councilman Kennedy and Councilman- 
elect Purr of Ward 8ix. 

The board then adjourned to Friday eve- 
ning. ucc. 31st. 

At tho special meeting of the Common 
Council, all the members hut ono were 
present. A iarge amount of concurrent 
business was transacted with very little 
argument. Tho passage of the ordinance 
establishing a captain and a night-sergeant 
of the police force was objected to by 
Councilman I'.dmands, who claimed that 
the council should be represented on the 
police committee, and that the present 
force and officers were sufficient it prop- 
erly managed, and that if the proposed 
change was adopted the captain would he 
the head of the department, and the pres- 
ent head would be the head id' the head. 
Tho ordinance was adopted. 

Councilman Kisko reported for the com- 
mittee in favor of the ordinance restricting 
the placing of telegraph, telephono and 
electric wire poles. The report was ac- 
cepted and sent up to the hoard of Alder- 
men. 

Hearings were granted on several high- 
way acceptances, hut no objectors ap- 
peared, consequently tho hearings were de- 
clared closed. 

The council adjourned to Friday evening.

“Social Purity.” 

Mrs. Maria Upborn Drake of Newton 
Centre delivered her concluding lectnro on 
“Social Purity” at the Young Woman’s 
Christian Association rooms in Hoston, 
last week Tuesday. In opening the lec- 
ture Mrs. Drake described the histoiical 
Roman lire iu tho Temple of Vesta, which 
was fed only by tho “vestal virgins,”* so 
called by the early Romans, and symbolized 
by purity, When the lire became extin- 
guished, Rome knew her downfall. Every 
American woman must consider her home 
the vestal scene. She must keep burning 
the lire of purity and go forth to kindle it 
in other homes, for purity is fire and en- 
thusiasm. It is not a negative virtue. Thu 
spirit of tho time demands that tho old 
standards ho burnt and now standards bo 
lifted up. Tho divorce courts and unfaith- 
fulness of men and women to each other 
teach us the great evil of immorality. Of 
all tho reforms tho social reform is tho one 
most needed. It is tho duty of every one 
to lend a helping baud iu raising the moral 
standard of the American nation. Mrs. 
Drake referred to the late scandal iu Eng- 
land and paid a tribute to the voice of tho 
nation raised in defence of tho young. Eng- 
land and America are brothers, descended 
from the same Anglo-Saxon, hut the heart 
of tho former 1ms turned to power, while 
America is paying tribute to gold. Property 
according to tho laws of our State, stands 
paramount, and virtue lias but tho mini- 
mum of recognition. She regarded tho 
barbaric Saxon as a purer type of true man- 
hood than tho cultured and educated legis- 
lator of tho State. Does culture civilize? 
Athens knew tho tine arts, and her culture 
has tilled books for centuries, yet Athens 
was tho nest of corruption. What shall wo 
do to bring about tho reform in morals? 
We must change tho ideas and ideals of tho 
family, teach our children frugality, de- 
nounce tliu advocate of tho divorce court 
and thrust out of the people the guilt of 
deadly sin. Tho fashionable life of society 
women was likened to the smouldering 
volcano of the earth, full of corruption, 
which at a certain period, through un- 
known agencies, hursts forth. An immoral j 
malaria pervades the land. The marriage | 
contract is not only a sacred pledge ot one 
to another, but to soeiety. Tho laws of 
Massachusetts foster licentiousness. The 
civic and social code need remaking. [ 
Society must make the laws to a great ex- i 
tent. We take into our homes the seducer, if * 
a tew dollars line his pocket, but our hearts , 
aio callous to the fallen woman, except 
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sho is a genius, nnd then wo lionize. Tho 
low rate of woman’s wages wns assigned as 
tho groat primary cause of so much evil. 
Fivo thousand children in Chicago are em- 
ployed in carrying bricks all day long, and, 
surrounded by men of low habits, they 
cannot ho expected to pass unscathed, but 
this touches the pocket and littlo can bo 
done. Tho slavo of tho Southern skies, or 
the Hindoo, needs hut slight sympathy 
compared with tho slave of lust. In Chi- 
cago 80,000 women live a life of utter in- 
difference, ami how many in our own city? 
The officers of the association, and, indeed, 
all who have listened to Mrs. Drake’s lec- 
tures, unite in earnest commendation of 
her work, believing that her special study 
in the subjeets*with which she deals, her 
ability as a public speaker, and, ahovo all, 
her true womanly sensibility, eminently lit, 
her to pvcscnl the truths which she champ- 
ions wherever sho may feel that her labors 
aro required.

WAR PICTURES. 


No. 1. 

“The Romaneo of War.” I think I boo 
somo comrades’ lips curl rather dorisivcly 
nt theso words, and ask themselves the 
question “Whore was it?” Comrades, the 
writer boliovoR, knowing all its dangers 
and hardships, you would go again undor 
t.lio samo circumstances for the samo 
amount vf fun. There aro exceptions to 
all rules, and doubtless some of you got 
more than you bargained for of hard- 
ship and less of fun. Hut, after all, as 
wo gather around our camp tires now and 
rocall the old war days, don’t wo find our- 
solves telling of the pleasant events quite 
as often ns the sad ami serious ones? 

Do you think you will ever again enjoy 
your tenderloin steak and hot rolls ns you 
did the fried hard-tack and salt pork of the 
Rappahannock, or what we usod to call the 
“lizard soup from the Chiokahominj ?” Do 
you find your “Old Mocha” with cream 
and sugar as delightful or refreshing as 
you did your tin dipper of boiled codec, 
without either, after a hard day’s tramp? 
I venture to say you don’t, and you never 
will. How lovingly you cherish your 
rusty, smoko-begrimed old dippers and 
canteens. There is no money value to 
them in your estimation, and I have told 
you the reason why. 

Aye, the “romaneo of war!” Tho grand 
review’s, the long roll of tho drums, the 
blast of the bugles, tho battle linos, tho 
gallop of tho batteries into action, tho 
crash of musketry, the booming of cannon, 
tho flags we loved, the cavalry sweeping 
out on the Hanks, the glory of victory, the 
sorrow of defeat, pride in our dead com- 
rades’ bravery, tho solemn nights on tho 
picket line. Whore is tho man with a 
spark of imagination whose blood does 
not thrill as these pictures come back upon 
tho retina of memory. Ah, yes, the 
“romance of war.” 

Tell me of any other business on earth 
that can produce such pictures. There is 
none. The most sacred part of a nation's 
history is its military record. 

While tho experiences of tho men were 
much alike, each one looked upon war 
from iiis own individual standpoint, and 
was perhaps differently impressed by the 
samo event. The writer can only speak 
from his own. 

It was one clear, warm, September day in 
1802, when a Massachusetts Regiment 
started from Washington to march north- 
ward, for the cry of “on to Richmond” 
had been temporarily dropped, and now 
it was “on to find Lee,” then entering 
Maryland and threatening a northern in- 
vasion. It was not a good time just then 
to develop patriotism or love for war. 
Whilo wo were not actually in retreat, a 
great part of tho “Army of the Potomac” 
had recently been so, and Chantilly and 
Second Hull Run were now words in our 
history. 

Well, as I said before, wo started from 
Washington on this bright September day, 
fresh from home, with our Jirst day of 
actual service and marching before us.* 

As we pulled out onto the road (to use a 
railroad term,) quiet smiles might have 
been seen lurking around tho mouths of 
some veterans who looked on at us, as with 
martial step and pompous bearing we en- 
tered the avenues of Washington. The 
contrast between that regiment as it moved 
up Pennsylvania avenue, and tho same 
regiment three years later, when it passed 
in review with tattered colors and a hand- 
ful of men, is too great for description. 
Now, a thousand strong, with full field and 
stall', a line drum and bugle corps, company 
front of lifty files, and handsome colors, 
what a splendid appearance it did present! 
I llattor myself that if the Orderly Ser- 
geant of Company “R” didn’t keep up bis 
end of the loft Hank Company that day he 
never did, as tho order rang out from the 
head of tho column, “Pass in review! for- 
ward! guide right!” 

Three hours later, toil miles from Wash- 
ington, if any one could have seen that 
Orderly covered with dust from head to 
foot, lace looking like a Sandwich Islander, 
streaked with white and black whore the 
sweat had worn furrows through the dirt, 
and multiplied that face by 1,000, lie would 
have found it hard to recognize the hand- 
some regiment of the morning. And what 
an experience was that first day on the 
road ! Of the thousands of miles we marched 
the next 3 years, while campaigning in live 
different states, that first 10 stand pre- 
eminently conspicuous. Runyan's pilgrim 
would have looked in wonder at tho bur- 
dens wo shouldered (lint .morning. At 
night, where were they? Ask of tho 
natives at our every halt. Ask the darkies 
who escorted us along the road, waiting pa- 
tiently till one and another with bleeding 
hearts but a breath of relief threw away 
books, Husks, clothing, etc., which kind but 
mistaken friends had forced upon us ere wo 
loft camp in Massachusetts. That regi- 
ment weighed thousands of pounds loss 
that night when it halted at Leesboro, and 
that day’s teaching was valuable for all it 
cost us in personal estate. Tho lesson had 
to he learned and it was just as well to 
have it over. Wo knew how to account for 
the grins of tho veterans, but it was the 
last time they had a chance to grin at us. 
I wonder if I shall over forget the feeling 
of that breast strap of our knapsacks, 
after it hail been on about ten hours, ami 
cut through everything, blouse, shirt and 
• all, leaving a broad black hand that water 
and rubbing would not wash out, and only 
a nights’ rest could heal. Well, that is 
part of tho “romance of war.” Rut we 
were a part of McClellan’s great army now, 
marching up to meet the invader, and 
grumbling would be unmanly. So the Or- 
derly kept his t roubles to liitnself and 
pegged along with the rest, giving our 
short-legged captain all he could do to keep 
up. How well I recall his occasional sug- 
gestion, “take it easy. Orderly, don’t he in 
such a hurry, etc.” Our company being on 
the left Hank, had been detached to act as 
rear guard and push along stragglers. Did 
our gallant captain have any premonition 
of the grave awaiting him in Virginia, that 
he eared not to hasten to it? JIo fell with 
many another brave fellow in the mine at 
Petersburg, and is buried there with 
scores of others in unknown graves. 

As we marched on from day to day on 
the way to the front, a very perceptible 
fall was noticeable in the mereuiyf of pa- 
triotic enthusiasm. An “area of low pros- 
u re” set in one day as we halted to let 
the prisoners raptured and paroled by 
.laelison at Harper’s Kerry. | ass on their 
way to tho camp at Annapolis. Many of 
them wounded slightly, with heads and 


arms in bloody bandages, all without 
weapons,— -Now York, Ohio and Vermont 
men; an Indiana Battery, it was not a sight 
to encourago our patriot ic emotions. From 
blood-heat the temperature had now fallen 
to a very chilly air, to say the least.. Ice 
formed when wo at length saw a lot of 
“Jolinnics” going to tho rear undor guard. 
What, thought tho Orderly, have 1 come 
out hero to ho a target for such a ragged, 
dirty pack ns that? Yes, for 3 years. I 
swore to do it, so tlicro was no help for 
it. Rut wo wore not long in finding out 
that the ragged. butternut and grey fellows 
could shoot uncommonly straight, and 
that it was no easy matter to drive them, 
and disrespect for their looks gave way to 
a very decided reverence for their skill in 
marksmanship when they happened to bo 
loose on tbe other side of a Hold. 

“Experience is a hard school, hut fools 
will learn in no other.” It was with feel- 
ings of curiosity that we looked around us 
at the debris of a battle-field as wo 
pressed forward to overtake the corps to 
which we had been assigned. Rut 1 may 
say that it got. pretty well down to(l,(Fnhr) 
when I saw tbe rows of mounds, ami 
one largo one with a piece of cracker-box 
for a head-board, bc.Tring Die si in ole in- 
scription with a charred stick: “12 rebels 
in this hole.” 

All, yes. what a romance war proved to 
them! 1 remember noticing just in .South 
Mountain gap, an abandoned piece of light 
artillery, with its muzzle squarely plugged 
lip by a shot thrown from tho reliel side 
just across a valley. The hall lmd been 
wedged in to tho muzzle, spreading the iron 
slightly and effectually spiking the gun, 
but in a manner entirely new to warfare. 
We viewed with sadness the spot where 
General Reno had fallen. On all sides 
wore the evidences of a heavy battle — 
broken muskets, articles of clothing, knap- 
sacks full or empty, thrown off perhaps as 
the light became hot and the burden wenri- 
some — dismounted field-pieces, shattered 
caissons and wheels, and everywhere the 
mounds of freshly disturbed earth, which 
all told too well of tbe tragedy on which 
the curtain bad just fallen. These mat- 
ters, then so full of interest, became of 
little moment after a time, lint then, the 
giavc faces of tbe boys, (yes, boys, for 
many of us were only boys,) showed that 
they began to realize what a stern business 
they had t aken up, and boys grow rapidly 
mature in those days, and amid such 
scenes. Rut now it was ever Forward! and 
now and more peaceful scenes brought 
happier thoughts. 

The cool, pleasant autumn days were 
come, and the evenings round the bright 
camp fires, where song and story filled up 
tho time until “tattoo,” mid “taps” soon 
after found us rolled in our blankets in our 
shelter tents, sleeping soundly, all save the 
guard and picket. 

When a soldier is off duty he is way oft, 
and with all the demands of drill and camp 
there was ample time for personal enjoy- 
ment. which each one will employ in bis 
favorite way, — one in letter writing, anoth- 
er reading; some repairing clothes, burn- 
ishing their muskets and accoutrements, 
and others in the enjoyment of a “square 
loaf” with pipe for accompaniment. There 
wasn’t so very much loafing however in 
that fall of ’(52. Tho now regiments had 
to be drilled hard in preparation for the 
Held, for so urgent was government to 
hasten the new troops to the front at this 
time, tiiat it is a fact that some of the now 
leg line n ts went into South Mountaiu and 
Antietam battles to whom a battalion drill 
was a novelty. So now, in the quiet of 
Pleasant Valley or down by the Antietam 
iron-works, we took our first lessons in bat- 
talion drill, ami tbe Hank companies of a 
fuii logiaiciu soi.ii learned tbe meaning of 
“changing front,” forward or “to the rear” 
in double time. 1 bad ti.o i!! luck to be on 
the left Hank. The men did not at. first 
realize* tbe importance of all this drilling, 
and many were disposed to grumoie at it, 
but time showed its value. Drill brought 
discipline and steadiness under lire, and 
tho best drilled troops did the 1 ost light- 
ing. After one of our engagements, a year 
later, where the regiment had performed 
several battalion movements under a close 
fire, a captured rebel officer asked what 
regular troops those were that practiced 
battalion drill in battle. It was not unusu- 
al for some officer to practice a regiment in 
tbe “manual of arms” when the men show- 
ed nervousness, and this course always 
stiffened up the boys’ knees. 

And I may remark here, that' knees do 
get very shaky when men experience for 
the first time tho peculiar sensations of 
battle; and it is doubtless owing to tliu fact 
that as me bravery is not in the knees, they 
are anxious to get ro tho rear — while the 
head, where the courage really is, dout 
want to go (or rather wont go if it wants 
to). So the knees have to stay— 1 can’t in 
any other way account for the fact that we 
did stay when our legs wore not only ready, 
but anxious to get away and preserve a life 
for future usefulness to our country. 

When the Enfield rifles, with which my 
regiment was armed, were distributed to 
us, they all bad a very nicely fitted ping in 
tho muzzle. Wo didn’t know just what 
they were for, but wo kept them sacredly 
in their places, and thus gave ourselves 
dead away to the veterans. Tho man who 
had one of them in his gun at our first 
“inspection of arms” quickly learned what 
they were nut for. We found a use for 
them when we got our first Virginia rain- 
storm. The day the “Army of the Poto- 
mac” crossed the river into Virginia, Oct. 
20th, 18(12, it sot iu to rain soon after wo 
started, and it continued to rain until— 
(well, 1 doubt if it has yet ceased). We 
plodded on with our pliigged-up rides 
through the fast deepening mud, until 
about 4 o’clock p. m. wo were marched 
from the road into a Held ploughed and 
planted with winter wheat, and ordered to 
mako ourselves con\fortuble, tho stereotyped 
order on going into camp. Tho importance 
of a plug in our rifles was now plain, for it 
rained so hard that a gun would fill with 
water in a few minutes, until a man began 
to wonder what made his gun so heavy, 
and men who had lost their plugs had to 
go along at a “secure arms.” if you don’t 
believe this, ask any man who was out in 
that rain-storm if it isn’t a fact. 

Rut to linger on this theme and recall 
lovingly the memories of rainy nights in 
freshly ploughed fields, — for hero is where 
perhaps, if anywhere, the “romance of 
war” conies in. Reader, if you doubt my 
words, go and stand under a pump while a 
friend drenches you thoroughly, then 
tramp around all day heavily armed ami 
equipped, oat a hard cracker for dinner, 
imagine another for supper, and lie dow n 
ill a rut of the aforesaid Held, and go to 
sleep (if you can). It is the luxury of en- 
joyment; it is the acme of human happi- 
ness. When you once get used to it there 
is nothing like it. Thcie arc variations of 
this program. Instead of lying down to 
rest at Hu* end of the day's march, you 
may he detailed to go out on piekit, ami 
there, iu the dark, stormy night, continue 
to blow your lingers and warm your patri- 


otism in the same breath. But tho grand 
central fact is always there— it is the “ro- 
mance of war” in all its majesty. As for 
me. after my tent had twice blown down, 
and land my fellow sergeants had repitclied 
it in the drenching rain, I became so happy 
that I lost all desire to sleep: hunted up a 
fire and standing on it« weather side, help- 
ed to keep tho rain from extinguishing ft, 
anil burnt my hoots off in so doing. But 
that was nothing. Gen. McClellan kept 
plontv of them in his tent, and any man 
could get a now pair by applying to him in 
person. 

One would hardly sunposo there could 
ho such a difference in the way it rains in 
different parts of tho country. In Virginia 
there is a steady, persistent dampness in a 
rain that seems never to he discouraged, 
tho more you try to keep dry, but will 
keep on till you are drenched. In Missis- 
sippi it falls in junks, knocks off your hat, 
fills vour boots and does it so quickly that 
you imvn’t time to open your umbrella be- 
fore it is too late — (of course no good sol- 
dier would be without an umbreba). In 
Tennessee it mnv bn raining on the bead of 
a regiment while the rear is basking in tbe 
sunshine. I think I never saw it raining 
harder in just one spot timn.it did one day 
in the fall of *03, that I passed through 
Cumberland Gap. — but it' you remember 
this is a corner point of three States, and 
you get the three varieties at once, the Vir- 
ginia drench, with a kind of Kentucky 
swagger and Tennessee fickleness, which 
produce a mongrel rain, to appreciate 
which I can only recommend you, reader, 
to ride through the Gap in a driving storm, 
on a wet horse, a wet saddle, and camp 20 
miles away. So here is another “romance 
of war.” There are plenty more. Let us 
see if there is one of the opposite kind, 
dryness. 

Well, if ever there was a dry place at 
times, it was at the front. Dry — why the 
desert of Sahara was a sea compared to it. 
I have known a man to come in from picket 
with his gun-barrel so dry outside you 
never would have suspected its contents. 
I don’t believe some of us have ever yet 
got over the feeling of dryness incident to 
a dearth of even water in camp. 

After the fall of Vicksburg they served 
out old commissary whiskey to the men, 
and many a man who had left off drinking 
(in a measure), was glad then to take his 
gill, and by mixing it with some Yazoo 
swamp water, make a very fair substitute 
for Kentucky water. But as for this 
quenching bis thirst, you might as well 
expect to extinguish the great Boston lire 
by pouring on water from a pint pot. 

But perhaps wo have said enough for the 
present in this line of thought. A sol- 
dier’s life presents all sorts of vicissitudes, 
hut with his training ho is soon ready to 
cope with any emergency. He is soon a 
veteran — can camp wherever the column 
halts, eat when he can get anything to eat, 
and go hungry if he can’t, and drink the 
same way. He soon learns the importance 
of keeping his arms in good condition, can 
break up housekeeping and move in live 
minutes after the “general” call sounds. 

Before long we will go out and hunt up 
the “Johnnies.” They were never very far 
off or hard to find.

The Graphic begins to-day the publica- 
tion of a series of war papers, written by 
a prominent member of Cltas. Ward Post, 
G. A. R. Were we at liberty to give his 
name it would add to the interest every 
one would feel in reading them, as his 
bravery and services during the war earned 
him an enviable distinction. Perhaps 
some of his friends may guess tho author 
after a perusal of tho papers, especially 
those which arc to give some of his person- 
al experiences in the campaigns in which 
ho took part, but for tho present tho 
secret will not bo divulged.

They were not as comfort- 
able as they were romantic, but every old 
soldier will be interested in recalling old 
memories, and other readers will gain some 
idea of what the Newton veterans thought 
and suffered in the defence of the Union. 


election would be the fairest and most sat- 
isfactory manner of settling the contest. 
As there would be only one office to bo 
filled, there would be no possibility of mis- 
takes, and the result would probably be so 
decisive, one way or tho other, as to leave 
no room for any recounts or protests. 

Congressman Ei.y thinks that somo of 
the criticisms bestowed upon General 
Black, tbo commissioner of pensions, are 
unjust. He says that it has been his ex- 
perience that it is tho making out tho ap- 
plicant’s record at tho adjutant-general's 
office which has caused most of the delay 
in reaching results. Ono notable case ih 
that of Frederick II. Canfield, whoso name 
was sent to General Drum’s offieo July 22. 
The record came back three days ago. Other 
cases where a similar delay, or ono some- 
what shorter, have occurred, while, on the 
other hand, matters that havo come under 
Black’s direct supervision have had prompt 
attention* 


The gathering of tho friends of Senator 
Dawes at the Parker House on Monday in- 
cluded many of tho men who have been for 
years deservedly looked up to as tho lead- 
ers of tho Republican party in the state, 
and men whoso opinions ought to carry a 
good deal of weight. Treasurer A. W. 
Beard, Judgo Adin Thayer, Congressman 
W. W. Rice, Ex-Governor Claflin, II C. 
Hartwell of Fitchburg, and others liko 
them havo certainly earned a right to havo 
their views respected by the Republican 
party, especially as it is not a question 
with them of tho carrying out of any polit- 
ical bargain, but rather of what is host for 
the state and tho party. 


Some of Congressman Long’s ardent 
supporters applauded his statement that 
there was no surplus under the present 
tariff, and pretended to bo greatly shocked 
at the tariff reform speech of Senator 
Dawes. But Gov. Long is a progressive 
statesman and not a Bourbon, for since he 
has gone to Washington he has apparently 
found the surplus, and his zeal for tariff 
reform is even greater than that of Sena- 
tor Dawes. 


SUBMT1TVTKS FOR TI1U CAUCUS. 

Richard II. Dana has an interesting arti- 
cle in the Forum for January, in which he 
discusses “Substitutes for the Caucus.” 
He refers to the well known fact that the 
caucuses are in the hands of a few politi- 
cians, who determine the nominations, and 
choose men who will carry out these plans 
and purposes. For this reason tho nomi- 
nations are seldom of a high character, and 
the morality and intelligence of the men 
who fill our highest offices steadily deterio- 
rate year by year. Bargaining and traffick- 
ing before election, candidates promising 
offices and influence, and the man who bids 
highest carrying off the honors, do not 
lead one to expect much after the election 
is over. The picture is rather highly col- 
ored, but in the light of the events of re- 
ucut state and national campaigns, Mr. 
Dana docs not seem to have indulged in 
much exaggeration. The remedies he pro- 
poses are taking the whole civil service, 
both state and national, out of politics, so 
that the professional politicians, who make 
their living by trading in offices, shall be 
cut of from this source of revenue, and 
then passing stringent election laws, which 
limit the amount of .money which can be 
spent for a candidate. In England some- 
thing of this kind has been tried, and the 
candidates are compelled to file an account 
of all moneys which either they or others 
havo expended for them, with a sworn 
statement of its correctness. This is a 
brief outline of Mr. Dana’s plan, \ which 
whold be apt to work a revolution in our 
political methods if adopted here. There 
would be a good many “bosses” whose oc- 
cupation would bo gone. Certainly when 
the larger and more respectable portion of 
the members of both parties never go near 
a caucus, being convinced by sad experi- 
ences that it would not alter matters if 
they did, it is time that some reform 
should be inaugurated. 

A I.DER.TIA .\ JlITCIIELIi. 

As was expected, the City Solicitor has 
'decided that the device of stretching eight 
days into eighteen, by means of recesses, 
was not complying with the law that the 
ballots must be recounted and the points 
at issue determined within eight days, and 
that the ward returns must stand. This 
gives the seat to Mr. Mitchell, and ho was 
declared elected, and a certificate of election 
ordered to he sent him. 

Tho matter is not to bo allowed to rest 
here, however, as Aidermau Grant is to 
dile a notice of a contest, which ho is 
‘entitled to do within thirty days after tho 
day of election, and that will bring the 
matter before tho new board of 
of aldermen. A number of interest- 
ing legal questions will arise, and tho 
now board would do well to have tho City 
Solicitor on hand, to give his opinions. 
One question that is perhaps tho most im- 
portant of all, is whether the ballots can 
now be regarded as worth anything from a 
legal point of view. The boxes have been 
opened so many times, after tho eight days 
had elapsed; some of them remained for a 
number of days unsealed, and it is evident 
enough that tho law- regarding them was 
not complied with. Some good lawyers 
say the ballots are worth no more than so 
much waste paper, and that no contest can 
be founded upon them. It is also hinted 
that in case of a contest, the board of al- 
dermen will be asked to go behind tho 
returns. The affair will bo an interesting 
one in any event, and ought to draw as large 
an audience as any electric railroad hear- 
ing. 

Whatever be the result, Mr. Mitchell has 
taken an honorable course, in announc- 
ing that he will not accept an office that is 
involved in so much doubt, and a new 


Governor Robinson’s letter defining 
his position on the senatorial question 
does not materially alter the situation. 
He says lie is not an office seeker, and does 
not want the office, which every one know 
before, and his position is one of dignified 
self-sespect. Ho wishes to make some pro- 
vision for his family, and therefore would 
retire from public life, but he does not say 
that he would refuse to obey the call of 
the people. 


The Waltham Tribune is very indig- 
nant because some people in that city favor 
‘the practice of attaching conditions. restric- 
tions or limitations to real estate.” It 
says with a sneer tlnttsueh a policy may do 
well enough for Newton, but there is no* 
corner in Waltham too good for a factory or 
for business purposes. If that is tho policy 
of Waltham, people who like to live in the 
midst of factories, will know' where to go. 


Mr. Walter Allen of Newton High- 
lands, for a long time leading editorial 
writer on the Boston Daily Advertiser, re- 
tires from that paper at the end of the 
year, nis retirement will be regretted by 
all those who know the Hue work done by 
Mr. Allen, and it will bo a difficult thing 
for the Advertiser to fill his place.

The City Ilall has been tho busiest place 
in Newton the past week, as all the officials 
and head o( departments have been busily 
engaged in getting ready their annual re- 
ports, and closing up the year’s work. 

The inauguration exercises will take 
place at City Hall next Monday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock, and it is expected that there 
will a large audience of spectators, as many 
invitations havo boon sent out. 


Alderman Mitelicll Resigns. 

Alderman-elect Mitchell has returned to 
the city clerk his certificate of election as 
alderman from Ward Two. lie is not so 
anxious for office that he is willing to take 
it by reason of a technicality, or for any 
other reason than that he was fairly and 
honestly elected, and the position does him 
credit and will be endorsed by tho better 
sentiment of tho voters of Newton. If ho 
should ever bo a candidate for office again, 
ho will without doubt receive such a deci- 
sive majority us to leave no chance for a 
contest. Tho following is a copy of his 
letter of declination:

Gentlemen,— I have this moment received 
a certificate from tho city clerk, that 1 havo 
been elected an alderman from Ward 2 of 
our city.

The Inauguration F.xerclscs. 

The inauguration of the Mayor and the 
organization of tho two branches of tho 
next city government will take place at 
City Hall next Monday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. Tho exercises will he open to all, 
and ladies as w ell as gentlemen will ho ad- 
mitted. Rov. Pleasant Htintor will deliver 
tho prayer, and City Solicitor Slocum will 
administer tho oath. Tho inaugural address 
of the Mayor will ho read, in which tho 
work done tho past year will bo reviewed, 
and tho policy of tho coming year outlined. 
After the address, both branches of tho 
new city government will retire to their 
respective rooms, .and complete their or 
ganizatiou. It. is expected that tho inaugu- 
ration exercises will not occupy more than 
an hour or an hour and a half, and tho in- 
terest that attaches to such an occasion 
ought to call out a largo attendance of citi- 
zens. 

THE DINNER. 

Tho committeo appointed to make ar- 
rangements for the dinner of tho members 
of tho city government of 1880 and 1887 
mot on Wednesday evening, and after 
consultation decided’ that they could not do 
better than to patronize homo institutions, 
and so drovo over to Loo’s Woodland Park 
Hotel, where they interviewed tho proprie- 
tor, and made arrangements for tho dinner 
on Wednesday evening, Jan. 0, at 0.30 p. 
m. Barges will he at West Newton on the 
arrival of the 0.20 train, to convey tho 
members and tho invited guests, which 
have been limited to Judge Park and tho 
men who have given tho members immor- 
tality by reporting tho proceedings of the 
city government. It will he strictly a tem- 
peranco affair, ns befits a no-license city, 
and the whole affair will ho without cost to 
the city. The out-going and in-coming 
members will have a chance to meet in a 
social way, before tho former bid farewell 
to public life, and the latter take up the 
burden of satisfying their constituents by 
voting to make about one-fourth of the 
public improvements asked for. 

Horticultural Society Meetings. 

The Newton Horticultural Society havo 
made arrangements to hold public meetings 
in the following places: Newtonville, Jan. 
11, 1,887, Subject for discussion— Cultiva- 
tion of tho Chrysanthemum; West New- 
ton, Jan. 25, Subject— Sewerage; Newton 
Centre, Feb. 8, Subject — Varieties of 
Fruits suitable for cultivation in Newton; 
March 1, Newton Upper Falls, Subject — 
Hardy Herbaceous Plants; Mftrch 15, Au- 
burndale, Subject — Ornamental Tree Plant- 
ing. These meetings will be opened by 
gentlemen who have given the different 
subjects assigned them a great deal of 
thought, and in many instances will speak 
of actual experience in the raising and 
growth of trees and flowers, upon which 
they speak. The city of Newton should 
be very much interested in tho meeting to 
bo held at tho City Hall, as the subject of 
sewerage is one that should interest all her 
citizens. The meetings will be so arranged 
that any one who has given the subjects 
any thought, or would like to ask any 
questions, will not only bo welcome to do 
so, but will confer a favor on tho executive 
committee. 


Good Work Done. 

The following endorsement of tho work 
of the firemen on the fires in Newtonville, 
Christmas Eve, lias been received with the 
endorsement that it expresses the senti- 
ment of the citizens of Ward 2: About a 
year ago the citizens of Ward 2 were invited 
to a banquet sit the Truck House, to inaugu- 
rate the joining together of Hose 4 and 
Truck Co. No. 1, into an association for the 
better protection of lite and property, 
against the firey element; it did not occur 
to the citizens present at tho time, how it 
could be done, but when Box 23 was pulled 
Christmas Eve, with most of the members 
of the two companies scattered in different 
directions, then was the time that it came 
to our minds why the association was 
formed, for truckmen sis well as hosemen 
were using their utmost endeavovs to ssive 
tho property that was burning, siud they 
did it. nobly and well, and should have 
great praise for fclieir services; and then 
again was the tire bug about his business, 
and again was the harmony of the two 
companies brought into play, and rendered 
another good service; and still the third 
time when no men could have done better 
service than tho firemen of Ward 2, and 
also tho firemen from tho rest of tho city 
when they got to work. Pushing with 
hose and ladders into the face of death al- 
most to save property; they havo an associ- 
ation for their protection in ease of acci- 
dent which may befall si member sit 
a fire, siud it behoves the citizens to 
look well to the firemen, and swell the 
funds of the firemen’s association for which 
they are working so hard.

January Magazines. 

The January Forum has a inrgo number 
of articles that will attract tho attontion of 
thoughtful renders. Col. Iligginson dis- 
cusses “Tho Unsolved Problem in Woman 
Suffrage” in a singularly diRpnsRionato 
way. Ho remarks that ho sat by tho cradle 
of tho movement, and that he does not ex- 
pect to follow its hearse. Ono of his pro- 
positions, in suggesting a remedy for some 
obvious objections to joint government by 
men and. women, is both entertaining and 
instructive. It is to the effect that tho 
Quakers’ plan for deliberative assemblies 
should bo adopted for our State Legisla- 
tures, and ono houso bo made up of men 
and tho other of womon. Rev. M. J. Sav- 
age, who about a year ago stated with 
some completeness what ho did uot be- 
liovo, now approaches tho question posi- 
tively under tho title, “Tho Religion of tho 
Rationalist.” Ilis manner of stating his 
beliefs is often not altogether pleasing. 
But it all Iuib the iperit of vigor. Dr. 
Buckley’s piper on tho morality of minis- 
ters is not at all original or in any way un- 
usual, but it is a manly and reasonable de- 
fence of his profession against tho mistake 
of imputing tho errors of the few to tho 
lives of tho blameless many. President 
James B. Angell tolls of the rather com- 
monplaco fashion in which ho was educa- 
ted, and" Mr. Adams uses a good deal of ex- 
aggeration in his paper on “Literary Log- 
rolling,’’ in which Mr. Latlirop is attacked 
—although not by name— with absurd fer- 
ocity for his pleasant, although certainly 
not impressive, article on Now York wri- 
ters. “A Letter to tho People of Philadel- 
phia,” by Henry C. Lea, is not without im- 
portance, and there aro other interesting 
articles, including “The Confessions of a 
Congregationalist,” which has a direct ap- 
plication to the caso of tho Andover profes- 
sors, now on trial in Boston.

The Lasell Course in Cookery. 

Lasoll Seminary was tho lirst school of 
its rank in the United States, and probably 
in the world, to give its pupils — in success- 
ful combination with a thorough course of 
study — instruction iu cooking ami other 
domestic arts, some practical knowledge of 
which is essential to the proper supervision 
of homes.

The work is now to he 
graded for a course of three years, in which 
proficiency is required for advancement 
just as iu other brunches. The first and 
second years’ instruction will be by object 
lessons, as heretofore; the third by prac- 
tice lessons, each pupil doing tho work her- 
self, The entire three years’ course is 
free. No young woman of average ability 
need go away from Lasell without a real, 
practical knowledge of this important work 
oi every woman’s life.

De sinkin’ ob de 
Cuniberlan’ ’n Congress, ’n do bloody battle 
ob Shiloh, Tennessee, April sixth *n seli- 
’nth. 

“Smilin’ May brought more strife, de cap- 
tures of Yorktown, Virginny, by McClel- 
lan, *ii Norfolk by Ginral Wool, Corinth 
was seized by somebody, *n de liattlo of 
Fair Oaks fought. Don in June Memphis 
KiiiTendered, nex’ keni ile battles of Oak 
Groho, Meehaniesville, Gaines’s Mill, White 
Oak Swamp ’n Cross Roads— Sah, my heart 
was lieaby! 

“Rhody blowed do dinnali horn, *n I goes 
in ter snrbe in do sobres cliany do c’on 
bread crus’ or parcheil pea coffee, thin co’n 
cake ’n a lillu piece ob lmcon. i sarbed do 
dinnahs in style, ef der wa’n’t miioh ter 
eat, ’n de Bijurs sat roun’ de table dressed 
in rags. Money was skurse ’n de blockade 
cut ’em off fruin gitliu’ tings dey needed. 

“Afore wo started norf, de buttles of Mal- 
born Hill, Cedar Mounting an’ Second Bull 
Run, Virginny; Richmond, Kaintuck; Souf 
Mounting, Marylan’; Muifordbille, Kain- 
tuck; air dat bail one ob Antietaiu had 
been fought. 

On the mawnin’ ob October loth Marster 
Bijur sat torkin’ wif a frien’ ’bout ile bat- 
tle ob Perrybille, Kaintuck, on de 8th, when 
a gray-coated soger rid up wif a message 
for Missy EUinor— Marster Paul Pope was 
shot stone dead at Shiloh in April. 

“Oh, de look ob misery dat settled ’pon 
de pore gal’s face! She’d be’n frettin’ 
’bout him, not heelin’ from him soncc 
March last. Her par put bofe arms roun’ 
her, ’an whispered, ‘lie will not leave thee 
desolate, but will comfort thee.

“Dar was no prospeck ob de wall closin’, 
old missus’ courage seemed broke, she no 
longer boasted dat do sonrren’s could whip 
do Yankees, live ter one. Sah, anybody, 
ebon dose wif stony hearts cioildn’ help 
pity in’ ile pore sourren ladies, raised like 
de lilies of ile fieri’ . suddenly dupribed oh 
real neodeessities. Old missus to«»k it tor 
heart, bein’ bleeged ter l*og her way Norf. 
’Twas mouty slow gittin’ on. We had grot 
trouble gittin’ passes and transportation, 
havin’ ter walk many miles, ’an id’oti goin’ 
hungrier dan do most abused niggns eber 
did, an’ do Bijur, ladies looked wuss’n 
’spec table beggars. Of’en wo had ter 
dodge rattlin’ shots an’ scoutin’ parties.

Uncle, kin yo’ help de gen’- 
raan on my boss?’

Cloes will war out, an’ do 
want ob leetle orn’ry tings, seeb as needles, 
thread, pins an’ burtons, can causo lots o’ 
trouble ’mongst folks who want ter keep 
tings straight. 

“When Hhodykom hack, she had sumfin’ 
for all, an* wo went ter a hotel ter git shot 
oh our rags, den wo limited up do oldes’ an’ 
plaines’ Bijur in ile city. 

“Honey, de welcome we 'coiveil warmed 
cockles ob our hungry hearts. Mind yo’, 
dey was reg'lar aholishun folks, an’ firm as 
adamant fer de Union, but nober by word 
or look did dey hurt do feelings’ of de 
sourren refugee Bijurs. 

“1 went back tor Master Hugh, who was 
a first lieutenant an’ pop'lar wif his boys. 
De Massachusetts man wasn’t able ter ac- 
tive sarvice. so ho was cookin’ fer his eoni- 
p’ny. 1 was Master Hugh's body surbent, 
an’ I hab no pence of min’ day* or night, 
wearyin’ after him. lie was allers out, 
scoutin’, skirinisliin* er ’sposiu’ hisse’f ter 
bullets. 

“I)ar was a gre’t body o’ camp followers, 
ynller boys an’ gals arter us, contlnerally, 
an* dey mos’ went crazy on New-year’s day, 
1803, when President Linknm proclaimed 
de mggu free. ,">01110 ob de simple souls 
netilly hcliohod dey was gwine tor libu on 
de fat ob de lan’ wifout wukiu’ cny more; 
dat iley’d bo exalted ’bove dar ole masters. 

I kuowed better, but it thrilled ebery chord 
in my heart ter know all men must 'knowl- 
edge olo Kiali tor be a man, yet I was still 
gwine ter sarbo do Bijurs. 

“Dar was ober so many changes in 
ossifers, an’ had buttles, do year 1803. In 
May do sweet wild flowers wore stained 
wif blood, in more’ll ono place. Fust do 
battle oli Port Gibson, Mississippi, deu 
Chancellors ville, Virginia, nex* Ruyinon’, 
Mississippi, Champion’s Hill an’ Big Black 
River, Mississippi. 

“I tin’ out Marsters Allen n' Roland w\s 
bofe wif Lee, an’ i see ’em up arter do 
second day’s flghl at Gettysburg, lor, kin’ 
mouty worn an’ tired. 1 got lost from 
Marster Hugh, who was wif Gi't'ifi, an’ 
Rhody got me word ’bout de big riot in 
New York city, July 15 and ' j. De pore 
gal was nigh skccrod ter fieuf, so much 
’strueUon goin’ on all ’ro ju’, an’ I felt los* 


ontil Marster Hugh sent for me an’ I 
reached him afore de battles of Olfioka- 
mauga. Marster nober ’reived a scratch. 

“Nnh, it’s wicked ter steal, hut I couldn’t 
help foragin' a bit for Marster Hugh, 
dough 1 d Assent, tell him ’bout it. I man- 
aged of’eii ter hub nice pot pies an’ leetle 
rellshin’ tings dat didn't help fatten the 
sutler’s pocket-book. ’Bout ile time for 
Tank-gibin’ Hooker fought do battle ’hove 
do clouds, ’n nex’ day Bragg had ter loaho 
Missionary Ridge, an’ Gen. Sherman 
raised de siege at Knoxville, whar Long- 
street was hard press. n’ Burnside. Ner 
18(14 didn’t tin’ de wall ober; dar was two 
master mill’s at ile head ob each armv. 
Grant was raised tor commander-in-chief, 
a lieutenant, -gin’ral, a posisluin vacant eber 
sinco Gin’ral Scott’s deal. Gin’ral Grant 
was er mobin’ on for Kichmou’, Gin’ral 
Sherman ter Atlanta, an’ liy gibin’ ’em good 
battle lie gait, inter Atlanta September 2d. 

“Honey, ’04 was a year full of sulTorin’, 
’tween bad battles like dat of do Wilder- 
ness, Spottsyvania, Dole Harbor, naval en- 
gagements an’ Sherman’s march ter de sea, 
somebody ’Bonn’ ter see trouble, Ginr’als 
Lee, Eariy ’n Hood hab dar ban’s full. 

“Does yo’ know do poem— 

An’ Sheridan on’y twenty Miilw away! 

Dat’s gran’ tork, an’ 1 was right dar, at 
Winchester, an’ heard ’em torkin’ ’bout 
Gin’ral Sheridan cornin’ ter ltolp ’em. 

“Marster Hugh was ol, joyed Christmas 
times, tinkin’ we’d get tor Philadolphy,but 
no, sir, times wor too crit’cal fer him ter 
be spar’d, we had ter dis’pint de lullin’ 
souls watchiu’ an’ waitin’ ferns, an’ Rhody 
writ her own se’f, hailin' lamed ter use de 
pen, dat de November ’lection wor excitin’, 
Gin’ral McClellan haltin’ secli stanch 
frien* s ’n orders b’liebin’ Linknm wor do 
man fer do big cheer at do White House. 
Alt’ 1805 foun’ de gray’n blue still alightin’. 
After a struggle Fort Fisher was taken. 
Gin’ ml Sherman capped in wif more hard 
fightiu’. Columbia, Charleston, Wilming- 
ton, Bentonsville and Goldsboro gin over 
ter ile federals,— Petersburg, Richmoii’, 
Mobile, ’n Raleigh holin’ out until dc Ins’. 
Den kem ile final surrender, ’n dar was no 
sneakin’ (loin’s on eider side. 

“Lawsy, secli a lub fens’ as dc ono dat 
wal hel’ in Marster Bijur’s Philadelpliy 
home when Marsters Allen ’n’ Roland 
wealin’ do gray, Hugh ’n’ John Bussey de 
blue, an’ olo Kiali bringin’ up in de r’ar, 
made an invashun on do fainbiy. 

"Tings turn out qunre. Sliorely ole 
missus ’sporience a change of heart when 
wo refugeed from Virginny. She lub her 
Soufiau’, *n’ staid Norf, sayin’ Massa 
Bijur wor too ole to leabo his kin. 

"It’ll ’sprise yo’ ter know dat Massa Al- 
len n’ Rolan’ bofe marred ’cole blooded 
norren gals’, n’ ile Massachusetts man grab 
up Missy EUinor, kerryin’ her ter live 
’mong ilnn bleak bills, n’ a sassy lectio 
summer enticed Massa Hugh ter dc olo 
homo place whar he’s Hirin’ now. 

“A few Christmases ago, all tie Bijurs 
meet ’roun’ de table, not one ob cm’ 
missin’, n’ Rhody n’ me was dar too Sah, 
it wor a glorious day. n’ ole marster made 
a speech, sayin’ how glad he wer dat 
eberybody wor sick o' war n’ battles, n’ 
dat de old days were furobnr gone n’ ile 
sun of prosperity wer shinin’ on us all. 
’N’ Conncl McGill a neighbor who was 
oncct a pizen inemy oh Mas-a-Bijur, 
shook like a leaf n’ hollered out— 'Amen, 
its all peace and lub now.’ ” — Springfield 
Republican.

It was after- 
ward served ns the concluding course at 
tlie family dinner party, and found to be 
very palatable. 

—Rev. and Mrs. C. II. Wheeler of North 
Attleboro’ made a Christmas visit at tho 
home of Mrs. Wheeler's father. Mr. K. A. 
Howes, Moreland avenue. Mr. Wheeler re- 
turned on Saturday to his parish, to per- 
form a marriage ceremony and bo present 
at the children's festival. 

—Crystal Lake lias been in good skating 
order for the vacation, though the light 
snows have damaged it somewhat. Crowds 
have enjoyed the sport, ladies, gentlemen, 
college and theological students, girls and 
hoys, and little children making their tirst 
break-neck ventures in acquiring the poe- 
try of motion on the gay skates brought by 
Kris Kringlo. 

—Mr. S. G. Steves has taken a contract 
to complete Associate Ilall. The work will 
ho pushed, and it is hoped will he ready in 
February for service. A hardwood floor 
will be laid. There will he a rear entrance 
from Pelham street. An addition will be 
built for ante-rooms. When completed we 
shall have a commodious and pleasant ball, 
easy of access. 

—Rev. and Mrs. C. H. Carpenter, who 
one year ago wore living under the pater- 
nal roof of tlie colonial Rice house, on 
Centre street, have now made their home 
in a Japanese house in Numero, Yesso, 
Japan, as missionaries. The weather is 
cold, but they have two Boston stoves. The 
work is opening with so much of interest 
that they are to buy laud and build a chap- 
el, the money for which is already in tran- 
sit, There aro no otliev missionaries at 
this port. 

— Tho attention of tho school committee 
has been asked by Mr. ('. C. Barton to the 
need of a school building for Thompson- 
ville. The chapel, which was built twenty 
years ago, is quite too small for the school 
work. It is estimated that a new building 
would cost about four thousand dollars. 
The primary grades, only, are taught here; 
when prepared for the fourth or liftli grade 
the pupils enter tlie Mason school at the 
Centre, seven-eighths of a mile away. 
There is a prospect that there will he quite 
a large increase in the number of families 
in this section, .whenever houses are built 
that can he rented at a moderate price. A 
resident declares that a number of families 
wish to locate at Thompsonville, who are 
now living in Brookline and environs. 

— Mrs. Dr. Galusha Anderson of Salem 
was in town oil Tuesday, the guest of Mrs. 
Gardner Colby. At the meeting of the 
Woman’s Foreign Mission Circle at tlie 
Baptist chapel, she spoke of the organiza- 
tion of this society in 1871, and the fact 
that from it sprung the general society 
which now numbers thousands of mem- 
bers. supporting lady teachers and doctors 
and Bible renders in the East. Mrs. Ander- 
son was the first secretary. Dr. Anderson 
was then a professor at the Theological 
Institution. Ilis family occupied one of 
the twin professors' houses on tin* hill 
which were sold and moved olT and located 
on Parker street about ten years since. 
The sons will he remembered by their 
schoolmates here. They are now both 
scholarly men. 

— Thirty men. eight horses, two derricks, 
and » stationary engine, which is well 
housed, are at work on the foundations of 
the new Baptist cliapc i. The lowest stones 
are 17 feet below the surface; the distance 
between tho cellar floor and main flour will 
be teu feet six inches. About one-third of 
the cellar wall is done; the foundations are 
far below the frost line. The men employ- 
ed in the work aro Swedes. Scotch, Dutch, 
Italian, Irish and American. Mr. Arthur 
Muldoon, Station street, lias a department 
of the work in charge. Mr. A. I‘. Mead, of 
Mead, Mason & Co., contractors, has ex- 
temporized an oflico in one of the horse- 
sheds. The workmen aro hoarded in and 
about the village, and are able to have a 
Lot dinner every day. It is expected that 
the work will lie so managed that consider- 
able will ho accomplished tins winter. It 
has been found that it will he necessary to 
move the old chapel a distance of several 
feet at least. 

— The catalogue for the current year of 
the Newton Theological Institution shows 
tli is favored and favorite seminary of 
New r England Baptists in a condition of 
prosperity and doing an increasing work. 
There aro live professors and sixty-nine 
students: Senior class, seventeen: Middle, 
eleven; Junior, twenty-five; not in the 
Regular Course, sixteen. Tho students 
represent seventeen colleges. The separate 
enumeration of students out of course 
makes 1 lie classification more serviceable 
to a proper judgment of the value of tho 
figures. As during the past year, a liberal 
provision is made for elective studies; and 
a com so of lec tures, to he given by Presi- 
dent David J. Hill, LL. 1).. of Bucknell 
University, l*a. The Institution is strong 
in the confidence of ths churches, as well 
as in the grateful attachment of her alum- 
ni, so many of whom have served and still 
serve tlie churches with faithfulness and 
honor. 

—On Sunday afternoon a Christmas cou- 
cert was held at the Baptist chapel, at the 
usual hour of the Sunday School, under the 
care of Mr. A. \V r . Arinington, superintend- 
ent. Tlie room was crowded. Tho music 
was led by Mr. B. A. Crocker, Miss Addio 
Lecompto presiding at tlie piano.

remarks on our national birthdays. The 
service closed with songs by the children.

The Sewerage Question. 

The discussion of the sewerage question, 
which is now agitating the citizens of 
Framingham, is of almost as much interest 
to Newton people, as to tlie citizens of that 
town, as almost the same conditions pre- 
vail here. Fortunately tlio Horticultural 
society has taken tho matter up, and 
aro to discuss it at an open meeting at 
the City Hall on Jan. 22tli. Meanwhile it is 
important to know what other towns in this 
vicinity proposo doing, and wo therefore 
give a report of what was said at the meet- 
ing hold i:i Framingham this week: 

Samuel B. Bird of Framingham, repre- 
sentative elect from tlio district, was tho 
principal speaker, and lie presented a plan 
for tlio disposition of the sewage of Fram- 
ingham. lie spoke of his visit last year, as 
a member of the Legislature, to Aloon 
Island, Boston Harbor, to witness the 
sewerage system as operated there by the 
city of Boston. lie was told, lie said, that 
those works were constructed, not for tho 
city of Boston alone, but with an idea that 
the suburban localities could be accommo- 
dated, Framingham to be included with 
others in this plan. Two members of tho 
Boston drainage commission, Air. Bird 
said, had told him that they regarded it as 
feasible and proper to allow Framingham’s 
sewage to enter the main drain of Boston. 
Tho city of Newton lias no drainage. neither 
has Natick. The city of Boston is interest- 
ed in keeping its water supply pure, and it 
must ho kept so. The stato of Massachu- 
setts is interested in tlie sewage disposi- 
tion at the reformatory prison for women 
at Sherburn. Inasmuch as tho common- 
wealth, the cities of Boston nml Newton and 
Natick are interested, the speaker thought 
a drain could be constructed without im- 
posing any great burden on tho town of 
Framingham. 

In 1873 Mr. Bird stated that Framing- 
ham’s town debt was $57,525, and that 0 
and 7 percent, interest was being paid on 
it. If the sewerage system that ho pro- 
posed was carried out, and Framingham’s 
proportion of tlio expense is $200,000, we 
could place our bonds at 3 per cent, and 
pay interest on tho debt incurred as easily 
as wo did on the debt of 1873. The valua- 
tion of tho town was stated to he 50 per 
cent, higher now than at that period. Tlie 
system as proposed provides for the start- 
ing of a largo drain or sewer in South Fra- 
mingham, and running it through Natick 
and Newton, to connect with Boston’s main 
sewer. Such a plan, tho speaker thought, 
would prove permanent and effectual. Ho 
spoke of the probability of Marlboro, which 
would soon ho a city, and of Wostboro and 
Ashland, desiring to enter the sewer ho 
proposed some time. If tlio town sewer- 
ugo committee favor this plan, it would ho 
necessary to arouse an interest in the mat- 
ter in the localities below ns. Mr. Bird 
was asked if any surveys or plans had boon 
made whereby the expense of his plan 
might ho determined, and he replied that 
there had not, as far as he knew. 

Edgar Rotter stated that lie would bo 
happy if tin* assurance could he given that 
Framingham’s expense in the matter would 
not Ijo over $200,000 or $300,000, This ays- 
| tern he would much prefer to the other 


named, provided the expense was not too 
great. 

F. N. Oxley of Ashland, a member of 
last • winter’s legislative drainage commis- 
ifion, referred to the proposed metropoli- 
tan system ns surveyed, and the burden of 
his remarks consisted of a lengthy state- 
ment as to tlio manner in which the city of 
Boston had obtained control of the water 
sources and land lying contiguous thereto. 
This disposition still continued. Tho city, 
lie said, was at tho bottom of this present 
trouble. The problem of drainage and 
sc worn go in this vicinity was one that must 
ho solved soon, but he advised the smaller 
towns to go slow* and allow’ the larger and 
wealthier communities to move first in tho 
matter. 

The other speakers were Williard IIowo, 
Luke R. Landy and Hollis Hastings. 

The hearing was adjourned to next Sat- 
urday afternoon, at which Charles A. 
Rogers of Boston, who is interested in a 
scheme for tho purification of sewage by tv 
chemical process, lias been invited to ap- 
pear.

A. R. fair was held 15 years ago. when 
$8000 was raised, which has been judicious- 
ly expended in aiding worthy veterans and 
tho widows and orphans of soldiers. It is 
hoped to increase the fund of the Post to a 
sum which will yield $500 annually, and 
there should be a generous response. • 

— A young couple who came to Newton 
on a recent holiday to be married had a 
rather eventful time of it. They did not 
know* that ft license was required and they 
had to make two trips to Chestnut Hill be- 
fore they found Col. Kingsbury and secured 
the requisite legal document. By that time 
it was rather late in the evening, and when 
all was ready there were no witnesses in 
the house. Messengers were sent out to 
summon some, and while waiting thd deco- 
rations in the house caught fire, causing a 
great deal of excitement and confusion. At 
last the firo was extinguished, the wit- 
nesses found, and at 10 p. m. the couple 
wore comfortably married. 

— At the annual meeting of the Newton 
Savings Bank the officers of 188(1 were re- 
elected. and 2 per cent, semi-annual inter- 
est on deposits was declared. The state- 
ment of the bank gives some interesting 
figures illustrating its continued growth. 
The amount of deposits. Dec. 81, 1 Sn$, was 
$1,448,488.78; Dec. 81. 1885, $1,820,847.06; 
showing an increase during the year of 
$121,591.12. The gross earnings for the 
past year were $74,882 70. and the amount 
of the guarantee fund, Jan. 1, 1887, was 
$20,579. The number of depositors on Jan- 
uary first was 5,989, an increase of 4(51 dur- 
ing tho year. The amount of deposits re- 
ceived on the four days. Dec. 29, 80, 81, and 
Jan. 8d, was $29,728, which shows that the 
new year is starting off well. 

— The annual Christmas and Now Year’s 
Festival of the Chunuiug Sunday School oc- 
curred on Friday of last week. After games 
iu the afternoon, and a supper for the chil- 
dren. the well known Santa Claus piece 
“Twas tlie night before Christmas,” etc., 
was illustrated by tableaux. Santa Claus 
was seen on top of the chimney — then seen 
(and heard) as he lauded in the open fire- 
place — then he came out from under the 
mantel — the children duly “nestled" were 
there too — “tilled nil the stockings,” retir- 
ed again into tlie fire-place, and “laying his 
finger aside ot' his nose, and giving a nod. 
up the chimney” (by means of a hidden 
step-ladder, “lie rose." Mr. Dudley 11. 
Prescott, of Boston, imitated various musi- 
cal instruments to perfection, nud enter- 
tained all for a half hour with ventrilo- 
quism. His “Marching through Georgia” 
ouaeoruet (without the cornet ) was capital. 
The roll of honor of those pupils perfect 
iu attendance during 188(5 is as follows: 
Alice Angler, Harold Byticld, Dora Daniels, 
Susie llalin, Frank Pitman, Hattie Stevens. 

— Mr. Clapp’s second lecture on Shako- 
spouro’s plays drew a large audience to 
( banning Church vestry. Wednesday even- 
ing. and the subject was Henry V. It was 
treated in a very interesting ’manner, and 
the hearers could not fail to obtain a better 
understanding of the play and the charac- 
ters it represents. Mr. Clapp said it was 
one of (he last of the Historical plays, and 
w as filled w ith a joy ami calm confidence 
characteristic of the man. Henry Y and 
Hamlet were contrasted, one who always 
acted, w ho had an earnest ami deep relig- 
ious nature, and the other a dreamer, who 
found it difficult to carry out hiscouvictions. 
A noteworthy fact about the play was that 
there were so few female characters in it, 
ami those had very little prominence, aside 


from the tender love scene with Queen 
Catherine. Another fact was that Shake- 
spear failed to carry out his intention as 
announced in an earlier play, to give more 
of tlie life of FallstafT, but kills him off at 
an early day, probably because he was un- 
willing to mar the character of Henry by 
contact with one who sneered at duty. It 
was offensive to his moral sense to allow 
any of liis former associates to live and so 
they all met violent ends, not even the boy 
being allowed to live. The next lecture 
will be upon Othello next Wednesday even- 
ing. 

— Ex Postmaster Tolicy of Boston has 
gone into business with the American In- 
vestment Company. 

— An art exhibition is talked of to be 
given in the vestry of the Chann’ng 
church, the first or second week in Febru- 
ary. Much interest is taken in it by the 
people of the society 

—The Boston Herald says that the city 
of Newton lias a right to congratulate her- 
self on her low death rate of 18.79 per thou- 
sand of her population for the past year, 
thus showing herself to be the healthiest, 
city in the state. 

— The dramatic performances at the City 
Hall, the first of February, will be a very 
interesting event, as some of the best ama- 
teurs in the city will take part. Robert- 
son’s comedy “Home” will be given, and 
the receipts will be for the benefit of the 
Cottage Hospital, to which these entertain- 
ments will afford a pleasant means of con- 
tributing. 


A NEW ORATORIO. 


WHITTEN* AND PUBLISHED BY A CITIZEN* OF 
NEWTON*. 

Most of our readers are probably not 
aware of the fact that a great musical work 
has been composed during the past year, 
by one of the well known resident mu- 
sicians of this city. It is no less than a 
sacred Oratorio, entitled. “Emmanuel,”— 
(“God with us.”) A brief description of 
this composition may be of interest to the 
readers of the Graphic. The Oratorio 
was written, (or the greater part of it,) 
within tlie last six months, given to the 
press early iu November, and issued within 
a month from that time. It is divided into 
three parts, viz: 

Part I. “The Advent ” announces the 
birth of the “Messiah;” the song of the 
Angels, the rejoicing on earth; His growth 
in wisdom, strength, and spirit, and closes, 
leaving Him engaged in His blessed minis- 
try of love to all mankind. 

Part II. "The Betrayal and Crucifixion ,’* 
describes the scenes of His betrayal into 
tho hands of the unbelieving Jews, by the 
traitor disciple; tlie prayer of the Saviour 
that the cup might pass from Him; the 
crucifixion; the prayer of the Saviour for 
the forgiveness of His enemies; the death; 
the quaking of the earth ; rending of the 
rocks, and testimony of the Centurion. 

Part 111. “ The Resurrection and Ascen- 
sion ’’ is very dramatic, and tells of His 
resurrection from the grave, appearance to 
| Mary Magdalene and the other disciples; 
i the giving of the Divine commission to go 
! into all the world and preach the gospel to 
; every creature,— and the final ascension in- 
j to Heaven. 

Including the opening overture, there are 
03 numbers, comprising solos, recitatives, 
trios, quartettes, and choruses. It would 
be difficult to speak of the beauty and 
effectiveness of special numbers in the 
work, without going carefully through it 
from beginning to end. It must he heard 
in its entirety, to judge correctly of its 
merits. It has been examined by some 
| of the most eminent musicians in the 
country, who pronounce it “effective" and 
“interesting.” 

The choruses are now being studied by 
“The West Newton Choral Union." under 
the direction of the composer, and it is ex- 
pected the work will he ready for tin* first 
public performance in Newton, by the last 
of February or early iH March. The cele- 
brated "Beethoven Quintette Club” of Bos- 
ton, assisted by players from tlie "Boston 
Symphony Orchestra” will furnish tho or- 
chestral accompaniment, and the soloists 
will be some of the best artists in Boston, 
such as Mrs. E. Humphrey Allen. Soprano; 
Miss Gertrude Edmunds , Contralto; Mr. 
Geo. J. Parker, Tenor; Mr. Clarence E. 
Hay , Basso. 

Where it will be performed remains to he 
decided. Should the music loviug people 
of Newton he desirous of having this 
purely American Oratorio, written by one 
of its own citizens, given in the largest 
hall in the city, and express themselves iu 
sufficient number as to guarantee a fall, 
house, quite likely the concert could be ar- 
ranged for. Otherwise, it will be given iu 
City Hall, West Newton, or Congregational 
church in that Ward. The author of tin- 
work. Mr. J. Eliot Trowbridge, has during 
the past 20 year* written and published 
many musical works, such ns AuttiGins. 
Motettes, ( bants. Responses, Hymn tunes 
for church service, besides Organ Instruc- 
tion hooks. Cantatas, Sacred and Secular 
Sabbath school music, etc. etc., besides 
much that is still in manuscript unpub- 
lished. He considers the Oratorio of "Ewr 
manuel” his greatest work, and oue that 
has received the greatest thought and studv 
Surely our musical citizens should give this 
work a warm welcome uud leception, by a 
liberal attendance at the performance ami 
by purchasing copies of the work, iu order 
to more closely follow the different num- 
bers when being rendered, and t.. encour- 
age the author. 

Director* of other societies who have be- 
come aware of the new Oratorio, are 
anxious to hear it. iu order to prepare for 
perlormaiiees elsew here, and the interest 
winch wo feel sure will be awakened wheu 
once it has been heard here, will result iu 
frequent repetitions in other places. it i* 
not too late for singers who would like to 
study the work, to connect themselves w ith 
the Choral Society at West Newton.

"Then a soldier, 

Pnll of strange oaths and bearded like the pard; 
Jealous In honor, sudden and quick In quarrel. 
Seeking the bubble Reputation 
Even In the cannon’s month.” 

This may lmvo been a faithful picture of 
tlio soldier in Shakespeare's time, but it 
was not in our last war. bet us consider 
the character of the men in our ranks in 
this paper, and perhaps correct a few mis- 
taken ideas. Many of you, readers, remem- 
ber those heroic days, and can recall the 
sight, of the blue columns that went 
marching through Poston on their way to 
the front, with their bright standards of 
silk and gold, their young, clastic tread 
and hopeful faces, so little aware of what 
was before them, and you can also recall 
the return of these regiments, and the al- 
tered manner, the bronzed faces, the mar- 
tial bearing of the men, and the few tat- 
tered shreds that hung from the staves— 
all that was left of the beautiful banner 
they bore away so short a period before. 

Who were these men that were so will- 
ing to follow their country’s flag, to save 
that country for you, and, in tlio torrible 
energies of battle, peril life and limb, that 
you might now enjoy the blessing of peace? 
Boforo we go on with these “pictures,” it 
will bo well to portray tlio men, their char- 
acter, and tlio motives that guided them, 
or many of them, and how they came out 
of the grinding of the mill of war. 

The regiment with which I had the honor 
to serve was as good as any that went from 
Massachusetts; it was raised in the sum- 
mer of ’02, under tlio call for 300,000 men for 
three years, which term it just completed 
as the war ended. The men were mostly 
from tlio manufacturing and rural towns 
of Eastern Massachusetts, nearly all Amer- 
icans— many young farmers’ sons, or skil- 
ful artisans in factories, and a very largo 
proportion of them were married men, yet 
the average ago of the regiment when mus- 
tered hi was less than 24 years. There were 
men in the 30’s and 40’s of course, but 
many stand on tlio roster as 18, though 
they were not over 10; as the Government 
would not enlist men (?) of less than 18 
years, all had to claim that age to enter 
the service. When I look at young men of 
18 and think how many of our bravo boys, 
my comrades, were then what they are now, 

I realize how young we must have looked 
to our parents and elders, with our smooth 
aces, whole regiments not older in looks 
than the older members of our High 
School Battalion or the Boston School 
Regiment. 

Many of our men from the larger towns 
and cities were well educated in public 
schools, many were graduates of High 
Schools, and to my knowledge very few 
made their X on the pay-rolls. I was in- 
formed at one time that the regiment drew 
tlio largest state aid for fatbilies, of any 
Massachusetts regiment, and instance this 
as a proof of the good, substantial charac- 
ter of these men— family men. 

It was customary when pay-day came 
round, for many of the men to send homo 
their pay. An arrangement had been 
made with the City Bank of Worcester, 
that the money should bo sent them by ex- 
press, and they would pay it out to the 
men’s wives or friends. To this end, the 
men gave their money to the adjutant, who 
would give them a check on the hank to 
order, and the money was then sent to the 
bauk. On several occasions checks were 
given amounting in the aggregate to four or 
thousand dollars. 

Now the temptations that beset the sol- 
diers were at times very great, and one 
cannot easily appreciate the self-saeritiee 
and self-denial they would suffer, so as to 
get their few hard-earned dollars home to 
their families. Every regiment had its sut- 
ler, who followed it along, and generally 
had a stock of goodies to retail out at ex- 
horbitant prices— though, when it is con- 
sidered how difficult and dangerous it was 
for him to keep up with us on an active 
campaign, and the hazards he encountered, 
perhaps the prices were not so very high. 

It was hard for a man who was hungry, or 
tired of hard-tack fried in pork fat, to re- 
frain from an occasional indulgence in 
kome of the delicacies lie could so easily 
obtain, for the sutler would tiust him till 
the next pay-day. 

1 sadly remember a young soldier who 
came to me when we were paid off at 
Louisville, Ky., « n route to Vicksburg, 
ami brought me all his pay to send to his 
mother. He was an only son and she a 
widow. I said to him: “Why, Ellis, this is 
your entire pay— what will you do if you 
need anything? It may be a long time be- j 
fore we see a nay-master again.” But he ' 
insisted that his mother would need (lie 
money more than he, and I gave him a 
check for it. Poor fellow! he never saw 
tiie paymaster again; he fell on the skir- 
mish line at the battle of Jackson, and we 
buried him at the foot of a large .South- 
ern cypress in our front line of battle, and 
he sleeps, as many another good ami lov- 
ing son does, in an unknown grave. One 
of the saddest duties I over performed was 
to have to write his mother of his death. 

It may be thought that the soldiers 
found no time or inclination for mental im- 
provement in all the excitement of military 
life; but such was not the case, as anyone 
would admit if they could have seen the 
books that passed around among ns and 
were read ’‘all to pieces.” It was custom- 
ary, when possible, to buy a few books of 
a character that could be easily carried, 
and in the quiet and sometimes duluess of 
camp-life, or winter-quarters, there were 
many books circulating in the regiment. 
The first time I read Tennyson’s “In Me- 
juoriam,” was while we lav in cainp at , 
Falmouth, opposite Fredericksburg. The 
book belonged to the .'sergt. Major of the 
regiment, who was a graduate of Brown j 
University, a gallant soldier, who subse- 
quently rose to the rank of cantain and ; 
brevet -major, and was wounded at ( old 
Harbor. There were many books of as 
high a tone as tlio one above mentioned 
tint were eagerly read by officers and men. 
When we went down to Vieksburg we pur- 
chased at Memphis quite a little stock of 
It »<>ks to read during the summer cam- 
paign. During a siege or held service, 
when all drilling and parades were neces- 
sarily dispensed with, there is a great deal 
of lu lling time for the soldiers. Of course 
there were m n who would not lead, but 


preferred to spend their time playing with 
a dirty, greasy pack of cards, but those 
men were the exception ami not the rule in 
Massachusetts regiments. 

Another thing that tilled up much spare 
time was letter writing. Wo were a letter- 
writing regiment, and, let me say here, 
that there was no one thing that did the 
men move good, morally, than the writing 
and receiving of letters. The arrival of a 
mail was speedily known in camp, 
and the “orderly” was at once in demand 
to get his company’s mail. 

It came down through the various chan- 
nels, of corns, division ami brigado, until 
it reached the regiment, and was here as- 
sorted by the regimental post master and 
delivered to the Company Orderlies for 
distribution. Our mail was always heavy, 
and sometimes when we had been out for 
some days or weeks on a scout, where we 
could not reach it, it would accumulate to 
mountainous size. Once, I remember, 
how a very large back mail t ame to us just 
at dark, when wo had just started out on a 
scout, where we had no camp comforts, no 
candles, and were not permitted to have 
tires, as wo were facing the enemy, and 
light would have drawn their tire. So we 
had to keep our letters nil night unread, 
and it was amusing tlio next day to see the 
men marching along and reading their let- 
ters as best they could. Ami no man will 
ever forget the trials and vexations that 
beset him when writing letters, with a 
cracker box for a desk, if indeed, such a 
luxury was to be bad, and in the evening 
it may be, sitting on the ground by tlio 
light of a dim candlo in the shank of a 
bayonet, fighting off moths and gnats with 
ono band, and writing with the other. 
After ono had had a bitter experience of 
knocking over a portable inkstand, ho 
would ever after uso a pencil. Many of 
my letters home were written with a pencil, 
while on the march during the halts, using 
a horse and saddle for a desk, and adding 
to the letter from time to time, until some 
opportunity offered to post it. When I 
think how we used to forward letters from 
little towns in the wilds of the border 
states, or entrusted them to some stranger 
bound to a settlement, with little hopo 
of their over reaching home, it seems con- 
siderable to say that so far as I know, not 
ono of my letters written at the front, 
failed to roach its destination. It is great- 
ly to the credit of tlio government that it 
recognized the good effect of letter-writ- 
ing, and made every effort to faithfully de- 
liver all soldiers’ letters. After tlio arrival 
of a mail, the effect was at once apparent, 
discouragement and gloom gave way to 
hopo, and the men would often bo seen at 
tires steeping a dipper of tea that had 
come in a letter, or exhibiting some little 
comfort made by mother, wife, or sister, 
and forwarded by mail. But, alas! it was 
not always good tidings. Sometimes the 
black-edged envelope told tlio soldier in 
advance to prepare tor sorrowful news, ancl 
this was not of infrequent occurrence 
among so many men. 

Ono night, our bugler, who sounded 
“taps,” and who rarely gave out a false 
note, made such a wrotchod piece of work 
of it I went out to investigate. I found 
him sitting on the ground, his head bowed 
down on liis knees, a picture of grief. He 
had just received news of his mother's 
death, but faithful fellow that he was, had 
tried to complete his day’s duty, only to 
find his emotion could not be controlled. 

Now. as regards temperance among 
soldioiB. You cannot expect to get to- 
gether a large body of men from all walks 
in life, without finding some among them 
who will abuse tlio use of liquor if they 
can get it. But it is a matter of surprise 
to me, looking back at those times and con- 
sidering how much provocation there was 
to intemperance, that there was so little. 

By provocation,! mean that men who are 
weary, discouraged, blue, will give way to 
temptations they would not under other 
circumstances. Very bad liquor was some- 
times plenty and easy to get, hut drunken- 
ness was severely punished, and men would 
not often care to risk being crucified on 
the spare wheel of an artillery caisson, 
strapped up to a tree with a bayonet in 
their mouth, or stand for hours on a barrel 
or stump in heavy-marching ordor, with 
musket at a “carry.” for being drunk. At 
one time we campaigned in Bourbon coun- 
ty, Ky., where whiskey was abundant and 
much better than tiie water, and yet there 
was very little drunkenness among the men 
even there. Still some men would get it 
and abuse it, and it was the constant aim of 
the officers to prevent them. It was found 
iiceemiry to inspect the mens’ rifles when 
they came in fro in picket, for whiskey was 
so free there that if a man leaned hisritle up 
against a house or tree there was danger of 
its getting full, as the liquor trickled down 
the hark, or the side of the house. At one 
time when it was well known that it was 
plenty in camp, and all the efforts to detect 
how it came in failed, it was linillv found 
that a man who had been permitted to ped- 
dle milk in camp, had just enough milk 
under the stopper of his can to pass the 
guard, and nmfer that another stopper lie- 
low which nil was whiskey and "vexation 
of spirit.” 

In Mississippi when malarial diseases be- 
gan to be very prevalent, whiskey doctored 
with quinine was sc r veil out to the men, a 
gill to each man, not enough to intoxicate, 
lmt it was found that some did get too 
much, and it was discovered that some who 
didn’t like “lightnrugrominissai v.” would 
trade off their ration to others, who in this 
way would accumulate enough tor a rogular 
spree. The colonel stopped (his by com- 
pelling the men to drink the ration in pres- 
ence of the surgeon or forfeit it. But after 
all, as I have said, intemperance was the 
exception, and most men brought home 
as good habits as they carried out. 

Smoking was an almost universal habit, 
but even this had to bo tempered with 
moderation, for oftentimes we were where 
tobacco could not bo had for love or money. 
Then the men would resort to dried leaves 
or lmrk, lint it was a fact rliat the men 
were never so tractable and good-natured 
as when there was an ample supply of 
tobacco. Perhaps this may account for tlio 
custom of supplying the prisoners in statu 
institutions with tobacco. It was never so 
plenty with us before or after, as the day 
we crossed the Rappahannock at Freder- 
icksburg, and the tobacco warehouses 
along the river fell into our hands. Boxes 
of the finest “navy” ami “pig-tall” were i 
kicking around, and every man loaded him- 
self down with all lie could carry. Many a 
poor fellow' charged up those impregnable 
heights weighted down with tobacco in his 
pockets, or strapped on his back, ho was 
destined never to smoke, but in many cases 
it served as a pillow for his dying head out ! 
on the fatal slope in the cold December 1 
night. 1 maintain that the life of a soldier 
as it was lived in mu war, did him no more 
harm, morally, than the average of young 
men w ill get in growing up in any commu- 
nity. 

The necessity of obedience to military 
discipline; the constant a**" elation with 


moil, many of whom were of a very high 
type of mnnhood: the self-sacrifice which 
was often imperative, were more apt to 
elevate a man’s character than the reverse. 
NumborloRH instances are told of the high 
moral courage brought out by tlio war, and 
the tender devotion of man to man, when 
death and the absence of woman, compelled 
men to look to their comrades for all the 
last kind offices, and tnko the place of 
mother, wifo or sister. Many a man who 
would faco the enemy's fire unflinchingly, 
had not tho courage to utter an oath. It 
was a rare thing in my regiment to hear 
profanity. Brave men are not tlio men who 
can flippantly take tlio namo of God in 
vain. If there wore such men, they wore 
not tho ones Selected to serve on the Color 
Guard or to lead a ‘‘forlorn hope.” 

^ And just a few words hero ns to bravery. 
The American soldier is bravo by nature. 
There are too many proofs of it in all our 
wars to leave it in doubt. Even if n man 
dreaded tho ordeal of battle, ho would 
rather face it than endure tlio contempt of 
his comrades. Still, there were skulks. I 
remember teeing after the Battlo of Fred- 
ericksburg, tlireo men perched up nstrido 
of a polo about 20 feet from tho ground, 
and on their backs in lingo letters were 
these words: “I skulked,” “So did I,” 
“And I too.” A good story was current 
about that time, of one of Ilawkin’s Zou- 
aves, fttli Now’ York Infantry, who was seen 
rapidly making for the rear, and was 
hailed by an officer: “Here, where are you 
going? Are you hurt?” “No,” said tho 
Zoo. “I’m not hurt, but I’m terribly de- 
moralized .” 

We knew our peril— in battlo we would 
gladly have been somewhere else; but still 
there was always the hopo that wo would 
got off safolv, and ns we knew that only 
ono died of five or six hit, there wore after 
all a good many chances in our favor. Wo 
had not followed tho advice of Polonias to 
his son, “Beware of entranco to a quarrel.” 
But as we were in wo were determined to 
follow out tho other part — “but, boing in, 
bear’t, that tho opposer may beware of 
thee.” 

I will close this sketch of our soldier in 
his moral traits, by saying that many of 
our men were in a high degree religious, 
communing church members before enlist- 
ment, and consistent Christians in the ser- 
vice. Wo had our chaplain, our regular 
Sunday service, when in permanent, camp, 
and tlio men of tho regiment who were of 
religious tastes (and there were not a few), 
soon banded together, held regular ser- 
vices and meetings for prayer and devotion. 
These men were reliable men in every 
sense of the word, brave in battle, true, 
faithful comrades, and they wore tho ones 
to whom wo looked when wo laid away 
some brave fellow in a hastily made gravo, 
to say a word of comfort or eulogy, and 
lift up a prayer to the God of battles. 

Comrades, have I not faithfully pictured 
your fellow-soldiers ?

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THE NEW CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THK MEMBERS ELECT TAKE THE OATH OF 
OFFICE. 


The inaugural exercises oi tho now city 
government wero held at City Hall at 8 p. 
in. on Monday, in tho presonce of an audi- 
onco of citizens which nearly filled tho hall. 
Many ladies wer^ present. 

Tho Aldermen and Oouncilmon elect met 
in tho council chamber ami marched into 
tho hall, followed by a number of promi- 
nent citizens who had been invited to occu- 
py scats upon the platform, and by tho 
Mayor. 

Tho exercises began with tho reading of 
the names of tho officers elect by City 
Clerk Kingsbury, after which Itov. Pleasant 
Hunter of the Central Congregational 
church, Newtonvillc, invoked tho divine 
blessing upon tho newly elected members, 
and asked that they might bo given tho 
wisdom and strength needed for tho dis- 
charge of their duties. 

Tho oath of office was administered to 
Mayor Kimball by City Solicitor Slocum, 
and tho audience listened attentively as the 
Mayor swore allegiance to the Common- 
wealth, the constitution of tho state, and 
of tho United States, and promised to dis- 
charge all the duties of the Mayor, to the 
best interests of the city and of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Tho aldermen elect then made similar 
promises, taking, the oath in concert, after 
which the couneilmen elect were sworn in. 
Tho was no alderman present from the 
2nd Ward, Alderman Mitchell having re- 
turned his certificate. 

This finished the preliminary exercises, 
and as Mayor Kimball arose to read his in- 
augural address, the audience settled down 
with the expectation that they wore to 
have the benefit of a good deal of infor- 
mation about city affairs. They were not 
disappointed, for it was tho host message 
Mayor Kimball has given, and it is crammed 
full of information. The reading occupied 
noarly an hour, and the message is given in 
full in the Supplement. 

Among tho prominent citizens upon tho 
platform, were the venerable Seth Davis, 
Esq., Rev. Pleasant Hunter, George Allen, 
Isaac llagar, Otis Pettee, Dr. Frisbie. W. 
F. Lawrence, J. F. Fuller, H. B. Parker. 
A. F. Upton, E. W. Cate, and Marshal 
Hammond. 

After the address the aldermen aqdeoun- 
eilmen retired to their respective chambers, 
where the business of organization was be- 
gun. 

In tho board of aldermen the first busi- 
ness was tho election of a President, and 
Alderman Pettee was re-elected, receiving 
all but his own vote, which he cast for Al- 
derman Nickerson. Mr. Pettee made a short 
spccch.of thanks for the honor, which ho 
said would have no very arduous duties con- 
nected with it, as long as Mayor Kimball was 
in good health, as ho was always present. 

Tho seats were then distributed in the 
same order as last year. 

The board was now ready for business, 
and Alderman Ward was appointed a com- 
mittee to announce the fact to the common 
council. A similiar communication having 
been received from the latter body. Aider- 
man Harwood was appointed a committee 
to request the council to meet in joint con- 
vention, for the purpose of electing a City 
Clerk, Treasurer, and Auditor. The re- 
quest was acceded to, and the joint conven- 
tion held. 

There was no opposition to tho present 
incumbents, and City Clerk Kingsbury, 
Treasurer Kcnrick, and Auditor Otis were 
re-elected and sworn in, each receiving 10 
votes, all that were cast. 

The convention was then dissolved, and 
there was some discussion over the hour 
for the meetings of tho board of aldermen. 
Aldermen Pettee and Nickerson preferred 
to moet in the afternoon, hut as such an 
hour would not be convenient for Alder- 
man Johnson, Hollis and Ward, the hour 
was fixed at 7 o’clock, and the days, tho 
first and third Mondays in each month. 

Alderman Harwood presented an order 
that the Mayor be requested to furnish a 
copy of his address for publication, and 
that 500 copies he printed by the committee 
on printing, for the use of the city council; 
passed. 

Alderman Hollis presented an order, es- 
tablishing tho hours at which the City 
Hall offices shall he open— from 8.15 a. m. 
to 12.80 p. m., and from 2 to 5 p.m., except 
on Saturdays during July, August and .Sep- 
tember, when tho hours will bo from 8.15 
a.m. to 1 p. m. 

Alderman Johnson presented an order 
that the joint rules and orders of 1880 ho 
adopted af the rules of the council for 1887. 

Alderman Harwood presented an order 
that the rules and regulations of the board 
of Mayor and Aldermen for 1880 be adopted 
for 1887. 

Alderman Petteo presented an order 
that the Mayor give orders to have the 
national Hag displayed on public buildings 
and tho bells rung a half hour at sunset and 
sunrise and at noon on Fob. 22, 1887. 

. Alderman Pottee presented an order 
that a committee of three, with such mem- 
bers as the council should designate, bo 
appointed to nominate one overseer of the 
poor from each ward for the year 1887. 
The appointees are Aldermen Pettee, 
Ward and Hollis, Couneilmen Chadwick, 
Fiske, Gore, and Tyler. 

Alderman Ward presented an order ap- 
propriating $1,075 for payment of the in- 
terest on $34,000 of city bonds, and $41,200 
school note. 

On motion of Alderman Pottee, tho free 
use of the Chy Hall was granted to tho 
Horticultural Society for the evening of 
January 25th, and foi Feb. 1st, 2d and 3rd, 
for a dramatic entertainment for tho bene- 
fit of the < 'it y Hospital. 

Tho City Treasurer was ordered to honor 
tho draft of the Superintendent of Water 
Works for day laborers, for $3,000 in 
monthly installments. 

On motion of Couneilmun Hollis, the 
Mayor appointed the aldermen and coun- 
eilmen from Wards 1 and 7 as a committee 
on tho Read Fund for 1887. 

On motion of Alderman Ward, $5,150 
was appropriated to pay a school house note 
due Jan. 25, 1887. 

On motion of Alderman Harwood, a joint 
special committee of 2 aldermen and 3 
couneilmen was appointed to consider ami 
report what action, if any, should he taken 
in regard to the recoir.ineudutions in the 
Mayor’s message. The members are Al- 
dermen Harwood ami Hollis, and Council- j 
men Dix, Burr and Pond. 

Aldermen Johnson and Nickerson, and 
(.'oiuiciliueu Kennedy, Burr ami Moody j 


wore appointed a committee on joint rules 
and orders. 

On motion of Alderman Nickerson, all 
papers relating to unfinished business was 
referred to appropriate committees, when 
appointed. 

On motion of Alderman Ward, a joint 
special cominittoo on sewerngo was ap- 
pointed, consisting of Aldermen Ward and 
Harwood, Couneilmen Chadwick, Dix and 
Pond. 

On motion of Alderman Ward, it was 
voted to authorize the City Treasurer to 
borrow such sums as might be needed for 
the expenses of the city, with tho approval 
of the finance committee, to ho repaid 
from the next annual assessment of taxes, 
not to exceed $425,000, 

On motion of Alderman Ward, a com- 
mittee was appointed for the nomination 
of one assessor for three years and one as- 
sistant assessor from each ward. Tho 
committee consists of Aldermen Nickerson, 
Harwood, Johnson, and Couneilmen Pow- 
ell, Kcdpath, Billings and Rend. 

On motion of Alderman Nickerson, tho 
city treasurer was ordered to honor the 
drafts of the superintendent of streets, for 
tho payment of day laborers, to the 
amount of *0,000 in monthly instalments. 

On motion of Alderman Nickerson, $400 
was appropriated for the benefit of the 
reading room of the Alhcueum at West 
Newton; Mr Nickerson said a similar sum 
had been appropriated lor several years, 
and the other expenses of the Athcncum, 
some $500. was contributed by the citizens 
of West Newton. The reading room was 
well patronized and was doing a good 
work. The order afterwards came from 
the council amended, making the amount 
$500. on recommendation of Councilman 
Fiske, who made a warm speech in its fa- 
vor. Oil inoiiou of Alderman Ward, the 
order was laid on the table to be referred 
to the appropriate committee. 

On motion of Alderman Ward, a special 
committee of three, consisting of the 
Mayor ami two members, was ordered to 
be appointed, to examine the notes and 
securities of the Kcnrick fund, and deter- 
mine what disposition should be made of 
the income of tho said fund. 

Chief of Police Byxbee, recommending the 
appointment of It. J. Riley as permanent 
driver of Hose 2; of E. A. Mansfield as 
hoseman of hose 7, and granting an honora- 
ble discharge to C. E. Rand of Hose 7; tho 
recoin inodations were adopted. 

A notice was received from ex-Alderman 
Grant of Wan! 2. stating that he claimed to 
have secured the highest number of votes 
for alderman irom that ward, that he there- 
fore was elected, and giving notice of his 
intention to make a contest for the seat. 

Alderman Pettee asked for tho law upon 
the subject, and asked if there were any 
definite number of days in which the hoard 
should ttikc action, as lie did not wish to 
get into any more technical difficulties. 

Alderman Nickerson moved that notico 
be served upon Mr. Grant, requesting him 
to appear before the board, and that the 
board should proceed to recount the bal- 
lots at 7 p.m. that evening. 

Mayor Kimball said that a notico should 
also bo sout to Mr. Mitchell. 

Alderman llollis amended liy moving 
that both gentlemen be notified, and tho 
bearing was set for 7 o’clock. 

Ail amendment of the ordinance relating 
to the police department, providing for tho 
office of captain, was read, and a copy or- 
dered to he sent to every member of tho 
city government. 

The amend meut of the ordinance relat- 
ing to street railways, which was passed 
at a meeting last year, hut found defective, 
was read, and a copy ordered to be sent to 
each member. 

iho ooaul then look a recess until 7 
o’clock. 

In the common council, Lewis E. Coffin 
was elected President, and Albert 8. Glov- 
er clerk, by unanimous votes, and busi- 
ness from the board of aldermen was re- 
ceived and disposed of in couuurauce. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

The Hoard of Aldermen met shortly after 
7 o’clock, to make another recount of tho 
votes east for alderman from Ward Two. 
The City Solicitor was sent for in order to 
answer any of the legal questions that 
might arise, so that all might be done in 
accordance with law. 

Mr. E. II. Pierce appeared and made a 
vigorous protest against the rather remark- 
able haste of the hoard to (l.spose of tho 
matter. lie said that tho adjournment of 
tho board of last year, at the Hist recount, 
was not made at the suggestion of either 
Mr. Mitchell or his counsel; they had noth- 
ing t.* do with it. Neither did they have 
anything to oo wiin raising tho objection 
to a further recount of the ballots, on the 
ground that the eight days’ limit had ex- 
pired. That was (tone by Alderman Grant. 
Tho objections were sustained by the City 
Solicitor, and Mr. Mitchell was accordingly 
declared elected. But enough came to Mr. 
Mitchell’s knowledge during the recount to 
make him doubt that he had a majority, 
and he refused to accent tho certificate of 
election, and you have found a vacancy. 
Mr. Grant gave notice of a contest one day 
before tho old board ceased to exist, and 
you have decided on the very first day 
of your existence as a board, to go 
ahead and settle the contest, with a 
haste unexampled in legislative bodies. 
Mr. Mitchell may doubt of his own elec- 
tion, but it does not follow that he con 
cedes that Mr. Grant is entitled to the seat, 
and a half-hour’s notico is hardly sufficient 
forhiin to appear and oppose Mr. Grant’s 
claim. Mr. Mitchell is entitled to due no- 
tice, and on that ground alone he would 
have a standing in court. The board is 
given by tlio ch:u ter a right to decide as it 
sees fit, and tlicie is nothing to oppose it 
except the law of public opinion, which 
you will have to meet if you decide unfair- 
ly. You have a right by the charter of the 
eity to consider any evidence bearing upon 
the subject, its to who ts duly elected, ami 
you are not bound solely by the way two 
columns of figures may foot up. It there 
are any other matters which Mr. Mitchell 
desires to present, you have a right to hear 
them, and make up your opinions. The 
National (’ongress has several times exam- 
ined into t In* history of an election, and 
w hat took place during a id previous to the 
election. Wo protest against a hearing of 
the ease at sucli short notice. Mr. Mitchell 
has not made up his mind as to what he 
will do, and he could not do so in the short 
notice given him, and as a matter of jus- 
tice lie should be given further time. It is 
a thing unheard of to decide a contested 
election case on the first night of a session. 
Tho objection that the committees cannot 
he made up until the matter is settled is 
not a valid olio, as the Mayor informs us 
that they eau he made up and the places 
for the alderman from Ward 2 left vacant. 

If you decide this matter to-night it will^ 
be tin* first time in this Commonwealth that 
stteli a course lias been taken. 

Alderman IVttee asked how much time 
would be wanted. 


Mr. Pierco replied that if an adjournment 
wero taken until Wednesday or Thursday 
it would probably bo satisfactory to Mr. 
Mitchell. 

A communication was road from Mr 
Grant, stating that having filed his notice 
of a contest in conformity to law, he there- 
fore petitioned the hoard to declare him 
elected. The communication was received 
and filed. 

Alderman Nickerson said that the action 
tnken by tho board was duo to tlio fnct that 
Mr. Mitchell had resigned, or stated that 
ho was not confident that ho received a 
majority of votes, and therefore the board 
saw no objection to immediate action. 

Alderman Petteo said that if any parties 
felt aggrieved at the haste, he w as ready to 
delay, provided that a delay was legal. 

City Solicitor Slocum said that the hoard 
had the whole year to take action on the 
matter, and that n reasonable notice ought 
to be given to both parties, and in writing. 

Alderman Ward asked if there wi ie any 
new questions or lacts not already known, 
to come up. 

Mr. Pierce said that would deptnd on the 
result of Ins consultation with Mr. Mitch- 
ell. He did nut I eel aumoiized to state 
absolutely. There were uujectiuns to bo 
raised, and if it was mere. y a recounting 
of the votes he would nut oe before tlio 
board. 

Alderman Petteo said Mr. Mitchell hail 
withdrawn, and asked if he could appear 
before the new Boaidof Aldermen as con- 
testant. 

City Solicitor Slocum said Mr. Mitchell 
had a right to appear amt be heard ; if re- 
fused the right, a serious legal objection 
would exist against any action tho board 
might take. 

Alderman Johnson moved that Thursday, 
at 7 p. m., be appointed tor the hearing 
upon the question, and the motion passed. 

A petition was received from residents of 
Newton Highlands, asking to have a new 
street laid out from land of the Boston and 
Albany corporation, near the new depot, to 
Lake avenue. Referred to the committee 
on highways. 

Alonzo Lilly and others asked for side- 
walks on Centre street. Referred. 

Tho board then adjourned. 

LAST YE All ’ 8 LAST MEETING. 

The final meeting of the City Council of 
1880 was held last Friday evening. In the 
board of aldermen, a communication was 
received from A. R. Mitchell, refusing to 
accept the certificate of election as alder- 
man, as he was not satisfied that he had re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast. The 
committee on finance reported that the 
treasurer’s accounts had been examined 
and found correct. The cash in the treas- 
ury Dec. 31, 1885, was $55,218; receipts lim- 
ing the year, $1,033,403; total, $1,088,081; 
expenditures, $1,04-1,043, leaving a remain- 
der in the treasury Dec. 31, l$86.of $44,638. 
The uncollected taxes of ISotl are $77,855; 
1885, $2311; 1884, $1603; 1883. $2004; total, 
$83,830. 11. F. Ross was granted permis- 

sion to erect a brick building on the Hailey 
lot in Ward 2 for a carpenter’s shop, but 
the question of granting permission to lo- 
cate a 40-horse power engine therein was 
referred to tho next city government. 
Crescent, Faxon and Bennington streets 
and Hyde avenue were ordered to l.e laid 
out and accepted. River street. Ward 3, be- 
tween Waltham and Clyerry streets, was or- 
dered to be widened under Hie betterment 
act. The committee on typatjee reported 
that the unexpended toil nice of appropria- 
tion for 1886 was $3027.30. The question 
of granting a location to the Newton street 
Railway Company was not acted upon, and 
it went over to the next city council as un- 
finished business. 

In the common council, concurrent busi- 
ness was transacted.

No ono can read Mayor Kimball's Mes- 
sage without realizing the great benefit to 
the city of having in the mayor's chair a 
gentleman of such long experience in city 
affairs. It is a careful, thoughtful and 
conservative document, and will bo held to 
justify the support given him by the great 
majority of citizens in the recent municipal 
campaign. 

He reviews at length the city's financial 
status, and presents the facts and figures 
so plainly that every reader can get a just 
and comprehensive idea of the expenses of 
the various departments, tho city’s debt, 
and why it has been increased. Tho in- 
crease was duo to public improvements 
made, the erection of buildings for educa- 
tional purposes, and tho extension of water 
mains, so that it represents actual property 
possessed and used by the city. No expense 
can bo incurred except by a yea and nay vote 
by two-thirds of the City Council, so that the 
responsibility for the incroaso is divided 
among many members who so far seem per- 
fectly willing to assume the responsibility. 
Nevertheless, as Mayor Kimball says, those 
who are constantly demanding public im- 
provements, have an important share in this 
responsibility. 

Mayor Kimball takes strong ground in 
favor of prudence and wise forethought in 
outlays, and at the same timo exercising 
such a reasonable liberality as will draw 
accessions to our population, and maintain 
the reputation of the city as a desirable 
place of residence. To do this, and .at the 
same timo keep down the tax rate to a 
moderate amount, is the problem that con- 
fronts our city government, and during 
the past three years the problem seems to 
have been successfully grappled with. 

The recommendations made are worthy 
of careful consideration, and some of them 
should be adopted. Among theso is the 
recommendation that the city government 
should consist of one board instead of two 
as at present, by which considerable ex- 
pense would be saved, and a great deal of 
time and useless red tape. There ought 
also to bo more voting precincts, especial- 
ly in Wards 4 and 5;and there is no question 
but that some system of sewerage should 
be adopted, before the lack of drainage be- 
comes injurious to the healthfuluess of 
the city. The metropolitan system is en- 
dorsed as tho most feasible and suitable 
one for this city, and the question deserves 
speedy and careful consideration. 

Tho remarks about tho annexation of 
that part of Newton this side of Charles 
River deserves attention, as the territory is 
certainly more intimately connected with 
Newton than with Watertown. The good 
work done by the Cottage Hospital receives 
merited praise; the Free Library and the 
West Newton Athenamm receive apprecia- 
tive mention; the benefits conferred by our 
excellent school system are acknowledged 
and some needed improvements suggested, 
and the efficiency of the fire department is 
warmly praised. 

The statement is made that the city farm 
is too valuable to be retained by tho city, 
when a smaller and cheaper farm would 
answer the purpose equally well; some im- 
portant improvements are called for in the 
highway and street lighting departments, 
atul the increased work laid upon the much 
abused board of assessors is noted, with 
commendation for the way in which they 
have performed their arduous duties. The 
water department is commented on and 
some needed changes recommended, and 
attention is called to the excellent stand- 
ing of the Claflin Guards. 

Mayor Kimball certainly shows by his 
message the magnitude and diversity of 
the interests confided to the city govern- 
ment, and the need of diligence and intelle- 
gent cave on the part of city officials. The 
message is also a proof that tho interests 
of the city have so increased that it is al- 
most a necessity that there should he in 
the mayor’s chair a man who has the time 
and fJie ability to devote himself almost 
entirely to the service of the city. It is a 
Comprehensive and somewhat lengthy docu- 
ment, but it deserves tho careful study of 
every citizen, and we therefore give it in 
full in a Supplement which accompanies 
this issue. It has been generally spoken 
of as the ablest and most exhaustive annu- 
al paper delivered by Mayor Kimball, and 
it is a matter for congratulation that we 
jiave in tho mayor’s chair a man who so 
thoroughly understands the needs of the 
.city. 

TUB ANDOVEIt TU1AL. 

The trial of tho Andover professors for 
heresy, just concluded, has already set- 
tled some things, whatever the decision of 
the case may be. It has revealed iu the 
clearest light the admirable Christian 
character, tho broad and spiritual think- 
ing, the deep and earnest piety of tho live 
men who have been on trial. It has also 
brought out tho fullness and scope of tho 
ancient creed on which the seminary 
rests, and shown that the men who wrote it, 
not agreeing among themselves iu what 
they considered unessential points, but 
clear and united upon certain great minci- 
plch and lines of doctrine, made the creed 
strong in its statements of these, and in- 


tentionally free, and with liberty for the 
now light which should break out of God’s 
Word. 

As to the proceedings at the hearing, the 
argument of Professor Smyth will hear 
comparison with any production of mod- 
ern times, for tho elevation and accuracy 
of its Christian thought, and the poisoof 
its ripe scholarship; while the addresses of 
Professors Tucker and Harris gave to the 
method in theology, which substitutes 
logic in the place of scripture and spirit— a 
blow from which it. will not recover. 

As for the lawyers, notable indeed were 
the utterances of Judge Hoar, counsel for 
tho prosecution, in his manly argument., in 
which lie spoke of the “ unworthy attacks 
of the prosecutors about a professor a t- 
tempting to smother or conceal his opin- 
ions,’* ami said, “l do not think there is a 
man in Massachusetts who ever heard him 
(Professor Smyth) who would believo or 
would suggest such a thing.” “I will say 
for myself, once for all, that 1 listened with 
great admiration to the defence of Pro- 
fessor Smyth, and that I look upon him as 
an upright, able, conscientious, Christian 
man, eminently so, and nothing involved 
in this case would lead mo to question it.” 


State Tiikasiheii Beard announces 
that he is tired of the misrepresentations, 
misstatements and insinuations of tho Ad- 
vertiser and Record toward himself— and 
no wonder. Those papers could not have 
treated Mr. Beard worse if he had been the 
most rabid kind of a Democrat, instead of 
a Republican loader, whoso services and ad- 
vice helped to givo tho Republican party of 
Massachusetts an honorable fame in the 
nation, llis only fault is that ho doos not 
see any reason why Congressman Long 
should be chosen Senator; but this is an 
unpardonable offence in the eyes of the 
Advertiser and Record, whose editor seems 
determined to either elect Mr. Long or dis- 
rupt the party; why a state official lias not 
as much right to give advice on political 
questions as tho editor of tho Advertiser, 
for instance, is something that is evident 
only to Mr. Lodge himself. Mr. Beard’s 
criticism of the latter's lack of manliness 
is richly deserved. 

The Boston* Herald has started a 
profit-sharing scheme for tho benefit of 
their employes, which means more than 
many such schemes, as tho Herald has 
profits to divide. It is a generous way of 
treating workmen, and tho Herald has set 
a worthy example to other largo concerns. 
Probably the scheme will bo found to pay 
in the end, as all the Herald men will now 
feel a personal interest in the business. 
The publishers also recommend that a 
Herald benefit society he established, for 
the benefit of those who are ill or disabled, 
and promise to contribute a sum equal to 
the gross amount put in by tho employes. 
Such liberality on the jjprt of a large con- 
cern like the Herald is worth noting. 


Judging from the pictures of tho Boston 
aldermen, which appeared in the Herald, 
the Boston of to-day is certainly not tho 
Boston of Winthrop and the Pilgrims. 
The pictures might do for representatives 
of the latter-day pilgrims, who seek refuge 
in Boston from the cold weather, but how 
men with such faces could bo elected aider- 
men in the modern Athens is incompre- 
hensible, that is. if the pictures do them 
justice. It would ho safe to wager that 
none of the men represented bought a hun- 
dred papers each, unless it was to burn 
them. The unfortunate victims certainly 
had the sympathy of the readers of the 
Herald. 


Watertown has a new aspirant for its 
post office, Albert B. Hall, who has already 
a petition bearing 738 names, or more than 
half tho voters in the town. The other 
applicant is James F. Lynch, who is said 
to have tho Democratic leaders behind 
him, although ho has much fewer names 
than his rival. One curious coincidence is 
that both applicants are in the grocery 
business, and probably tho post office w ill 
become an adjunct, to a grocery store. 
There is no fault to ho found with Mr. 
Gleason, tho present postmaster, except 
that he belongs to the wrong party. 

Tiie great improvement which has taken 
place in the Boston Post under its new 
management has been followed by a corre- 
sponding increase of readers, and tho new 
special departments lately added, make it 
one of the best daily papers for the busi- 
ness men and family reading. The pro** 
pectus which is published to-day, shows 
what the paper will he in 18S7. 

Mr. Walter Ai.i.en had a vigorous let- 
ter in the Boston Journal this week, iu 
which he characterizes the way the Long 
canvas is conducted as on “the low level of 
a mere effort to gratify some impatient 
Ambitions.” The criticism is just and the 
letter lets much needed light on recent 
political methods in this state. 

Congressman Ely thinks tobacco is a 
comfort and not a luxury, and so favors 
reducing the tax upon the weed. 


The Veteran City Fathers. 

j The members of tho first City Govern- 
i incut of Newton had their annual dinner at 
I tho Woodland Park Hotel, last Saturday 
evening. Ex-Mayor J. F. C. Hyde presid- 
1 ed, and tho invited guests were Superin- 
tendent of Schools Emerson, Superintend- 
ent Seaver of Boston, Mr. John W. Dick- 
I enson. all of whom made addresses, and 
Rev. I. N. Tarbox, who read a poem. Tho 
guests have to make the speeches and pro- 
vide the literary entertainment, while the 
veterans supply the dinner, and so can en- 
joy the occasion without being called upon 
to make alter dinner speeches. Two of 
the members are dead and two wore ab- 
sent from the city, hut all of the other 
members were present, and also Mr. Juli- 
us Clarke, who was t lion auditor of the 
city. 


TIIE CITY FATHERS DINE. 

THE OLD AND NEW MEMBERS MEET TO- 
GETHER AT I.KK'S. 


The members of tho city government of 
1880 and 1887 had dinner at the Woodland 
Park Hotel, Wednesday evening, in com- 
pany with the heads of tho various city de- 
partments and Judge Park. All of tho al- 
dermen of last year's hoard wore present 
except Alderman Dearborn, and all of the 
present except Alderman Hollis. Of tho 
councilmcn, only Messrs. Burr, Billings and 
Pond were absent. Tho dinner was served 
in excellent stylo in the largo dining 
room of the hotel, which is handsomely 
finished in cherry, the heavy ceiling of the 
wood, and the wainscotting, being very ef- 
fective by gas light. Ex-Alderman Powers 
presided, with Mayor Kimball on his loft 
and Judge Park on his right. Mayor Kim- 
ball was not able to bo present until about 0 
o’clock, having to attend a mooting of the 
school board earlier in the evening. 

After the moro substantial part of tho 
dinner had been discussed, tho Arclamcna 
Ladies’ Quartet wore introduced by Alder- 
man Johnson, who said that they would re- 
spond for him, as ho did not protend to bo 
much of a speech maker. They gavo sev- 
eral fine selections and wero heartily ap- 
plauded, the guests evidently appreciating 
this unexpected feature of tho dinner. 

After the colYee had been served, cigars 
were passed, and the diners prepared to en- 
joy the “feast of reason and flow of soul,” 
which could not fail to mark tho speeches 
with such a witty toast master as Aider- 
man Powers. 

He began hv alluding to tho great variety 
of talent represented. There were men of 
destin and men of disastor, men on the 
highest crest of tho wavo of political pros- 
perity, and men at tho very bottom of the 
sea. The combined wisdom and fame of 
two city governments had assembled, and 
lie proceeded to bestow Mikado names 
upon the high dignitaries present. In a 
more serious tone he spoke of tho friend- 
ships formed, and the hard work for tho 
city done by tho retiring members, and 
said he doubted not. hut that all had in 
view the highest and best interests of the 
city. The gentleman ho intended to call 
out first would show the relation of “Poet- 
ry to Politics.” Poets had been highly 
honored in recent years, with high politi- 
cal positions. Mr. James Russell Lowell 
had been sent as minister to England. 
Tennyson, tho poot laureate of England, 
had been given a seat in the house of lords, 
and it was therefore fitting that the poet 
laureate of Newton should be sent to the 
board of aldermen. 

Mr. George Pettee, who was called upon 
to respond, was received with hearty 
cheers, and made a good humored re- 
sponse to such a glowing introduction, and 
said tho dinner reminded him of the old 
times under the town government, when 
all was harmony and love and it was tho 
duty rtf all to servo. Tho dinner could not 
be called a “junket,” as each ono paid his 
own score, but it was such an enjoyable af- 
fair that he hoped it would become an an- 
nual custom. Mr. Pettee closed with some 
good-natured jokes at tho expense of the 
toastmaster, and was several times inter- 
rupted by cheers. 

Mr. Powers next introduced Judgo Park, 
by saying that in tho recent trials of the 
hoodie aldermen in New York, there was 
more or less frietion between the aldermen 
and the judiciary, but in Newton such had 
never been the case, and the head of the 
judiciary was always an honored guest 
among the aldermen. 

Judge Park in reply said that it was 
characteristic of people of his age to look 
backward, and he illustrated the points ho 
made, by telling of the high character of 
the first mayors of Boston, men such as 
John Phillips and Harrison Gray Otis, and 
spoke of the gradual descent in the charac- 
ter of Boston officials, as opportunities for 
jobbery arose, and men who wished to 
profit by them got elected to orftlce. In 
Newton, tiie high character of the first 
mayors haw ever been kept in niiiwl iu tho 
choice of their successors, and tho city 
government of Newton had always been a 
model one. lie was proud of the city, of 
its unequalled educational advantages, and 
tlirouuli his son* educated tit the Newton 
Schools, he had come to regard Newton 
much as he orocift regarded Bostoai The 
greatest need of tho city at tho present 
day was drainage, and that would entail a 
vast expense,, bat it must he met if tho 
city is to continue to grow. The Boston & 
Albany railroad had done a grand tiring for 
the city in opening the Circuit road, and 
making availaldt for houses so many beau- 
tiful and healthful sites for homes, and if 
tiie drainage question was met there was 
lio limit almost i!o the growth of tJve city. 
Ho congratulated the city on possessing so 
many excellent men who were willing to 
serve it, and especially on its possession of 
such a silver too good orator as the. chair- 
man of the meeting, which called tMitmuch 
applause. 

Chairman Powers bowed his tluaiks and 
said that all countries and all ages had pos- 
sessed some iwvn of destin, such as Napo- 
leon the first, or Grover Cleveland iu our 
own times, or as here iu Newton, Mayor 
Kimball. 

The Mayor was greeted with hearty 
cheers, and kiuI tiiat lie supposed that he 
ought to re tarn his thanks for Mich a bat- 
tering introduction, and if he (audit to do 
so, lie would. He excused himself for not 
being present earlier, as lie laid to attend 
the meeting of (he school hoard for organi- 
zation, but he congratulated the city on the 
excellent city government of last year, and 
as he was unable to distinguish any 
marked difference between outgoing and 
incoming members, he presumed tiie gov- 
ernment of 1887 would display equal hon- 
esty and ability. Ho had expressed him- 
self so recently at such great length, that 
he would he very brief. He agreed with 
Judge Park as to the urgent necessity for 
sewerage, and hope this year the ouestion 
would he taken hold of and pushed through. 
Tho city government of New ton was not a 
mysterious affair, all was done openly, and 
the qualities that made a man successful in 
private business would make him a valuable 
legislator for the city. Ho was confident 
that tiie city government of 1887 would 
maintain tiie reputation of its predecessors 
for honesty and integrity. 

Mr. Bowers next introduced Mr. Warren 
P. Tyler, as a man who might have been 
mayor of Newton, if he would have ac- 
cepted a nomination. But he refused, 
something which few inendo— I never did. 

Mr. Tyler said he did not know how seri- 
ous sucli an offer was, hut it would have 
| been very foolish for a man who knew 
I nothing about city affairs to have accepted 


such a nomination, and no right minded 
citizen would do so without previous expe- 
rience. Ho was satisfied that a good man 
was chosen to fill the position of mayor, 
and although as a Republican ho had voted 
the Republican ticket, ho believed that a 
citizen’s party in municipal affairs was 
right, ana that national politics had noth- 
ing to do with the choice of city officers. 
There ought to be only one ticket, and that 
the citizen’s, for all were equally interested 
in tho welfare of tho city, and that good 
men should ho chosen was the important 
question. 

Mr. Powers next introduced Alderman 
Ward, by saying that in 1707 the first town 
meeting of Newton was held, and among 
the selectmen chosen was John Ward. In 
188(1 another John Ward has been elected, 
in emulation of the virtues of our ances- 
tors. 

Mr. Ward replied that lie thought ho was 
safe from being called on to make a speech, 
as ho felt rather out of place in such a 
gathering. When in tho city government 
before, 18 years ago, ho was with men of 
his own ago, blit lie was chosen contrary 
to his wishes and he would try to do his 
duty to the best of his ability. Ho then 
spoke of the great advance iii experience 
and knowledge of the way city affairs 
should ho conducted made since he was 
first in office, and said that he was proud 
of such an aide city government. 

Mr. Powers then called upon Mr. E. W. 
Cate, president of the water board, as a 
man whoso business it was to tell about 
pure water. 

Mr. Cato thought it was an appropriate 
timo to bring up tho water question, as 
there had been water everywhere during 
the dinner and not a drop to drink. Ho 
wanted to thank the members of 1886, for 
tho kind way in which they had always 
received the suggestions of tho water board, 
especially for the way they had carefully 
pigeon-holed tho water ordinance, over 
which tho board had labored so carefully 
for years. (Laughter.) The water ques- 
tion deserved tho thoughtful consideration 
of tho new government. We had put pure 
water into tho city, and now the great 
question was to get it out. Millions of gal- 
lons were poured into the ground daily, 
and the now city government should care- 
fully consider the drainage question, and 
take prompt action before tiie health of tho 
city was endangered. 

Mr. Powers next introduced Ex-President 
French of tho Common Council, as a man 
who had agreed with him, after tiie elec- 
tion returns came in, that adversity was 
better than prosperity. 

Mr, Ffencli responded liy saying that he 
had been left at the bottom of the well, but 
tho invigorating air of Brighton Hill was 
favorable to city government officials, and 
he had tho satisfaction of knowing that the 
locality would be well represented the en- 
suing year by his neighbor who had been 
chosen. 

Mr. Powers next gavo the sentiment of 
tho Hotel in Politics, and said that hotel 
men appeared to ho usurping tho power 
that was popularly credited to the gin-mill, 
as shown by the election of Tilly Haynes in 
Boston and Alderman Harwood in Newton. 

Mr. Harwood responded by saying that 
the hotel men ought to be able to do the 
right tiling, as their business was to servo 
the public, and while he thought that Hot- 
ter work might have been done if the other 
candidate lnul been chosen, ho would do 
his best to look after the interests of tho 
city, and also sue that his friends ow Brigh- 
ton Ilill were taken caro of. 

Ex-Alderman Fisko was then called on, 
as a man who for three years had done 
faithful work for the city, and whose re- 
tirement was generally regretted. Mr. 
Fisko said that brevity was the soul of wit. 
and so ho would try to have that merit. 
He was impressed with the excellence of 
having such a dinner yearly, and was glad 
to meet the City Fathers, yet the city 
mothers deserved some consideration* as 
they had been left alone many nights when 
the fathers were, or pretended to be* at 
City Hall. Ho hoped the next timo, that 
the Indies would also be invited, as they 
were as much or more interested in the 
welfare of the city, lie thought the act of 
dining was worth cultivating, by Yatikxvs 
especially, and quoted some very applied- 1 
ble lilies from the Autocrat of the Break- , 
fast Table. 

Mr. Powers then paid a high tributo to I 
tiie excellent work done liy the assessors | 
of the city, although they did not always 
find tiie tax-payers grateful, and intro- 
duced Mr. S. M. Jackson as a man who vans 
popular in spite of hi* office. 

Mr. Jackson sa:d he came to dine and not 
he talk, hut the dinner had been such a 
pleasant affair that he thought one should 
lie held every year. The hour was getting I 
la^e, however, and h*e would not detain the , 
Bombers with a long speech. 

Mr. Powers dismissed the meeting by 
saying Hint lie had several questions to 
ruler to the City Solicitor, but as it was 
train time they would have to be deferred 
until the next meeting. 


The Powroy Home. 

Tho fourteenth report of tho directors of 
fclic corporation o4 tho Rebecca Ptmnoy 
Home for orphan girls is published, and 
this noble institution appears to have a 
measure of the support it so richly de- 
serves from the people of Newton. Tho 
report gives tho list of officers, the corpora- 
tors, the by-laws, the regulations for the 
management of the Home; the directors’ re- 
port, which gives a short history of the 
Home, and pays a deserved tribute to tho 
Superintendent, Miss Hoyden, and her as- 
sistant, Miss Lizzie Bobbin. In the 14 
years of tho Home’s existence it has re- 
ceived 01 homeless, destitute and orphan 
girls, and surrounded them with tender 
and motherly care. Of these, 38 still con- 
tinue their relations with tho Home. 
Fourteen of tiie former inmates who are 
out at service, have deposits in the hank 
aggregating $11011, which speaks well for 
the lessons of economy and thrift taught 
to them. During the past year the receipts 
have exceeded the expenditures some two 
hundred dollars, hut this is due to the 
generous donations received of elothing, 
provisions, fruit, etc., which have saved 
the funds of tho institution, audit is hoped 
that in time tiie mortgage on tho estate on 
llovov street will ho paid off. Special 
mention is given in the report to Dr. Scales, 
who generously attends the children free 
of charge. Dr. Chase of Newtonvllle, who 
has voluntarily assumed tho care of the 
dentistry of the pupils, and the never fail- 
ing kindness of tho Misses Shannon and 
other friends receives fitting mention. Tho 
report closes with a list of the casli dona- 
tions received during tho year from indi- 
viduals and from churches, which is a very 
long one, nn.i shows tho general interest 
felt in tho Home. On the last page is a 
public appeal, which invites all those inter- 
ested in this charity to visit the Home, 
judge of its merits, and contribute their 
aid in sustaining it. 


Private Rooms at the Hospital. 

To tho Editor of tho Graphic: 

I attondod a meeting of tho Building 
Committee of tho Hospital on Wednesday, 
and tound its members in sotno perplexity. 
It was not that things wero not going on 
well, for tlioy could not bo better managed 
than they are under the caro of Miss Pray 
and her woll-trainod helpers. It was not 
that there ^were no patients, for noarly 
fifty have been treated in the past half year, 
and there were tivolvo actually present in 
tho wards of tho institution on Wednesday. 

The perplexity of tho committee wnR oc- 
casioned by tho demands for private rooms 
for tho accommodation of special surgical 
and similar cases, who could not bo treated 
in the regular wards. 

Tho committeo had before them some 
rough plans of a now wing, and it was 
suggested that $5000 would build and fur- 
nish it. 

Our citizens have broil so genorouR in 
their contributions thus far that some may 
think wc should wait a tew years longer 
for this extension. Bur 1 have great faith 
in the generosity of Newton people. Many 
of thorn regard themselves ns stewards of 
tho Lord’s bounty, and are determined to 
do all tho good they can. They arc not 
willing to wasto money in foolish display 
or in mere selfish onjoyment, hut aro ready 
to use some fair proportion for any good 
object which touches their sympathies and 
commends itself to tfioir good judgment. 

I have not been requested to mako any 
appeal for this new work, but it seemed 
proper that somo ono should let it bo 
known that thero is an opportunity just 
now to mako good uso of $5000. Possibly 
somo family may wish to construct a me- 
morial of ono of its members now at rest, 
or some ono may ho glad to offer a part of 
this as a thanksgiving for recovery from 
sickness. I presume that the whole build- 
ing, or particular rooms in it, might bear 
any name the donors might select. 

If the new wing is built substantially 
after tho sketches examined, tho whole 
cost of the building would he about $4000, 
furnishing $1000., Sepaiato rooms might 
cost about $250. 

Tho corporation has its annual meeting 
on Monday, tho 17th. It would make that 
a very cheerful meeting indeed if it could 
then he announced that good friends of tho 
hospital had offered to build the greatly 
needed wing. 

In case any one should wish any prelimi- 
nary information I shall be glad to give it.

Arriving hero the driver drove 
to Doctor Nott’s, and it was found that 
life had departed. Officer Holmes accompa- 
nied the sadly bereaved lady to her home 
in Allston. 

— The reception given by tho Woman’s 
Educational Club to their friends was a 
very pleasant occasion, a large number 
being present. Miss Haws, having spent 
seven al years in Hungary, gave an en- 
thusiastic description of its life, particular- 
ly of the music associated with it, illustra- 
ting it with airs on the violin, accompan- 
ied by tho piano. Tho love of the Hunga- 
rian for Ins country is almost idolatrous. 
There are at present 150, 000 gypsies living 
in Hungary, and tho wild, free life of the 
country is peculiarly attractive to them. 
The Hungarian often writes his last 
namo Hist, giving as his roason that it was 
the name which he had when lie came into 
tho world; the other was given afterwards. 
Some of our most noted musicians had 
their birth-place in Hungary, and many of 
our finest compositions borrow largely 
from the Hungarian, its stylo being peculi- 
arly wild and weird. Tho close of Beetho- 
ven’s seventh symphony has many of its 
striking effects. After tho address a sup- 
per was served, and a very social hour 
closed the enjoyable evening. 

— Judge Benjamin Franklin Brooks died 
suddenly at Mrs. Brigham’s, where he made 
his home, on Tuesday flight. Ho was in 
town that day, and was* perfectly well ex- 
cept for a severe cold, but when lie arrived 
home ho was stricken with apoplexy and 
died in a few minutes. The funeral ser- 
vices were held at tho Clarendon street 
Baptist church, Boston, to-day (Friday), at 
1? o’clock. Mr. Brooks was born in Stur- 
bridge, Worcester county, 70 years ago, 
and was admitted to tho bar almost 50 
years ago. Mr. Brooks was one of tho 
most successful lawyers in Boston, and ho 
enjoyed the reputation of being one of the 
leading lawyers, if not the leadiug'commcr- 
cial lawyer in the State. Ilis practice was 
very large, and in the conduct of cases and 
the settlement of intricate litigations he al- 
ways showed great judgment and sagacity. 
Ho was one of the trustees of the Simmons 
estate and also of the Carney estate. lie 
was a director of the Boston Safety De- 
posit and Trust Company and of the Bos- 
ton Water Power Company, and a director 
of tho Exchange Bank, lie was the coun- 
sel for many very large mercantile con- 
cerns, among them Messrs. Jordan, Marsh 
& Co., and several important corporations. 
Ho was specially noted as a bankruptcy 
and insolvency lawyer, and was considered 
tho highest authority in that kind of prac- 
tice. Ho will be generally, remembered as 
the counsel for tho creditors during the 
turmoil over the affairs of Messrs. F. 
Shaw & Bro., and later lie was the counsel 
also for the trustees of the Copeland es- 
tate, which was a part of that tangle. He 
leaves a wife, two daughters and a son, the 
latter being at the present time a student 
in Harvard College.

NEWTON NATURAL HISTORY SOCI- 
ETY. 


A TRIP THROUGH THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


The regular monthly meeting of this so- 
ciety last Monday evening was most inter- 
esting ami instructive, and will not soon be 
forgotten by those who were so fortunate 
as to he present. On motion of Dr. J. F. 
Frisbic, all routine business except the 
proposing of candidates for membership 
was omitted, that tho entire evening might 
be given to the tour through the Sandwich 
Islands, under the guidance of G. D. Gil- 
man, Esq., whose long residence of more 
than twenty years in that group of islands 
had enabled him to gather a vast fund of 
information about the islands and people, 
from tho earliest recorded visit of white 
men to the present time. 

This lecture by Mr. Gilman was illustra- 
ted by quite a numKcr of specimens of Nat- 
ural history, including the lava rock which 
forms so largo a part of these islands— they 
being of volcanic origin, — lava icicle or sta- 
lactite. material from the palms used in the 
same manner as wo use curled hair for up- 
holstering, a poison crab and many others; 
a great variety of articles manufactured by 
the natives, some of which are no longer 
made by them, as imported articles are 
much better adapted for their use; and tho 
stcrcopticon. 

Among the manufactured objects of in- 
terest, were ornaments for the arm and leg 
made of ivory or shells — ono for the leg 
made of dogs’ teeth, worn by dancers to 
make a gentle rattling as the feet wore 
softly moved; and a curious badge made of 
human hair and ivory, to he worn around 
the neck by distinguished chiefs or men 
high in authority; large feather plumes, 
emblems of royalty; houshold utensils, 
made of wood or other material; hone fish- 
hooks; cloth manufactured from the inner 
hark of a tree, very curious and interest- 
ing, and many others— all of which were 
eagerly examined by the audience after the 
lecture. 

The pictures thrown upon the screen, 
with the explanations given bv the lectu 
rur, held the close attention of the audi- 
ence from the first to last. These repre- 
sented the entrance to the harbor of Hono- 
lulu, the largest city in Hie islands; the 
principal government buildings, including 
the royal palace, house of parliament, post 
office, hospital, educational buildings, and 
private residences, as well as pictures of 
the royal family. A glowing tribute was 
paid to Queeu Emma, Mrs. Bishop and oth- 
ers of high rank, whose public benefac- 
tions and true worth have hardly been ex- 
celled in Christian communities. 

A picture of Capt, Cook, the real discov- 
erer of these islands, and one representing 
his death at the hands of the natives, was 
also shown. When he lirst visited here he 
was worshipped as a god. When about to 
leave be requested the natives to fipuish 
him with wood for his vessels. This they 
refused to do, whereupon he ordered his 
men to tear down the sacred building and 
carry the timbers to the shore to be con- 
veyed on shipboard. The enraged natives 
resisted and he was killed near the shore, 
being stabbed with a knife or dagger made 
from a piece of iron which had been sold 
from the ship. 

By easy stages the audience was taken 
from Hie city through the islands, across 
the valleys and up to the ( raters of the 
volcanoes. Thu course of a few of the 
lava Mows and the general appearance of 
the running mass <d molten matter was 
graphically described as lie saw it. 

Mr. Gilmau is a clear and distinct speak- 
er, iiis easy, colloquial style impressing his 


audience at once that they are listening to 
a man who is telling of what, he has seen 
and knows. Taken altogether his lecture 
was one of the most interesting and in- 
structive ever given before this society. It 
is to he hoped that Mr. Gilman will givo 
this lecture again in a larger hall, and that 
the pupils in our schools will attend, as 
the valuable information be gives can hard- 
ly ho obtained elsewhere. 

The very beautiful slides were manufac- 
tured by J. W. Black A Co., Boston, and 
tho stereopticon was under charge of Mr. 

Stevens of the Bost.m JStereoptic 
Co., who very successfully presented the 
views in the best, lights. 


The Ward Two Recount. 

The Board of Aldermen held an adjourn- 
ed meeting Thursday evening, to recount 
the votes for alderman from Ward 2. Tho 
meeting was marked by several interesting 
episodes. Mr. E, II. Pierce read a letter 
from Mr. A. R. Mitchell, appointing him 
his attorney in the case with full power to 
act. Tho caso was then open for discus- 
sion, hut there was an evident purpose on 
the part of the hoard to proceed to recount 
the votes, tho arguments brought for- 
ward by Mr. Pierce at some length had no 
effect, as at about eleven o’clock the hoard 
began a recount, which lasted until two 
o’clock, and no variation was found from 
the last recount. Tho board then adjourn- 
ed to next Monday evening to hear argu- 
ments from Mr. Pierce. 

It is not possible to give a detailed report 
of the proceedings for want of space. Mr. 
Pierce began by saying that the petitioner 
ought to open the ease and show why he 
should he given the seat. 

Mr. Grant said that his argument was 
simply this, he believed that he had tho 
largest number of votes. 

Mr. Pierce criticised the position as rather 
unusual, and then proceeded to argue in 
behalf of his sido. lie first wished to nsk 
tho City Clerk some questions, but Mr. 
Kingsbury refused to answer unless direct- 
ed to do so by vote of the hoard. 

Mayor Kimball ruled that unless the 
hoard objected the clerk should answer — 
and Mr. Pierce then proceeded to call for 
the minutes of the first meeting for the re- 
count, and .also asked if the ballots were 
sealed up as required bylaw. Tho clerk' 
replied that they were not, but, they were 
kept in his private safe, of which lie only 
had the key. Mr. Pierce replied that he (lid 
not mean to insinuate that the ballots had 
been tampered with, hut only that they had 
not been kept ns required by law,* and 
therefore, under the law of the State, they 
ought not to bo counted or relied upon as 
evidence. He quoted a number of authori- 
ties in support of his position. 

Mr. W. E. Plummer said that the only 
question was who had the most votes, and 
if tho ballots had not been tampered wilh, 
and no one charged that they had, Mr. 
Grant should be given the office. 

Mr. Grant replied to Mr. Pierco, and said 
that he did not quote from the authorities 
fairly, and read from some of them at 
length to prove his statement. 

Mr. Pierco was often interrupted by tho 
Aldermen during his remarks, and there 
was an evident anxiety to get to work on 
the ballots, Mr. Grant’s majority of 
throe votes having much greater weight 
than any arguments that were brought for- 
ward. Mr. Pierce closed bv stating that if 
the ballots were equated he should have , 
something to say about a portion of the 
tickets, which he should claim were not 
honest ones and not to he counted, and no 
right-minded man would desire to get an 
ofiiee by means of such tickets. At 10 
o’clock «*t recess was taken, after which the 
much counted tickets were again counted.

The Read Fund Lecture. 

Tho first lecture in the Read Fund course 
for 1S80-S7 occurred in Armory Hall Wed- 
nesday evening, and was well attended. 
Alderman Dearborn introduced the speak- 
er, Prof. D. A. Sargent of Cambridge, who 
began the first of a series of emergency lec- 
tures. Taking as his subject the structure 
and functions of the bones, he proceeded to 
point out and explain the names and uses 
of tho principal bones of the body. After 
which he told of the manner of procedure 
in case of simple fractures, especially of 
the arm, giving in detail the various means 
by which it could be perceived that a bone 
was broken, and then tho manner of going 
to work. “The idea is,” tho speaker saiil] 
“to straighten tho limb, extend the mus- 
cles and protect the part from further inju- 
ry, by tho use of bandages and splints.”

Mayor Mali's Ami Message. 

Ail Exhaustive Review of the Different City De- 
partments. 


Sump Excellent RecoinmeinlntlonH to tlio City Council. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Alter men ami of the Common 
Council : — 

In pursuance of the requirements of our City Charter, 
we have convened to assent to the oath of the several offices, 
to which we have been elected, and to enter upon the duties 
consequent upon our acceptance of public trusts. The faithful 
execution of these obligations will require a thoughtful con- 
sideration of the needs of all the people and of each locality, 
and also a careful deliberation in determining the policy of the 
government essential for a wise and economical administration 
of public affairs and best suited for the advancement and per- 
manent improvement of the city. 

It is the duty of the City Council to appropriate in No- 
vembew of each year a reasonable sum of money to meet the 
expenses of the city for the succeeding year. What amount 
such reasonable sum is, depends upon the customs and wishes 
of the people, upon the advantages and conveniences 
they require, and their willingness and ability to be taxed 
for them. I am in favor of the lowest rate of taxation,. and the 
most prudent expenditure of money, compatible with th e 
proper maintenance of the various departments, and a rea- 
sonable provision for improvements that are~essential to the 
growth of the city, it being the only way to gain acces 
sions to our population and increase our wealth. Whatever 
be the sum raised, it shoitld be strictly accounted for and 
represented by actual improvements. 

It is well understood in our city that the tastes, enter- 
prise, and means of the inhabitants require and are satisfied 
only with the best arrangements for their convenience and 
comfort. And Newton has won an enviable reputation as 
a desirable place of residence; a healthful and beautiful city. 

It appears to be the general opinion that the City 
Government is entirely responsible for whatever may be its 
policy in regard to expenses; to a certain extent this is 
true, but it is an indisputable fact that the responsibility rests 
chiefly with the people themselves ; they are the principals, 
the electors, they can and should advise, insist upon, and in- 
augurate such a policy as they believe ought to prevail. 

The general appropriation for the year 18S7 was made 
in conformity to the charter, and a liberal amount has been 
appropriated to defray all the expenses of the year. Owing 
to the large demands that will be made, and the tendency to 
expend money, it will require, however, caution and good 
management to keep the expenditures within the amount ap- 
propriated. 

I remind you of the rule that no appropriation made for 
a specific purpose shall be used for any other object, unless 
by vote of the City Council. 

The monthly statement of the Auditor has been im- 
proved by the addition of a column showing the expense in- 
curred but not paid, which, deducted from unexpended bal- 
ances, shows the actual standing of the accounts of each de- 
partment. It is a help in guarding against exceeding the 
appropriations. 

Of the appropriations of the year, one thousand dollars 
is to be paid to the Cottage Hospital towards its support- 
It is agreed, however, that patients for whom the city is lia - 
ble may receive care up to that amount. Though the Hos- 
pital is a private institution, it is a great public benefit, and 
the beneficent work it has already accomplished is sufficient 
to commend the noble and philanthropic enterprise to your 
generous consideration. 

Recently the City Council appropriated a thousand dol 
lars towards the improvement and beautifying of the Newton 
Cemetery. This, also, is a private institution, but it is 
one of general interest to the people, and is highly 

creditable to its originators. The handsome chapel, and 
conservatory lately completed at a cost of $25,- 

ooo, is the munificent gift of Hon. John S. Far- 

low, as a memorial of the late Dr. Henry J. Bige- 
low. It is an appropriate and beautiful expression of the 

respect and tenderness entertained for the dead, and is a lasi- 
ng and graceful illustration of the liberality of the donor. 

The form of government best adapted to cities is a sub- 
ject of considerable interest. It is a New England custom 
to have a Board of Aldermen and of Common Council, and 
for the reason that two branches insure safer legislation. 
There are many arguments to sustain the statement, but a 
long experience in municipal government leads me to believe 
that for smaller cities at least, one Board is equally safe and 
far preferable.. It being the duty of a City Council to deter- 
mine the amount of money that shall be appropriated, and 
the purposes for which it may be expended, it is of the great 
est importance that the decisions made be based upon a thor- 
ough investigation and careful consideration of each item in de " 
tail, and this can best be done when all the members are toge 
ther and participating in and benefiting by the general discus 
sion of all questions. It would secure a greater interest in city 
affairs, a more careful study of the various subjects presen- 
ted, and consequently better preparation for the intelligent, 


prudent, and prompt performance of the city’s business. 1 
renew a former recommendation to amend our City 
Charter, which permits the election of the members of the 
City Council for one year only, so as to provide for their el- 
ection for a term of two years, allowing only a portion to re- 
tire at the same time. As it takes a considerable part of the 
first year to become acquainted with the city’s business, 
a longer term would secure the benefit of the knowledge 
gained, would prevent radical changes in the c mmittecs, and 
would ensure a majority of the City Council experienced in 
municipal • affairs. It is a sufficient answer to the argument 
that there would be a risk in electing officials tor a term of two 
years, because some unworthy person might be elected, to say 
that Newton is particularly fortunate in having so numerous a 
list of citizens whom it would be safe to trust in any capacity 
in the management of its affairs. I recommend that a 
committee be appointed to consider the advisability of a 
revision of the city charter to conform to these suggestions. 

The provision made by the public statute for voting pre- 
cincts in Newton is inadequate for the convenience of the 
citizens. Under the present arrangement, only about two- 
thirds of the legal voters go to the polls on election day. 
The long distance necessary to be travelled in some of the 
wards in order to exercise the right and privilege of voting 
is a serious objection to many. Our city, with its many vil- 
lages widely separated from each other, is so unlike otluo 
cities in the Commonwealth, and its area is so exten- 
sive, that we should be justified in petitioning for 
special legislation so as to provide for at least four more vo- 
ting precincts. It is desirable to afford every reasonable op- 
portunity for all citizens to discharge the important and res- 
ponsible duty of participating in the selection of public offi- 
cials, and in determining the policy of the government. 
Ours being a government by the people, the greater the num- 
ber who take part, the greater the security. 

Repeated efforts have been made for several years by 
various persons to secure the annexation to Newton of a cer- 
tain part of Watertown on the south side of Charles 
river. There are many reasons to justify the endeavor. 
Many of the people residing in the section alluded to, 
whose interests are apparently identified with ours, 
favor and urge the proposition, and it would in 
many respects be advantageous to Newton to con- 
trol the territory, particularly with reference to public im- 
provements desirable and likely to be made. I recommend 
that a committee be appointed to consider whether it is 
desirable for Newton to acquire the territory, apd, if so, 
that the City Council authorize such measures to be taken 
as may clearly appear to be for the benefit of the city and 
just to the town of Watertown.

In reference to the increase of the city debt, it can be 
said that it is due entirely to public improvements made 
the erection of buildings for educational purposes, and the

No liability of the city can be incurred except by a vea 
and nay vote of two-thirds of both branches of the Citv 
Council. The increase during the past three years was in 
part for the payment of the Williams and Eliot schoolhuuses 
built and the liability incurred in 1883, for which ten vea^ 
school notes were issued in 1884, amounting to $51 c 00 '

Ordinarily the notes in payment for them would have 
| been made during the present year and after the completion 
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of the buildings ; they were, however, issued and negotiated 
in 1 886 which makes the increase in that year appear large. 

The reason for anticipating the sale of these notes be- 
fore the buildings were finished, was to takeadvantage of an 
opportunity to sell them at at the rate of 3 1-2 per cent, in- 
terest per annum, which in view of the prevailing high rate 
for money was deemed a good business transaction. Partial 
payments have been made on these buildings as they pro- 
gressed, amounting to $41,800. The balance of cash 
is in the treasury. It is a sound financial policy which per- 
mits the future to pay a part cf the expense of costly and 
permanent improvements. 

During the past three years the total increase in the 
city debt for all purposes less the amount paid into the sink- 
ing fund to provide for the payment at maturity is $70,970.- 
60 and during the same period the taxable property has 
increased $4,249,536.00; and it is fair to attribute a part at 
least of this remarkable increase to the management of a 
wise and honest city government. 

HEAD FUND. 

The balance on hand January 1, 1886, from the income 
of the Read Fund was $124.05, and the amount received 
during the year was $2,419.25, making the sum available 
for the year 1886, $2,543.30. 

There has been paid for purposes designated by the will 


of the generous donor as follows : — 

For a picnic for children, $304 39 

For scientific lectures, 241 35 

For the Newton Free Library, 397 00 

For poor widows of Newton, 510 00 


Total, $1,452 74 


Leaving a balance on hand of $1,090.56. 

The principal of this fund is $40,000, bearing interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum. 

► HEALTH. 

It is gratifying to state that the general health of the 
city' is good. Newton is fortunate in its healthful location, 
the intelligence of the citizens in relation to sanitation, and 
in having an ample supply of pure water for domestic pur- 
poses. 

The Board of Health has given great attention and care 
to the performance of its important and responsible duties. 
There are many details, however, which must be carefully 
observed to insure a continuance of the healthful condition of 
the city and which require the constant attention of the 
agent of the Board. He should devote all of his time to the 
work of the department. 

A more hearty co-operation on the part of those build- 
ing new houses or altering old ones, in reference to the ob- 
servance of the rules of the Board, would facilitate and in- 
sure a more healthful condition of our dwellings. 

The contracts for the collection of house offal and for 
work of the odorless excavator have been well performed. 

The cost of removing ashes for the year 1886 was $3,- 
211.83. 

I renew recommendations previously made that vacant 
land in each village be secured for public play-grounds, and 
that opportunities for bathing and swimming be provided 
in the various lakes and ponds of the city ; such provision is 
important for the recreation and health especially of the 
young, and the necessary arrangements can be made at com- 
paratively small expense. 

The appropriation for the Health Department for 1886 
was $4,000. 

The expenditure was $2,720.44. 

The number of deaths during the year was 275, an 
increase of only one over 1885. There were but six fatal 
cases of typhoid and one of scarlet fever, and three fatal 
cases of diphtheria. 

The leading causes of death were : consumption, bron- 
chitis and pheumonia, 53 ; old age, 17; heart disease, 16; 
Bright’s disease, 10. 

SEWERAGE. 

On several former occasions I have reminded the City 
'Council of the importance of a thorough discussion of 
this subject, which is so intimately connected with the, health 
and progress of the city; of the wisdom of its thoughtful 
and deliberate consideration, and of a careful examination of 
the various systems now in use in other cities, that hurried 
conclusions may be avoided, and an effective and economi- 
cal plan devised for the disposal of the sewage. t 

Just what system is best adapted to our city is a ques- 
tion of such magnitude, and involves the outlay of so large 
a sum of money, that it will require the best thought of 
those most qualified to determine it. 

I am of the opinion, however, that any plan for Newton 
which proposes to utilize the sewage matter should not be 
favored ; there is no profit in it, and any territory within the 
city used for such purpose would destroy in a great degree 
the value of adjacent land for habitation. The methods now 
in use for disposing of the waste matter, while suffi- 
icent before the introduction of city water have become in- 
adequate for the purpose. The daily quantity of water used 
is so great that the soil is becoming unable to absorb it, 
and the ground in some of the thickly settled localities 
is gradually being contaminated with filth. 

Whenever a system of public water works is established, 
it should be accompanied with an appropriate system of sew- 
erage. The benefit to be derived from the use of the water 
is materially lessened by the lack of the necessary facilities 
for the disposal of waste flowage. 

An act of the legislature, approved May 14th, 1877, au- 
thorized the city to construct a sewer on the southerly side of 
Charles River, through a portion of the Brighton district, 
to a point in deep water in said river opposite the United 
States Arsenal in Watertown, for the purpose of discharging 
the sewage of said city into the river, the work to be 
constructed so as not to interfere with the navigation of said 
river or to create a public nuisance. 

An act approved May 14th, 1878, gave the city author- 
ity to construct a sewer through that part of Watertown 
which lies on the southerly side of Charles River, to con- 
nect with or form a part of the sewer authorized May 14th, 
2877. 

The objection made to this plan was the fear of creating 
a public nuisance, in which event, the city would have ex- 
pended a large sum of money in constructing sewers, and 
no outlet would exist for them. 

A special committee on sewerage has been appointed 
each year for several years past. The committee of 1884 
gave great attention to the subject, and made an elaborate 
report, which is on file with the city documents. The com- 
mittee of 1 886 recommended the adoption by the City Coun- 
cil of the following resolutions : 

“ That in the opinion of the City Council, the report 
made to the legislature by a commission appointed to con- 
sider a general system of drainage for the valleys of 
Mystic, Blackstone and Charles Rivers, offers the most sat- 
isfactory solution to the problem of disposal of the sewage 
of Newton, and that the Mayor, City Solicitor and Chairman 
of the Sewerage Committee be requested to attend the hear- 
ings of the Committee on Drainage and Sewerage, at the 
State House, in behalf of the city, to favor said report, and 
that our representatives be requested to favor the passage 
of the legislation recommended in said report.” 

Under the plan of the Commission, the apportionment 


of the cost to the city of Newton of the main sewer with 
which the city may connect its system of sewerage, based 
upon a population of about 20,000 people, is as follows : 

Of the cost of construction, $170,928 00 

Interest on same at 3 per cent, per annum, 5,127 84 

The yearly charge for maintenance, 1 ,3 1 4 02 

The annual charge for outfall and pumping is ten dollars 
per million gallons, and change in these conditiors would 
alter the cost accordingly. 

The persons designated by the City Council attended 
and took part at the hearings before the Committee on Sew- 
erage at the State House. From lack of unanimity on the 
part 01 the cities anil towns bordering on Charles River, 
for which this system of sewerage is contemplated, action 
was deferred until the convening of the legislature of 1887. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The large appropriation made for the maintenance of 
our public schools and the adequate supply of superior 
school houses may be considered as a practical indication 
of the belief of our citizens in the advantages and impor- 
tance of education, in its elevating influence, in the prepara- 
tion it affords for the attainment of success in life, and in the 
security it gives to the state in supplying an intelligent and 
and loyal people. 

The control of the educational department is vested 
in a school committee elected by the people for a* term 
of three years. The large sum of money and the important 
interests involved call for the exercise of sound judgment 
and ability in the management of this department. The 
committee has conscientiously and successfully directed 
its many interests, and their endeavors have received 
the earnest and efficient co-operation of the super- 
intendent and of the teachers. The superiority of our pub- 
lic schools is generally admitted, and their reputation for ex- 
cellence is well deserved. 

The number of teachers employed during the past 
year was xoi; the number of school-houses in use was 21 ; the 
assessor’s valuation of the buildings and land is $522,100.- 
00; the total enrolment of pupils was 4,106 ; the average 
attendance was 3,238, being an increase of 191 over the 
previous year. The total enrolment in the several schools

The commodious and attractive new building designed 
for the use of the High School, and already partly constructed 
will furnish long needed additional room. It is admirably 
adapted for the purposes for which it is intended. 

The arrangements now existing for the practice of calis- 
thenics are very limited. The room used for this 
purpose is exceedingly inconvenient. The benefit to 
to be derived by the young ladies of the school from 
physical exercise, especially under the competent direc- 
tion they receive, is sufficient to warrant and entitle them to 
the use of a suitable room. The course of study also in- 
cludes military instruction for the boys. The purpose of 
the drill is not alone for the military knowledge 
acquired, but chiefly as a means of physical development. 
By vote of the School Committee, military drill is to be con- 
tinued. The accommodations in the building for this purpose 
are insufficient and therefore it is necessary that the space 
needed be provided for in some other way. 

The evening school has been well attended. The 
truant officer has rendered satisfactory service, and through 
his efforts truancy has decreased. During the year three 
truants were sent to the Lawrence Industrial School for a 
term of two years each. 

I again recommend that the names by which the 
school houses are known be placed upon the buildings. 

The appropriation for the schools for the year 1886 was 
$112,065.00. There was received from the dog-tax $2,081.23, 
making a total of $1 14,146.23.

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY. 


This excellent institution, founded for the education 
and improvement of the people, was at its commencement an 
individual undertaking, and was maintained by private sub- 
scription. In the year 1875, the land, building, and books, of 
an estimated value of $45,000, were given to the city by 
generous and prominent citizens, active always in promoting 
its best interests. There had previously been expended 
about $20,000 for current expenses. Since then the Library 
has been managed by trustees selected by the city for their 
qualifications for the trust. 

The number of books in the Library is 25,090, being 
an increase in the year 1886 of 1,779 anf l an increase of 14,087 
volumes since it was acquired by the city. The circulation 
has increased from 57,249 volumes in 1875 to 90,213 in 
1886. Of the circulation during the past year, 42,137 vol- 
umes were delivered at the Library, and 48,076 volumes were 
distributed by the daily delivery, as follows:

Upon the recommendation of the trustees for an enlarge - 
ment of the building, plans were prepared and approved by 
the city, and work was begun in August last. It will be ready 
for occupancy early in the spring. The amount of the contrac 
for the improvements is $23,000. The addition isequal in sizt 
to the new building, and, when completed, the library will 
have ample space for the book shelves, and the delivery of the 
books, a large and well ventilated reading room, a fine general 
room, and a well lighted and quiet room for reference and study. 
The usefulness of the library as an auxiliary to the schools 
is well appreciated by teachers and pupils. By 
comparison with others it is safe to say that the Newton Free 
Library will be one of the best arjanged and most complete 
in the State. 

The Athenieuni at West Newfon is also a free library 
and contains 4,500 volumes and has a circulation of 10,000 
volumes. A convenient and well lighted reading room is 
connected with the library, which is frequented by a large 
number of readers. The amount contributed by the city 
towards its maintenance in 1886, was $400. 

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 

The importance of this large department, the attention 
and carefulness required in its management, and the expendi- 
tures necessary to maintain it, may be inferred from the ex- 
tent of streets to be cared for. 

There are 108 miles of accepted streets to be kept in 
safe condition and convenient for travel at all seasons of the 
year. There are also about 29 miles of unaccepted streets 
which receive partial care. 

It would be good policy if arrangements could be made 
by the city and the abuttors to make the unaccepted streets 
of proper width and put them in suitable order for accept- 
ance. The land on such streets would be increased in value 
and made attractive and available for building purposes, and 
the streets would be cared for by the city. The gain in tax- 
able property thus made would reimburse the city for any 
outlay it might make. 

There are 42 miles of concrete sidewalks. During the 
past year 3-4 of a mile was laid and 3 1-4 miles repaired. 

The department is remarkably well equipped with all 
necessary appliances and abundant material for doing work * 
thoroughly and economically. 

The appropriation for the highway department, includ- 
ing receipts for work dope, for the year 1886, was $125,872.52. 
The amount expended was $126,192.53.

Picking stones from the roads, 1,151.21 

The watering of the streets, charged to miscellaneous 
expenses, has cost $4,595.54; for water $1,714.29 ; for labor 
$2881.25. 

The city purchased 13 acres of land on Murray street 
containing an extensive ledge, to supply* stone for the roads ; 
the stone crusher will be removed from Homer street to the 
ledge. The land owned by the city on Homer street should 
be graded and put in suitable condition for sale. 

The subway recently constructed under the tracks of the 
Boston & Albany R. R. Co. at Auburndale furnishes a need- 
ed improvement, facilitating the travel to the station and 
intercourse between the residents on either side of the 
track. It will encourage building upon the vacant land of 
streets adjoining the station. 

The subway and drainage of the streets near the station 
cost $9,000 : the citizens of Auburndale contributed $2,000 ; 
the Boston & Albany R. R. Co. $3,000, and the city paid the 
balance $4,000 

For the new foot-bridge across Charles River at Lower 
Falls the town of Wellesley contributed $230.00; the city 
paid $350.00 

This thoroughfare across the river ought to be laid out 
as a public way to be maintained jointly by Wellesley and 
Newton. 

The cost to the city on account *of damages by the 
freshet in February of last year, was $ 10,00c, but in compar- 
ison to the destruction of property, the injury to individuals, 
and loss of life in other places, we have reason to be 
thankful for our good fortune. The work of repairing the 
streets and replacing the bridges and culverts washed 
away has been done in a substantial manner and with a 
view to guard against a like occurrence. 

There has been a large amount />f work done in widen- 
ing and reconstruction in the following named streets : — 
Ward, Kenrick, Bellevue, Watertown, Summit, Nahanton, 
Circuit Avenue, Washington (at Lower Falls), Park, Boyl- 
ston, Newtonville Square, Newtonville Avenue, Waverly 
Avenue, Eldridge street drain, Cheesecake brook and Mount 
Vernon street drain, besides many other less expensive im- 
provements. 

Many of the streets are not in the good condition they 
should be ; the necessary repairing and redr $ sing of the 
streets is to a considerable extent neglected in consequence 
of the great attention paid to new work. 

I earnestly recommend that the streets we have be thor- 
oughly and systematically repaired early in the year, before 
any new work is begun ; it is essential to their economical 
and satisfactory maintenance. 

The item of labor is a large portion of the cost of this 
department and in the employment of men an unmistak- 
able preference should be given to our own citizens. 

The appropriation for the year for this department is a 
large one, and with skilful management will result in a 
marked improvement in the condition of our roads. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 


The benefit of a public system of waterworks to 'supply 
the community with pure water, its good effects upon the 
health of the people, and its influence upon the growth of 
the place, are obvious to all ; the contrast between such a 
system and the use of the well with constant danger of con- 
tamination of the water and frequent difficulties in drawing 
it, is very great. 

For the purpose of securing an additional water supply, 
artesian wells were driven in the land adjoining the pumping 
station, and connected with the pump well. The result has 
been thus far satisfactory, securing an added supply of about 
300,000 gallons daily. 

The average daily use of water in 1886 was 690,000 
gallons. 

298 services were added during the year, making a total 

of 343** , , . 

The number of hydrants is 471. 

There were laid in 1886, 22,354 feet of water main, 
making a total of 77 16-100 miles. 

There has been more main laid and a much larger num 
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ber of services put in during the past year, than in any pre- 
vious year since the establishment of the water works. 

The receipts of the Water Department for water rates 
for 1886 were $56,075.17 of which the City paid, $12,891.29. 

The expenditures for 1886, were for Maintenance, $12,- 
886.57. 

Interest on Water Bonds, $54,380.00. 

Sinking Fund for Water Debt, $18,000.00. 

The amount of Water Bonds issued to date, $1,081, 
000,00. 

The deficit in the water rates to pay the cost of main- 
tenance and interest on the bonds in 1886 was $10,878.70. 

The pumping station reservoir, filter, basin, and pipe 
yard arc in excellent condition* 

An advantageous contract has been made for 600 tons 
water main to be delivered in April. 

The Water Board has managed the department with 
commendable discretion and enterprise. 

The sum of $1500 has been appropriated for putting in 
a small boiler and heating apparatus at the pumping station, 
to heat the the station and the dwelling house of the En- 
gineer and fireman. It is designed as a saving in the 
amount of fuel consumed, and to heat the premises inde- 
pendent of the boiler used in pumping. 

I remind you again of the necessity of a high service 
supply for Chestnut Hill, Beacon street hill, and Institution 
Hill, which are now insufficiently supplied by the reservoir. 
Such provision is greatly needed for this extensive and grow- 
ing district. 

I am pleased to state that in accordance with my rec- 
ommendation, the general use of meters has been provided 
for by a recent ordinance as follows: 

“The Board shall attach a meter to all services supplying 
other fixtures than faucets, also to fixtures supplying only 
faucets where more than three are used. The Board shall 
also furnish meters to all water takers who desire to use 
them, regardless of the fixtures supplied. 

All meters hereafter set shall be furnished, maintained 
and renewed at the cost of the City; and the Board shall 
charge an annual rental therefor, provided, nevertheless, 
that any meter injured through the negligence of a water 
taker, or by frost, shall be repaired at his expense.” 

It is desirable to extend the water main from Grove 
street to Lower Falls, that locality being now.. dependent on 
the Washington street main, and in the even of a breakage 
would be witjiout water. The distance is about 1700 feet, 
and I am informed that the income from such extension 
would be equal to 5 per-cent, per annum on the cost. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

This department was never more thoroughly organized 
or in better working condition. The strict attention and 
great care exercised by the chief is seconded by a corps of 
capable firemen, and the record of the department for 
promptness and efficiency is excellent. 

The Fire Alarm Telegraph, under the supervision of the 
Assistant Chief, has given entire satisfaction. It is a most 
essential part of any Fire Department, and it is important 
that it should receive regular and intelligent care. 

There are about 60 miles of wire, in four circuits, sus- 
pended upon 843 poles. The circuits are so extensive that 
a break in the wire would deprive a large territory of the 
means of giving an alarm in case of fire. This should be 
remedied by providing for double the number of circuits. 

The stations are in general good repair, and no large 
outlay will be needed. 

There are a few improvements required, such as wide- 
ning the doors at Station No. 1, and new doors at the Truck 
station. 

There will be need of 1,500 feet of new hose, which will 
make a total of 10,000 feet in service. Five additional fire 
alarm signal boxes have been recommended. 

It will be necessary to exchange three horses, which 
have become unfit for fire service. 

The chemical engine purchased last year has given 
great satisfaction, and in every respect has proved to be a val- 
uable fire extinguishing apparatus. The chief will recom- 
mend that the permanent members of the department be 
uniformed. I concur with the recommendation. 

A petition has been received from citizens of Wards 1 
and 2 requesting that a tower striker be placed in Nonantum 
to enable them to obtain the fire alarms and the school sig- 
nals. The request is a reasonable one and should be granted. 

The estimated value of the property used by this de 
partment is as follows :

The appropriation for this department for the year 1886 
was $26,000,00. 

The amount expended was $26,759.42. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

This department has rendered effective service in 
the preservation of order and the enforcement of the law. 

The ordinance in relation to the Police Department has 
recently been changed so as to provide for the office of cap- 
tain. It now consists of a city marshal, a captain, a ser- 
geant, and seventeen patrolmen. The large extent of terri- 
tory to be protected requires additional force, and an ap- 
propriation has been made for two more patrolmen. 

Improvements have been made in some of the stations 
and all of them are now in good and safe condition. The 
number of arrests made in the year 1886 was 528; the 
number of tramps who applied for lodging and food was 
1,199. 

An exceedingly interesting and useful course of lectures 
on emergency and hygiene has been delivered by Dr. R. P. 
Loring to the officers of the department. The information 
gained will be of great service to the patrolmen in rendering 
immediate and efficient aid to the sick or injured persons 
who may require their assistance. 

The official courtesy extended by His Honor, Judge 
Park, standing Justice of the Police Court, and his manifest 
interest in the efficiency of the department and the wel- 
fare of the officers are gratefully acknowledged. 

It shall be my endeavor, as in the past, faithfully to ex- 
ecute the laws of the Commonwealth and the ordinances of 
the city. 

The appropriation for this department for the year 1&86 
was $21,594.00. The amount expended, $21,591.46. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

During the past year, 56 street lamps have been added, 
making a total of 1298. Of these, 783 are lighted with gas 
and 515 with oil. The gas lamps cost $17.75 eac ’ 1 P er 


year ; the oil lamps cost $10.50 per year. The appropriation 
for this department for the year 1886 was $21,750.00; the 
amount expended was $22,113.97. The contract with 
the Newton & Watertown Gas Light Co. expires May 14. 
1887. It provides that lights shall be furnished froip sunset un- 
til midnight twenty nights in each month, to wit: — the twenty 
nights least lighted by the moon, and upon cloudy and 
stormy nights whether there is moonlight or not, as the City 
Marshal shall determine. Either the lamps should be lighted 
every night regardless of the moon or greater care taken that 
they are lighted whenever needed. The terms of the contract 
requires that the lamps be extinguished at 12 o’clock at night. 
They should be kept burning much later. The wishes 
of our citizens for well-lighted streets and the safety it gives 
to travellers will approve of keeping the lights burning from 
sunset to sunrise. The increase of cost ought not to be large, 
as the only additional expense would be for the gas consum- 
ed, and with the modern facilities, appliances, and moderate 
price of material and labor for its manufacture, it can be 
profitably furnished at a low figure. 

During the year the Newton Electric Light and Power 
Company was licensed to do business in Newton, and was 
given a writing granting and designating the streets and Ioca 
tions for poles and wires. The company has put up its plant 
and I understand that it is ready to make contracts. From 
inquiry and observation it will be found that electric lights are 
in general use, and that many of the towns and cities in this 
vicinity are lighting some portion of their streets with electric- 
ity, and with satisfactory results. It would be an advantage 
if the various squares and some of the principal streets in 
our city were lighted by this system. I recommend that the 
Council chambers at the City Hall be lighted by the incan- 
descent system of electric lights. It would prove an agreea- 
ble light, the purity of the air would not be impaired and the 
excessive and troublesome heat arising from the large 
number of gas burners avoided. There is no occasion 
for and ought not to be any antagonism between the two com- 
panies now furnishing artificial light in this city. The 
franchises which they have are valuable, and it is to be hoped 
that the business of selling light may prove profitable to 
both, and at the same time the public may be benefitted by 
having a better light than formerly and at considerable .less 
cost. 

PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

The condition of the public buildings has been much 
improved during the past year and generally they are in good 
order. There are, however, several of the school houses 
which will need repainting and some other repairs. 

Improved sanitary arrangements are much needed at the 
Bigelow school-house, and new heating apparatus is required 
at the engine-house at Newton Centre. 

During the year 1886 the interior and exterior of the 
Underwood school-house were repainted and the sanitary ar- 
rangements, ventilation, and heating thoroughly reconstruct- 
ed, at an expense of $4,100. The Hose house in Ward 5 
was repaired, and an addition made which effectually corrects 
the defective drainage which has existed for several years, 
and provides the needed room for the highway horses. 
The cost of these improvements was $1,800. 

The Hyde and Jackson school-houses have been im- 
proved so as to provide better light in the school-rooms, at an 
expense of $900. 

The Pierce, Mason, and Adams school-houses have been 
repainted. 

The area of the High school lot has been increased by 
the purchase of about 30,000 feet of land, making it now a 
very fine and ample school lot. 

The first section of the new High School building, now 
in process of construction, will be a handsome and con- 
venient building, costing $45,000. It will be ready for 
occupancy at the beginning of the next school year. 

The addition being made to the Public Library will be 
completed by March 1st, and the old part will be materially 
improved by the introduction of steam heating and better 
ventilation ; the cost of the improvements is $23,000. 

In the engine and police stations many sanitary and 
other improvements long needed for the comfort of the occu- 
pants have been completed. 

If, in the present year, the same care and attention are 
paid tot he buildings needing renovation, that have been given 
the past year, it is safe to say that our public buildings will 
be in far more satisfactory condition than for years previous. 

The appropriation for this department, exclusive of new 
buildings, for the year 1886 was $14,000.00 

The amount expended was $14,216.41. 

POOR DEPARTMENT. 

The duty of caring for those whose destitution requires 
aid from the city calls for the exercise of good judgment 
and careful consideration These duties have been per- 
formed faithfully and well by the Board of Overseers and the 
Almoner. 

The almshouse is in good condition, well arranged, 
and heated by steam; the rooms are neatly kept; and plenty 
of wdiolesome food is provided for the occupants. 

The number of inmates at present is 21, a less number 
than usual, most of them being feeble and advanced in years 

.There has been during the past year a small decrease 
in the demands upon the department, which is a good indi- 
cation of increased opportunity for employment. 

The appropriation for maintaining the almshouse and 
assisting the outside poor for the year 1886 was $12,000. 
The amount expended was $11,038.58. 

There was paid into the treasury the sum of $1,922.20, 
being the proceeds of sales from the farm. 

The city farm, being located near the railroad station, 
at Waban, a locality so available and attractive for building 
purposes, is too valuable to be retained for its present use. 

A much smaller tract of land with the necessary build- 
ings in some inexpensive location would serve equally well. 
The city would benefit not only by the cash received from 
the sale of the property over the cost of a new plant, but 
would also be benefitted by its removal, from the more rapid 
development of the district, and the consequent increase of 
taxable property. 

ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT. 

Recent legislation upon the duties of assessors. Chap. 
298, Acts of 1884: 

Sect. 19 provides that the assessors of taxes of each 
city shall, on or before the fifteenth day of July in each year, 
cause street lists of the several voting precincts in such city 


to be compiled and printed in pamphet form for public dis* 
tribution. Said compilation shall be by precincts separately, 
not exceeding fifty copies for each, arranged so as to show 
under the number of the house, or if there is no number, 
then under such other definite description of the location of 
the dwelling place as will enable it to be readily ascertained, 
the names of all persons resident in each dwelling, and as 
sessed for poll taxes. The said assessors shall send such 
number of copies thereof as may be required by the board of 
registrars of voters to the clerk of said board. 

Chap. 106, Acts of 1885, requires the assessors to enum- 
rate and return the number of neat cattle and swine. 

Chap. 271, Acts of 1885, an act to regulate the Assess- 
ment and Registration of Voters provides that : Sect. i. In 
the months of May and June of each year, the assessors or 
assistant assessors of taxes shall visit each dwelling house or 
building in their respective cities or towns, and make a true 
list of all male persons, twenty years of age and upwards, 
liable to be assessed for a poll tax, returned to them by the 
owners or occupants of said dwelling houses or buildings as 
residing therein, together with their occupation and age, as 
near as may be, and residence on the first day of May of the 
preceding year ; and shall also furnish the original list or a 
certified copy thereof to the registrars of voters of their re- 
spective cities and towns, from time to time, before the fif- 
teenth day of July ensuing ; and all assessors and collectors 
of taxes shall furnish any information in their possession 
necessary to aid the registrars and assistant registrars in the 
discharge of their respective duties. 

Chap, 68, Acts of 1886, calls for further duties relative 
to the assessment of women. 

It is plain that these new requirements have largely in- 
creased the work of the assessors, which cannot be actively 
entered upon till May 1st. Moreover, the street lists, in- 
volving lengthy details, must be ready for the printers the 
latter part of June, to enable compliance with the law, which 
requires their publication by the 15th of July. 

The lists for the Registrars of voters to be furnished by 
the 15th of July requires a large amount of clerical work 
within a given time. 

It is evident that some changes are necssary in the usu 
al methods of the department to meet the requirements of 
law, as the street lists and the lists for the registrars of vo- 
ters were not furnished last year till October. To remedy 
this, the assistant assessors could be called upon for more 
service than now' rendered. Practically there is no limit to 
their per diem employment, but care should be taken that 
persons are elected as assistant assessors who can be relied 
upon to devote such time as may be necessary to the w'ork. 

I bespeak for the gentlemen who now constitute the 
Board .that confidence w'hich is justly due them, as the 
duties imposed upon them are of grave importance and affect 
so directly the revenues of the city. 

The term of sendee in the Assessors’ department, ren- 
dered to the town and city of Newton by the venerable Chair- 
man of the Board, Mr. Isaac Hagar, has reached the re- 
markable period of 40 years.. 

REGISTRATION. 

The number of persons liable to poll tax returned by 
the assessors is 5161. Of this number there were registered 
up to the time of the City election, Dec. 7,1886, 3319; a net 
gain of 137 over last year, but after making allowance for 
persons ineligible, it is evident that a large number neglect 
the high duty of suffrage. 

Convenient opportunity is afforded by the Board of 
Registrars for entry of names on the lists, by holding meet 
ings for registration in the several sections of the city and 
frequently at the City Hall. The important and oftentimes 
delicate duties of this Board have been performed with al- 
most absolute correctness and with little friction. The cost 
of the registration department is about $700. 

CLAFLIN GUARD. 

This company during the past year has added to its re- 
putation for discipline and effective service. 

At the annual encampment, the rolls contained the 
names of 3 commissioned officers and 59 enlisted men 
Of this number 80 per cent performed camp duty. 
More than half the company have been present at the weekly 
meetings for instruction and drill. 

At the state rifle match, nearly every company in the 
Commonwealth entered for competition. The state individu- 
al prize, the regimental trophy, and the regimental individual 
prize were w r on by this command. 

The Captain offered his resignation after return from 
camp, but so valuable are his services that upon recommen- 
dation of his regimental and brigade commanders, the Gover- 
nor w as constrained to disapprove the application, which w as 
returned with flattering endorsement. 

Such a record of the company commends this organi- 
zation as worthy of our fostering care and support. 

The cost to the city for the year 1886 was $923.38. 

The receipts from the rental of Armor)' Hall last year 
w-ere $ 245.77. The amount received from the state was 
$400.00. 

CONCLUSION. 

Permit me on this occasion to present my grateful ac- 
knowledgements to my fellow' citizens for their repeated 
testimony of regard. Having been elected Mayor for the 
fourth term, it is not, I trust, inappropriate to publicly ex- 
press my hearty appreciation of the cordial support I have 
received, and my regard for the honor thus conferred upon 
me. 

From the review of the various departments, an impres- 
sion may be gained of the magnitude and great diversity of 
interests to be provided for and consequently of the indis- 
pensable need of a corresponding diligence and intelligent 
care. 

It should be our determination to execute these 
important trusts with such earnestness and fidelity as will in- 
sure an economical, efficient, and progressive administration 
of public affairs and the advancement of the highest welfare 
of all our citizens.

Wednesday eveniug, and will ho upon 
“King Lear.” It is expected to he one of 
tho best of the course, and Mr. Clapp 
warned his audience that he might speak 
for two hours, although he would probably 
finish in an hour and three quarters. The 
warning will probably not keep many away.

SOME H1MCY IIF.MAIIK8 ABOUT THE SPflUOPS 
CITIZEN'S TICKET. 


The board of aldermen hold a special 
mooting on Monday night, to settle the 
Second Ward nldonnanic tangle. All the 
members wore present. 

Annual reports were received from the 
City Marshal; the Sinking Fund commis- 
sioners, who also reported on the income 
from the Head Fund, $1,015,70" 

Mr. .1. C. Ivy protested against the li- 
cense granted to II. F. lloss to put up a 
building for a carpenter shop on the Bailey 
land, and asked that the remonstrants be 
given a hearing. Ilis request was granted 
but no date set. 

Wm. lb Drcssor asked that the unneces- 
sary width of Chestnut street, in front of 
his estate, as established by the County 
Commissioners in 1800, be discontinued; re- 
ferred. 

Martha Sliaughnessy protested against 
the license given to Timothy O'Leary to 
build a stable, which was to bo within a 
very few feet of her house, and would 
provo a nuisance; referred to the committee 
on licenses. 

THE SECOND WARD ALDERMAN. 

The question of the Second Ward aider- 
man then came up, and Alderman Hollis 
moved that each speaker be limited to 
thirty minutes, and the motion was passed. 

Tho reading of the vote for the special 
meeting was called for, and the clerk read 
that a special meeting would bo held to 
hear cvidenco in regard to certain ballots, 
which Mr. E. 11. Pierce claimed were fraud- 
ulent and deceptive. 

Mr. Pierce objected to this, and said that 
he was very careful not to state the grounds 
on which he should object to the ballots, or 
givo notice boforehand of what his line of 
action would be. He then introduced Mr. 
E. O. Childs as the man who knew more 
about the matter than any other citizen. 

Mr. Childs began by saying that ho sup- 
posed the aldermen were all sick and tired 
of the matter, and that they all looked 
sleepy from tho effects of their midnight 
session the week before. Nevertheless 
there was one thing ho wished to discuss, 
and that was tho spurious Citizens* Ballots 
that were cast in all tho wards but Ward 
One. Fortunately or unfortunately he was 
chairman of tho Citizens’ Committee, and 
also chairman of tho Printing Committee. 
He went to Mr. Kiley, the man who print- 
ed tho ballots, and as he knew that an at- 
tempt would be made to imitate tho ticket, 
he told Mr. Kiley to get a cut made of the 
regular citizen’s ticket and have it copy- 
righted. so that the imitating of it would 
be a penal offence. After he had given his 
order, Mr. Henry F. Ross went to Mr. Kiley 
and asked for a copy of the regular ticket, 
but the latter refused to give it to him. 
Mr. Ross was the man who went into the 
Citizen’s convention to defeat Mr. Mitchell 
and secure tho nomination of Mr. Grant. 
But at that time it was understood that 
Mr. Grant did not wish to bo a candidate, 
and also that the delegates to the Repub- 
lican Convention from Ward Two, all 
favored Mr. Mitchell. The Citizen’s Con- 
vention therefore nominated Mr. Mitchell, 
and Mr. Hos*s then went round among the 
delegates to the Republican Convention, 
working for Mr. Grant, and trying to have 
them nominate him, against the wishes of 
his own ward. Mr. Childs said he wished 
it understood that he did not hold Mr. 
Grant responsible for what was done, ho 
was an honorable man and both Mr. Grant 
and Mr. Mitchell were fiiends of his. At 
tho Republican Convention Mr. Hollis was 
nominated for alderman from Ward One, 
by the delegates from his own ward, and 
then a delegate from Ward Two nominated 
Mr. Mitchell. A delegate of Ward 
Seven immediately jumped up ami nominat- 
ed,, Mr. Grant, and a delegate of Ward 
One seconded the nomination. Then 
there was a public offer of a trade; if tho 
delegates from Ward Two would promise 
to support tho nominee of the convention 
for mayor, these gentlemen promised that 
they would allow Mr. Mitchell to be nomi- 
nated. The delegates from Ward Two un- 
wisely refused to consent to support tho 
nominee of the convention for Mayor, 
itiitl SO Mr. Grant was put up. lii the 
election there was only two parties, as all 
the aldermen knew, the Republican and the 
Citizens. The latter gave the order for tho 
printing of thoirtickets to Mr. Kiley. Mr. 
Russ went to him and asked for tho plate 
from which the Citizen’s Ticket was printed. 
Air. Kiley refused to givo it to him, unless 
Mr. Childs would consent. Mr. Ross said 
that he knew that Mr. Childs would 
not consent. Then Mr. Ross said that he 
wanted a ticket made up as near like the 
Citizens’ Ticket as one could be made, and 
Mr. Kiley copied very nearly the Citizens’ 
Ticket of year before last. Mr. Ross wanted 
the word Regular put on the head of it, but 
Mr. Kiley persuaded him not to do it. Tho 
bogus Citizens’ Ticket was then put in the 
field, and it was this ticket which gave Mr. 
Grant a majority of the votes. There was 
no question about that. The ticket was 
brought into Ward Oue, but the man hired 
to distribute them got tired and gave it up. 
In other wards, and especially in Ward 
Two, the man who distributed them had

in his hand ami these bogus tickets under- 
neath. When a man came in upon whom 
the scheme could lie worked, a bogus ticket 
was pulled out from underneath and hand- 
ed him, and he, seeing the regular tickets, 
never suspected but what ho was voting 
one of them, and so deposited the bogus 
ticket in tho box. The same plan lie 
understood, was worked in Wards 51, 4, 5, 
v* and 7, and in this way over a hundred 
bogus ballots were cast. Mr. Childs then 
exhibited tho tickets used in the election, 
ami passed samples of them over to the 
aldermen for inspection. Tho bogus citi- 
zens tickets, be said, were got up to tlu- 
< cive, and they did deceive the voters, and 
by means of it Mr. Grant obtained a ma- 
jority id three. Mr. lioss claims that any 
citizen has a right to get up a citizens tick- 
et and put on it any name ho sees tit, but 
no man had a right to put a bogus ticket in 
circulation, to deceive voters. Wituesess 
could lie called, ii nocessasy. who were de- 
ceived by ibis ticket ii»D< voting lor Mr. 

ut, l, ut Mr. i liilds did i. >t think such a 
i rorccdii g necessary, as the In aid would 
not need such evidence to convince them of 
the lad. li was ihe principle **l tho thing 
he contended for, and it was entirely com- 
petent for the bond to throw out these 
bogus i idiot ? , winch would give Mr. Miteli- 
tilTa i trgv majority. But he did not ask 
that Mr. slu hell be given the seat, he o:ny 


asked that the question he given hack to 
the people, by holding anew election, when 
tlie people could decide whom they winFeil, 
Mr. (Bant or Mr. Mitchell, and there would 
then be no possibility of any one being de- 
ceived by bogus tickets. He should much 
rather Mr. Mitchell should go before the 
people and bo defeated, than to secure a 
seat by means of a bogus ticket, as ho 
thought Mr. Mitchell would stand better 
with the People in such a case. There was 
a good deal of feeling over the matter 
among the people, and he thought the gen- 
eral sentiment was in favor of a new elec- 
tion. It would only he just and right to 
declare the scat vacant, and let tho people 
decide the matter. Mr. Ross put the bogus 
ticket into the Held for the express purpose 
of defeating Mr. Mitchell, and he told mo 
that he was going to get up a ticket as 
near like the regular citizens' ticket as ho 
could. I told him 1 hoped he would be 
man enough to head it “Independent,” but 
it seems lie was not. 

Mr. Fierce then made a few remarks, and 
said a similar case arose a few years ago, 
when Mr. John W. Carter and Mr. Allen of 
Ward Three were candidates. Mr. Carter 
was elected by a small majority, and there 
was a bogus ticket in the Held. Ho said 
that if it could he shown that he was elect- 
ed by the bogus ticket he would refuse to 
take his seat, but Mr. Allen would not peti- 
tion for a recount, and the matter dropped. 
In tho present case 55 of the bogus 
tickets were used in one ward, and over 100 
in the city. This question entered directly 
into the contest, but it was one that must 
he left to a man’s sense of honor, whether 
ho would take a seat won by such means, 
lie did not urge tho board to take any par- 
ticular action, but would lot them act as 
they thought right and justice demanded, 
after hearing the cvfdence. 

Mr. W. E. Flummcr said that he had lis- 
tened to Mr. Childs with a good deal of in- 
terest, as ho probably knew more of poli- 
tics, and running caucuses and conventions 
than any mail in Newton. For his own 
part he would like a new election. Tho so- 
called bogus tickets were peddled in Ward 
Four by two Democrats, he was sorry to 
say, but he supposed they got their $5 each 
for the work, and men would do a good 
deal for that money. He did not think, 
however, there was any such thing as a 
bogus ticket, and if voters couldn't read 
the ticket they voted, they had no light to 
vofe. If the question were referred back to 
the people, he thought there would he no 
diHiculty in finding out whom the people 
wanted. 

Mr. Childs said in regard to bogus tick- 
ets, that every one knew that a great many 
voters, when entering a polling place, go up 
to some man tljey have confidence in, get a 
ticket, and vote it without examining it 
very, carefully. The ticket circulated by 
Mr. Ross was voted in that way, and if 
those tickets wore thrown out and the scat 
declared vacant, Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Grant would be on an equal footing, and 
both would bo in a better position than 
now. 

The hearing was then declared closed. 

Alderman Fettee said that he thought 
the board bad no right to go behind tho 
returns. Voters should know whom they 
were voting for, and if they did not, it was 
not the duty of the board of Aldermen to 
correct the a matter. He could see the hon- 
orable course to pursue, but the question 
for the board to consider was who got the 
most votes, and givejjthat man tho seat, 
without regard to what was said or how 
the votes were obtained. 

Alderman Fettee then presented an or- 
der. directing tho city clerk to amend tho 
ward returns in accordance with the result 
of the recount as the statutes required. 
The order was passed. 

Alderman Ward moved that the report 
of the recount on Jail. (Jth, ho taken from 
the table and adopted; passed. 

Alderman Nickerson said that it seemed 
to him that the only duty of the board 
was to find out who bad the most votes 
and declare him elected. Tho duty of the 
board was done when they had counted 
the ballots, and it would establish a dan- 
gerous precedent to go behind the returns. 

Alderman Fettee said that a new elec- 
tion would cost the city a good deal of 
money, and perhaps there would have been 
more stickers used if the so ealled bogus 
tickets had not been in the field. The 
board was not called upon to say what 
was in the mind of tho voters, when they 
deposited their tiekets in tho ballot box. 

Alderman Johnson moved that the city 
clerk be authorized to make out a certifi- 
cate in favor of Mr. Grant; passed. Mr. 
Grant was then called forward and took 
the oath of ollice. 

The proper compliments wore then paid 
to the board for their patience and cour- 
tesy, by Mr. Fierce and Mr. Childs, and 
the much discussed question was settled. 

The Mayor asked the committees on 
nominating Overseers of the Foor and 
Assessors, to ho ready to make reports 
at the next meeting, and the hoard ad- 
journed to next Monday evening.

“Send out moro horaon, nklrr tho country round!” 

Macbeth. 

It was Saturday afternoon, October II, 
1802, we were just ready to go out for 
“dress parade;’’ tho company was drawn 
up in lino in tho company street, nnd wo 
were waiting for the drums to beat, when 
to our utter astonishment the “general” 
eall sounded at head-quarters, and present- 
ly tho sergeant-major came hurrying down 
with the order for us to “failin’’ in lighting 
trim, which meant guns, cartridge-boxes, 
haversacks, canteens, and, (at this season) 
overcoats. Wo were also ordered to load 
our muskets. Decidedly it looked liko 
business. Humor was at once busy, and the 
regular camp liar began to get in bis work. 
One said Lee bad again crossed the Poto- 
mac botwoeu us and Washington. An- 
other, that tho Capital was in bis posses- 
sion. 

In fact, no end of reports were Hying 
about camp, all of them false, but what- 
ever it was, there was no doubt something 
had happened somewhere that called for 
troops in a hurry. Wo could see that the 
rest of the Brigade was also packing up, 
and very soon we were in line, anil off. 

We marched a half mile to the railroad 
station at Weverton, Md., and found a long 
train of empty baggage-cars, irtto which we 
crowded, lindiug seats on the lioor or 
standing up if we preferred. By this time 
it was quite dark, but we soon learned that 
wo wore on tho way to Frederick City. 
There we arrived about midnight, debarked, 
.and were marched to the main street, and 
ordered to make ourselves comfortable, 
(which we did so far as we wore able with- 
out blankuts or shelter, )not to scatter or go 
into tho houses, but to be ready to “fall in” 
at any moment. 

Wo now learned tho cause of all our hasty 
move. Stuart had started on his famous 
raid around tho rear of McLollan’s army, 
and we had been dispatched to Frederick 
City to head him off. Besides our brigade 
which consisted of about 2200 Infantry, 
wo had a section of regular artillery, the 
2nd Muino Cavalry, and a squadron of U. 
►S. Cavalry. Tho cavalry of our army 
at that time was not what it beeamo later 
under Sheridan, Custer, (iregg, and Kil- 

atrick. Without offence to tho bravo 

oys who wanted to be good cavalry men, 
but didn’t know how, there is no question 
that just at that time they wore tho laugh- 
ing-stock of the infantry. They, were no 
match for the bold and trained horsemen 
under Jeb Stuart, men who had lived from 
boyhood on horseback, and could ride like 
circus actors, while many of our men rode 
as if they had never seen a horse before 
the war* Time and training, however, 
changed all this, and by tho third year of 
tho war our cavalry were a match, man for 
man, for tho best tho south could produce. 

But I left our lino in tho streets of the 
towm, and hero we remained until daylight. 

I picked out a place on the sidewalk wfiere 
the bricks seemed the softest, and with a 
door-step for a pillow managed to get some 
sleep. At dawn wo were movcu to the 
suburbs, and stacked arms in a large field, 
and coffee and liard-tack were served out; 
then we marched to the junction of two 
roads entering tho town from the west, and 
tho cavalry started out on arcconnoissanco. 
Since daylight we had heard the booming 
of light artillery, and knew that General 
Pleasanton was on tho heels of tho rebel 
troopers, and wo hoped they might be 
driven into the trap we had so nicely set 
for them. Stuart probably had informa- 
tion of our presence, for he turned off to 
the eastward when he got within a few 
miles of the town; as tho day wore on wo 
listened to the sound of the guns, and then 
knew they were passing around us to the 
east and south. Meantime wo amused our- 
selves in one way and another. It was 
Sunday, and tho Frederick City girls had 
on. their pretty clothes, and some of our 
susceptible comrades had managed to get 
acquainted and were indulging in a little 
flirtation. 

Wo had been in the town before, and 
formed a very good opinion of tho people 
from the cordiality of our reception then. 
In September, within the space of a few 
days, a large part of Leo’s army had passed 
through its streets, and had been followed 
closely by McLellan’s army. It was great- 
ly to the disadvantage of Leo, in a political 
sense, that an opportunity was offered to 
the Marylanders to compare tho two arm- 
ies, lor tho difference in “personnel” was 
startling, and vastly in favor of tho Union 
troops. 

Perhaps a quotation from ono of our 
Regimental historians will give a good 
picture df our reception on our first visit to 
tho town— ho says: “we had marched a 
long distance out of our way in returning 
from picket duty, and when at nightfall, 
wo approached Frederick, the men were 
very tired and hungry. On entering the 
city, howovor, tho sight which greeted our 
eyes drove all tired and hungry feelings 
from our minds. The balconies and door- 
steps of many of tho houses were tilled 
with ladies and children, dressed in white, 
with red and blue profusely displayed, wait- 
ing to receive us. A short halt just before 
entering the streets, gave the line a chance 
to close up. As many of the drummers as 
could be caught were sent to the head of 
tho column, and wo wore soon keeping 
step to the stirring strains of martial 
music. It was an inspiring sight, those 
loyal women, welcoming us with bright, 
smiling faces ami words of kindly greeting 
— wo were not tired.” So says Comrade 
Todd id' the 70th New York “Highland- 
ers,” and our reception was no less cordial. 

Now the writer hates to help destroy a 
pojuilar idol, or throw cold water upon such 
a pretty poem, but “candor compels me to 
admit” (as Joe says to Pip in “Great Fx- 
pcctations”) that so far as 1 know and be- 
lieve the “Barbara Friotchie” story is a 
myth. We followed close on the heels of 
Stonewall Jackson through Frederick City, 
and such an event as that would have been 
very likely to reach our ears; 1 never heard 
of the story at that time and never saw a 
soldier who did. Stonewall .Jackson was 
not tho kind of man to order his soldiers 
to lire upon a defenceless, gray-liaired 
woman or at a Hag; still, it is a very pretty 
story, and there may have been some 
event that gave a foundation for it. 

Late in tho afternoon our Cavalry re- 
turned, bringing seven prisoners, and re- 
ported that the rebel force was too strong 
to intercept, and was moving around our 
rear; wo were hastily embarked on the cars 
again and started South, and after a tedi- 
ous ride reached Point of Hocks, near the 
Potomac, about It) o’clock p.m. It had set 
in to rain before we left Frederick City, 
and was now raining heavily. Three com- 
panies were detailed to go on picket, my 


company being one of them. The remain- 
der of the regiment stowed itself away in 
the railroad sheds and some out-buildings, 
(the Baltimore and Ohio Hailrnad crosses 
the Potonmi; hero.) Tho night was dark ns 
ink, rain seemed to fall both wnys, nnd wo 
were drenched in a tow minutes. Wo 
moved out along the bnnk of the canal, 
posting pickets, and some were sent out on 
tho railroad. All night we strained our 
eyes nnd ears, tho rushing waters often de- 
ceiving us. To say that wo were a mad, 
hungry, disgusted set when morning catno, 
is to say little: but it was all out of our J 
years, as the men would often say. 

Shortly after day-break, while wo wore 
looking anxiously for relief, orders came 
for our company to move out and establish 
a regular line of posts, with three men on 
duty at each, to mount guard in turn. All 
was qniet until about 2 o’clock p.m.. when 
a cavalryman came into my post (which 
was tho extreme outer one) badly wounded 
in the arm, covered j with blood and very 
weak, saying he had been attacked in 
somo woods near by, by a squad of robel 
cavalry, and in escaping was shot. I sent 
one of the men back with him to the rear, 
and the other up to tho reserve, and very 
soon Company “D” came down on the 
“double-quick,” deployed as skirmishers, 
and moved forward, beating up the coun- 
try well for some distance, but found no 
enemy. 

We now learned that Stuart’s force had 
crossed the Potomac not far below where 
wo were, and escaped, and from prisoners 
also learned that ojur little force had twice 
frustrated him — first in an intended visit 
to Frederick City and second at Point of 
Rocks, in both of which plnces there wore 
considerable Government stores, which we 
had thus saved from destruction. We had 
not even had the satisfaction of emptying 
our riffes at tho bold riders, and had 
caught more colds than rebels, and as we 
returned to our camp in Pleasant Valley, 
sharing in the general mortification of the 
Army at tho display of “cheek” in our ad- 
versaries, could only tako comfort in the 
thought that we had done our duty.

LEAVES FROM OLD JOURNALS. 


1JY TIIE HON. JOSHUA QUINCY. 

I shall merely glance at a great subject. 
The story of the inside management of our 
earlier railroads is aside from the purpose 
of the present papers. Students of finance 
would be interested in the perplexities 
which were surmounted, the expedients 
that were tried, the bitter opposition that 
was worked down; but for tho general 
reader it is sufficient to say that the Massa- 
chusetts railroads were built by patriotic 
men for tho public benefit. Few believed 
in them ns investments, and the state, 
when her franchise was asked, burdened it 
with a condition most creditable to the 
foresight of her legislators. I quote the 
protective clause, which permits the peo- 
ple to foreclose on any one of tho old rail- 
roads whenever they choose to do so: 

“The Commonwealth may at any time 
during the continuance of a charter of any 
railroad corporation, after the expiration 
of twenty years from the opening of said 
railroad for use, purchase of tho corpora- 
tion the said railroad and all the franchise, 
property, rights, and privileges of tho cor- 
poration, by paying then therefor such a 
sum as will reimburse them tho amount of 
capital paid in, with a not profit thereon of 
teu per cent, per annum from tho time of 
the payment thereof by the stockholders to 
the time of such purchase.” 

There is statesmanshin looking out for 
to-morrow, as well as for to-day ! Let us 
remember this when we are disposed to 
rail at the lack of intelligence in our demo- 
cratic legislation. Proceeding upon tho 
same line, Massachusetts, before giving her 
last installment of assistance to the road 
connecting her capital with Albany and tho 
West, reserved tho right to purchase tho 
same by paying tho par value of the shares, 
with seven per cent, thereon. It would 
tako many millions of dollars to measure 
the value of those morsels of legislation to 
the Bay State. It might bo worth dollars 
to bo reckoned by the hundred million had 
all our states similar writings upon their 
statute-books. It is not the actual use of 
such reserved rights, but their existence 
in terrorem , which protects tho interests of 
society against the greed of somo small 
minority of its members. In 18(17 I peti- 
tioned the Legislature of Massachusetts to 
exercise its power of purchase in the inter- 
est of the peoplo, and to assume the own- 
ership of the railroads connecting ns with 
the West. Thu mighty corporations took 
the field like regular armies, well officered, 
well dsciplined, and with a full com- 
missariat. Tho people, so far as they 
could bo heard from, wore full of spirit; 
but they wore an unorganized militia, 
without available funds to provide leaders 
and fee lawyers. The corporations man- 
aged to prevent a purchase, which would 
have doubled the business of Boston, and, 
by its inllucuce upon other roads, would 
have gone far to settle the question of 
cheap transportation. But the popular 
feeling was so strong that the legislature 
was compelled to give much that was want- 
ed, though not all that was asked. The 
railroads were compelled to do something 
to earn tho ten nor cent, which they exact- 
ed from the public; some of it, too, repre- 
senting no legitimate outlay in slin k. On 
tin.* lbth of April, 1880, my journal records 
a chance meeting with the late Judge (’olt, 
olio of the able counsel who were retained 
for the railroads. lie spoke of the revival 
of commercial interests and of the increase 
of general prosperity which had resulted 
from the compulsory union of the Western 
and Worcester roads, together with tho 
tiatof the legislature, which obliged the 
tracks to be carried to deepwater. “You 
would never have brought this about,” he 
said, “had it not been for that power of 
purchase which the state had reserved. 
That was the fulcrum upon which tho 
lever rested by which inert masses were 
moved aside for the benefit of the public.” 
It was even so. 

There was one question that could not 
be avoided after tho establishment of rail- 
roads: “What are tho rights of Negroes 
in respect to this new mode of locomo- 
tion?” And the general voice of the com- 
munity replied in the usual chorus: 
“Neither here nor elsewhere have they 
any rights which a white man is bound to 
respect.” The prejudice against persons 
of color can be but faintly realized at the 
present time. No public conveyance would 
carry them; no hotel would receive them, 
except as servants to a white master. Tho 
day in May when our state government was 


organized was universally called “Nigger 
’Lection,” because on that day Negroes 
were accorded tho privilege of appearing 
on the Common; whereas, if one of this 
class of citizens presumed to enter the 
Common on Artillery Election (which took 
place about a month Inter), he was liable 
to be pursued and stoned by a crowd of 
roughs and boys. After tho Providence 
Railroad opened the shortest route to New 
York, it was found that an appreciable 
number of the despised race demanded 
transportation. Scenes of riot and violence j 
took place, and, in the then existing state I 
of opinion, it seemed to me that tho diffi- 
culty could best be met by assigning a spe- 
cial car to our colored citizens. Some of j 
our cars were then arranged like the old . 
stage-coaches — there being three compart- 
ments upon a truck. These coaches com- 
municated only by a small window at the 
to)), and one of the compartments I as- 
signed for the exclusive use of colored per- 
sons. One morning at Providence 1 en- 
tered the middle carriage, and was present- 
ly attracted by voices in the next division— 
that allotted to travellers of the black race. 

1 arose and looked through the little win- 
dow just mentioned, and saw that a South- 
ern gentleman (if by a stretch of courtesy 
ho may be so called) bad entered the com- 
partment, which was occupied by a well- 
dressed Negro, who woro spectacles. The 
Southerner was evidently much exeited at 
finding a Negro taking his ease in a first- 
class carriage. There had been some words 
betw’ecn them, which l did not perfectly 
hear. What l did hear, upon taking my 
position at the little window, was this: 

Southerner — “You black rascal, so you’re 
a voter here. Are you?” Negro — “Yes, I 
am a free citizen and a voter.” Southerner 
—“Well, 1 have taken just such fellows as 
you and tied them up by their thumbs and 
whipped them till the blood ran down to 
their heels.” Negro— “Then, sir, you shed 
your brother’s blood.” Southerner — “Why, 

you Nigger, you don’t mean to say 

that I’m your brother?” Negro — “Yes; for 
it is written that lie made of one blood all 
nations of ipen for to dwell on tho face of 
tho earth.” The effect of this quotation 
was as the last straw upon tho burdened 
camel. It fairly broke the patience of the 
knightly personage who had entered the 
carriage. He instantly sprang upon the 
Negro, catching him by the collar; and al- 
most as quickly I entered the compartment 
and ordered him to desist. 

“Well, who are you?” said the assailant, 
with a mighty oath. I replied that 1 was 
tho president of the road, and should see 
that he was arrested if he did not immedi- 
ately leave the carriage; and, having said 
this, I added a few r words of measureless 
contempt for his conduct. Muttering some 
profanity, the man left tho compartment, 
while 1 called the conductor to show him 
to the proper coach. At that time the 
trains made quite a stop at Mansfield, dur- 
ing which most of the passengers left the 
cars. I was standing upon tho platform of 
that way-station, when the Southerner ap- 
proached me. with a beaming face and all 
the suavity of manner which was charac- 
teristic of slaveholders when upon their 
good behavior at the North. lie gracefully N 
apologized for his conduct, saying that he 
was not accustomed to see Negroes treated 
as white persons, and that the sudden in- 
troduction to such a spectacle had caused 
an excitement that he was unable to con- 
trol. Before he had finished speaking, we 
were joined by tho Negro, who, in a man- 
ner no less gentlemanly, thanked me for 
my interference, and. producing a hand- 
some pocket-book, offered mo his card. 
The amazement with which the gentleman 
from tho J South regarded this proceeding is 
altogether indescribable. His blank and 
helpless astonishment was of tho sort which 
might be succeeded by a burst of indigna- 
tion or a burst of laughter. Fortunately, 
tho comic side of this latter-day warning at 
length succeeded in making itself prodomij 
nant. 

“Well, take mo home!” he said. “I’ve 
seen all I came for. Spectacles were good; 
but a Nigger with a visiting card. It just 
knocks me down, mid makes me as weak as 
a baby. A Nigger with a visiting card! 
Well, I am surely dreaming, and that’s a 
fact.” 

The above incident is an extreme illus- 
tration of a state of feeling which has hap- 
pily passed away.— The Independent.

The Second Ward Aldermanic tangle is 
settled at. last and Mr. B. S. Grant has been 
voted the seat. The board of aldermen 
were unanimous against going behind the 
returns. Mr. Grant had three votes more 
than his opponent, and as Alderman 
Tctteo said, they did not think thoy were 
called upon to ask how those votes were 
obtained. If men voted for Mr. Grant 
when they intended to vote for Mr. Mitch- 
ell, that was their look out, and they 
ought to hnvo read their ticket before- 
hand. 

Tho speech of Mr. Childs, chairman of 
tlio Citizens’ Committee, was a clear pres- 
entation of tho evidence, and his descrip- 
tion of the Citizens’ Ticket, which bore 
Mr. Grant’s name, and the directions given 
in regard to it, do not harmonize with 
thoso^Mr. Kiley was foolish enough to 
makeover his signature some two weeks 
ago. There seems nothing for Mr. Kiley 
to do now but to write another letter in re- 
ply to Mr. Childs. 

A largo majority of tho citizens think 
that Mr. Mitchell has been unfairly treat- 
ed, but as it cannot he helped now, they 
will have to wait until another election 
comes round before they will have an op- 
portunity to show him that they approve 
•f the honorable course ho has pursued in 
the matter from the start. If it toaclics- 
voters to read their ballots over carefully, 
boforc putting them into the ballot box, the 
lesson will serve a useful purpose. 

One way pursued by a prominent gentle- 
man of this city is worthy of imitation by 
those who wish to vote intelligently. On 
election day ho procured the tickets of both 
parties, retired into his library, and made 
up a ticket to suit himself. It is needless 
to say that the ticket he voted would not 
have been recognized by either of the regu- 
lar parties, but it expressed tho wish of 
the voter, and each candidate was judged 
on his merits. Were all to exercise the 
same care and conscientiousness in voting, 
tho right of suffrage would mean a good 
deal more than it does now. 


Tiik Lodge-bong machine appears to 
have been badly wrecked at Thursday’s 
conference. They claimed that there 
ould ho a caucus, that “tho little bell had 
rung for Mr. Dawes,” and had Mr. Long 
elected several weeks ago. It now appears 
that he can not command enough votes to 
toll a caucus, and tho nice little scheme of 
several ambitious politicians has come to 
grief. Whether Mr. Dawes or Governor 
Robinson bo finally chosen does not 
matter greatly, the discomforturc of the 
ould he “bosses” lias cleared the air, and 
strengthened tho party. 

Tiikhk is a good deal of dissatisfaction 
rer the assignment ofcommittoes made by 
Speaker Noyes, but the Newton representa- 
tives fared pretty well. Mr. Wood is chair- 
man of tho bouse committee on agriculture, 
place which ho has proved his ability to 
HU, and is also a member of tho committeo 
on Education. Mr. Walworth is chairman 
of the committee on County Estimates, and 
member of the committee on Election 
Laws. 


The Graphic’s “War Pictures’’ promise 
to do as much for this paper as the war 
papers in the Century did for that mag- 
azine. It is surprising, considering the 
length of time that has elapsed, that such 
general interest is taken in the many war 
reminiscencies that arc being published, 
but it shows how deep is the feeling of 
patriotism among Americans, although 
they do not say much about it. There has 
been a good deal of .curiosity as to tlio 
writer of our “War Pictures,” and many 
guesses have been made, but most of 
them are very far from the truth. The ex- 
cellent style in which they are written, and 
tlio story of events in which many Newton 
veterans took part, have proved that the 
writer knows whereof he speaks, but he pre- 
fers to have his name unknown for a time, 
and so far the secret has been well kept. The 
series is growing in interest, and as per 
sonal experiences are given, they amuse as 
well as interest the general reader. 
The next paper will treat of the 
food given to the soldiers, and the laugh 
able (although it was far from being so 
at the time) experiences the hungry sol- 
diers met with. It is proper that men 
who suffered so much for this country 
should bo generously taken care of when 
they become old and poor, and for that 
reason tho coming carnival in aid of the 
charity fund of Clias. Ward 1‘ost should he 
assisted in every way possible, to insure its 
success.

The Congregational Club, 

About one hundred and fifty ladies and 
gentlemen, were present at tho monthly 
meeting of tho Congregational Club, at the 
church parlors iu West Newton last Mon- 
day evening After the supper in the low 
er rooms, all present adjourned to the up 
per hall, and as it was the first meeting of 
the year, the annual election of officers oc- 
curred. President Hyde in a few pleasant 
remarks thanked the club for the honor 
they had bestowed on him, and introduced 
the Rev. Walcot Calkins, who opened tlio 

bjeet for discussion, which was, “How 
can the impression of the week of prayer 
be sustained and intensified.” Mr. Calkins 
spoke in his impressive way and received 
the closest attention from his hearers. It 
being the close of the week of prayer, lie 
congratulated tho members of the different 
churches on the result of the work of the 
year just passed, and thought the pros- 
pect for tho now year was very encourag- 
ing. Owing to his pastoral duties, he had 
neglected making any good resolutions for 
1S87, but as he had adhered as strictly as 
possible to good, ortliordox principles, he 
had not as yet perceived any had result 
from his neglect. lie believed in the week 


varieties and colors aro so many that it is 
well adapted for tho market. Tho three 
chief varieties aro tho Cliincso, Japanese 
and Pompons, but by cross fertilization 
tlio qualities of all three are mingled in 
one. About ten years ago Dr. Walton suc- 
ceeded in raising plants from the seed, 
which was previously thought impossible 
in this climate, and now it is possible for 
any ono to raise nocdlings if tlioy only ob- 
serve the necessary conditions. It is a 
pleasant amusement, but not very profit- 
able, as not more than ono seedling in fifty 
is worth raising. 

Mr. Fewkes’ paper was received with ap- 
plause, after which Mr. E. W. Wood was 
called upon. IIo said that ho wns sorry a 
larger audience was not present, as the 
paper was an especially valuable one, giv- 
ing the results of actual experience in the 
raising of chrysanthemums, by one of the 
most successful growers in tho state. He 
said that tlio chrysanthemum was especially 
worthy of •cultivating as a house plant, and 
told of a lady to whom lie sent cuttings 
last spring, who succeeded in raising twen- 
ty of as lino plants as were often seen. 
They wero much hotter than his, as ho had 
been troubled with blind wood. The plants 
were but little trouble to care for, and the 
blossoms would easily last a month. The 
best plan, ho thought, was to buy tho 
young plauts in May, care for them during 
the summer, and pot them before tlio 
nights became too eold. If kept in a 
cool room, with plenty of light and air, 
the blossoms could ho mado to last six 
weeks in lino condition. He told of 
plant he had sent tc a West Newton drug 
storb for exhibition, which was allowed 
to dry up after the flowers began to fade, 
and from the pot there came up more than 
200 seedlings. He had saved forty or fifty. 
Mr. Fewkes had taken a large number, and 
the rest were thrown away. Of all tho 
seedlings, very few if any had the charac- 
teristics of the original plant.

Dear Sir: — 

In reply to your letter requesting a state- 
ment as to the character, quality and pro- 
gress of the work upon tho new* High 
School building, we herewith present 
tho following report: 

In June last the public property commit- 
tee advertised for estimates for the erec- 
tion of a new High School building. 

The estimate of Mr. Henry F. Ross of 
Newtonville being the lowest, was accepted 
for tho general contract, which includes 
the following works: masonry, carpentry, 
lathing and plastering; painting and glaz- 
ing; roofing, copper and galvanized iron 
work; plumbingand gas fitting. 

In order to reduce tho price as much as 
possible, some modifications were made in 
our plans alid specifications by the com- 
mittee; these consisted mainly of reducing 
the height of tho building 1 foot 0 inches, 
and in omitting most of the ornamental 
stone work on the outside. 
uLThe amount thus saved was 82,478.00. 
On August 28th, Mr. Ross signed a contract 
for $88,750 and agreed to complete the 
building on or beforo August 1, 1887. 

Contracts^ wero also made with tho Wal- 
worth Manufacturing Co., for heating, $2,- 
017, and with Moses Pond & Co., for venti- 
lating, $480. 

Work was begun August 81st, and has 
been carried on without interruption to 
the present time.

The only extra expense incurred thus 
far is three hundred dollars for additional 
windows in tlio school rooms, which were 
added at the suggestion of Dr. Lincoln, 
stato medical inspector of schools.

FISHUALLS. 

Wash and pick in half-inch pieces, one 
cup of raw salt fish. Pare and cut iu 
quarters one pint of potatoes. Boil pota- 
toes and fish together twenty-five minutes. 
Drain off all tlie water,, mash and beat tho 
whole till very light. Add one teaspoon- 
ful of butter, a quarter of a saltspoonful 
of popper, and, when slightly cooled, ono 
beaten egg, and salt if needed. Sliapo in a 
tablespoon, and fry in a frying basket in 
smoking-hot lard for one minute. Drain 
on soft paper. A wire notato-masher is 
necessary for these fishballs, to make them 
perfectly. « 

FRIED FIStl. 

Prepare slices of cod or halibut an inch 
thick, or small pan-fish— as smelt, perch, 
etc.,— whole. Season with salt and pepper, 
roll in crumbs, then dip in egg and again 
in crumbs, and fry in a frying basket about 
live minutes. Tlie fat should he hot 
enough to brown a picee .of bread while 
you count sixty. Oysters aro prepared in 
tlie same way, and fried only two or three 
minutes. 

DUTCH APPLE CAKK. 

Mix one pint of flour, one-lmlf teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon soda, and one tea- 
spoon cream tartar, aud sift them together. 
Bub in one-fourth of a cup \>f butter. Beat 
ono egg, ami mix it with one scant cup 
of milk, and stir this into tho dry mixture. 
Spread this dough half ail inch thick in a 
shallow baking nan. Core, pare and cut 
into eighths, four or five upplo*. Lay 
them iu parallel rows on the cuke, tlie 
sharp edge down, and press them in slight- 
ly. Sprinkle on tho apple two tahleepoou- 
f ills of sugar. Bake twenty or thirty min- 
utes in a hot oven. To be eaten hot witli 
butter as a tea or breakfast cake, or as a 
I pudding witli sauce. 

LEMON SAl'CK. 

■ Boil two cups hot water aiul one cup 
sugar five minutes. Add three heaping 
teaspooufuls of corn starch, wot in a little 
' cold water. Cook ten minutes, then add 
one tahlespoontnl ol' butter and Hie juice 
and grated liud of a lemon. Stir till tlie 
blitter melts, and serve.

Tho vessel was bound 
for Liverpool and carried a lull cargo. The 
description of Julia Livermore’s appear- 
ance left no doubt but that it was Martha 
Coulson, and Robert Mentone of course 
turned his face toward Menlo with a heavy 
heart. 

But whatever hopes he or the relatives 
of Martha had of ultimately finding 
her, or of seeing her return some months 
later in better humor than when she loft, 
were put to rest largely by an account 
about) three weeks later in the New York 
papers of a fearful storm on the Atlantic 
coast, which wrecked many vessels ami 
among them the brig ‘Martha Jane.’ bound 
for Liverpool. She was blown out of her 
course and finally wrecked on the coast of 
North Carolina with all on board. And 
as days and months*and years— many years 
in fact— passed and no tidings came from 
her, it was assumed to a certainty that she 
was dead. 

II. 

Martha Coulson was a simple hearted, 
self-reliant, truthful girl, but impulsive 
and inconsiderate at times from lack of 
early training. She would have made Rob- 
ert Mentone an excellent wife hut for the 
false step of yielding to the impulse of a 
jealous feeling which came over her when 
a thoughtless gossip of the neighborhood 
exaggerated her lover’s alleged unfaithful- 
ness. She more than half repented of it in 
an hour after her angry interview with 
Robert, hut a sense of injustice, added to a 
self-asserting spirit, determined her to do 
something that would at least make a last- 
ing impression on her lover and leave no 
room for future misconception. Few 
things were more dreaded by her than ridi- 
cule, and apprehensive of the chatting she 
might expect from her young friends over 
Robert Mentone’s supposed inconsistency, 
she hastily resolved to leave the place; 
whether to return or not depended on cir- 
cumstances. She was skilful in domestic 
duties, and felt perfectly able to support 
herself as a servant gill or cook. It was a 
wild freak and indefensible; huther pecu- 
liar temperament enabled her to carry it 
out. So making a bundle of a few articles 
of clothing Kuflicient for a change she stole 
out of her mother’s homo early in the even- 
ing and bent her steps toward New York. 

It was a venturesome task for a young 
girl all alone; hut her “pluck” supported 
her. The first night, to avoid the risk of 
recognition iu her own neighborhood, she 
travelled almost continuously, resting an 
hour or two before daylight behind a shel- 
tering h tty-stack until morning, when she 
trudged on to a farm house and with an 
unabashed and somewhat jaunty air asked 
for a nteal, offering to pay for it, and in an- 
swer to inquiries giving evasive rather than 
false answers about her destination. .She 
rested often that day and at night staid at 
a farmer’s house, believing that that course 
involved less risk than to travel at night. 
In this way she reached New York after a 
few days with little cash outlay, as nearly 
every fanner with whom site staid refused 
pay for entertaining her, though most of 
them suspected that her business on the 
road, while not immoral, was not of a na- 
ture to bear close investigation. 

Before reaching New York her plan was 
to seek a situation as domestic, hut while 
walking along the dock she saw on the side 
of a vessel the words “Cook Wanted,” and 
instantly determined to apply. While talk- 
ing with tho captain, him Burden, already 
mentioned, happened Dear and recognized 
her. Finding that he was one of the crow 
she appealed to him to endorse her qualifi- 
cations as cook, which lie readily did, and 
she was at once installed. Next day the 
vessel sailed, and she was of course safe 
from immediate pursuit. 

.She entered on her duties diligently, and 
did them well, but before a full day had 
passed tho storm arose, which Look the ves- 
sel out of her course and finally, iu spite of 
I every effort, wrecked her totally on the 
1 coast of North Carolina, livery soul on 
board was drowned except herself, and iu 
her ease it was the merest chance that 
saved her, as after clinging desperately to 
a piece of timber for over an hour she was 
washed ashore iu an insensible condition, 
and picked up by some colored men who 
were looking out for hits of wreckage. 
They carried her to a cabin not far distant, 
and from them and their women she re- 
ceived every attention for a few days w hich 
their narrow means allowed. Then the 
planter to whom those people belonged 
learning that she was white and somewhat 
educated had her removed to his house, 
where she w as carol idly nursed and w as 
so* >n on tho way to lull recovery. 

As soon as tier strength would allow, cn- 
qiiirics of course were made as to her ante- 
cede Its. I lit, except that she had been 
w recked iumi the ’’Manila .Jane,” she eva- 


ded them, and finally appealed to her new 
friends not to pursue the subject. She 
canto there, she declared, iu a perfectly 
honorable way, and was willing, and indeed \ 
desirous to stay if they would allow her, 
hut not as a pensioner. She knew how to 
work, and was anxious t<> do it, both to re- 
pay their kindness and to support herself. 
There was no stain on her diameter, hut 
her reasons for not revealing more as to her 
history were her own. and being satisfac- 
tory, she asked as a favor that their enquir- 
ies would not bo pressed. As everything 
about her indicated sincerity and good 
breeding, her wishes were respected, ami 
curiosity as to her history in a great meas- 
ure ceased. 

In the course of the nineteen or twenty 
years which followed, she filled at different 
times nearly all the positions onen during 
tho ante-war period to respectable North- 
ern white girls at the South — head house- 
keeper, governess, school teacher, etc. — 
always with general acceptance; and being 
prudent and economical, managed to lay 
by n little competence of a thousand dol- 
lars or more. She never courted society, 
nor yet specially avoided it; but to all ad- 
vances made by young men or old bache- 
lors towards the intimacies of courtship — 
and there were several such cases— she 
interposed a resolute negative. She was 
chatty and pleasant to all whoso manners 
pleased her, but had no confidants, and 
never talked much about love or matri- 
mony. At first there wore a good many 
theories about as to her antecedents, but 
the talk in this direction gradually ceased, 
and she was treated on her merits, and left 
to manage her affairs in her own way; 
which indeed she was well able to do. 

After somo twenty years of service in the 
lines indicated, and after she bad almost 
drifted out of the social range of earlier 
acquaintances at the South, her hand was 
sought by a “tar-heel” widower with more 
than usual pertinacity, so much so as to 
greatly annoy and vex her. She was then 
engaged in teaching a rather troublesome 
village school in the neighborhood of t\io 
Cumberland Mountains, and becoming tired 
of its annoyances, and wearied .also by the 
amorous persecutions of her disagreeable 
admirer, she resolved on another movement 
in tho nature of a personal coup d'etat. 
This was to invest part of her capital in the 
purchase of a little mountain home, and 
“cut” society for good, believing that she 
could lie quite as happy as a hermit, as in 
any other way. 

After considerable search and negotiation 
she made a secret purchase on the moun- 
tain side in an isolated spot, had a little 
cabin erected, then collected her bills, 
closed her school, and again disappeared. 
As companions in her retirement sho se- 
lected a cow and a few' chickens, a dog and 
cat, and with these and their successors 
from time to time spent many quiet and 
pleasant years. Sho never visited tho set- 
tlements except when absolutely necessary 
to obtain supplies, returned as soon as pos- 
sible, sought no favors of anybody, and 
though her habitation was known to a few, 
was never molested or insulted. For self- 
protection, as well as to supply herself 
with game, she learned to use rifle and 

S istol, using them w'cll and efficiently; and 
cing out of doors a good deal and careful 
as to her diet and drinks, maintained good 
health, and oven a fair share of good looks. 
She picked up what books she could from 
time to time, and for a hermit certainly 
had a respectable library. 

Even tho great war of the rebellion did 
not disturb her, as no soldiers of either 
army chanced to invade her domain. S^to 
overheard* talk about it a few times, and 
gained a few facts from stray newspapers 
which fell into her hands; or rather, she in- 
ferred from them in a general way the main 
cause of tho trouble, though with little 
knowledge of the circumstances that led 
up to it. Iler life was serene and unevent- 
ful, tinged not even with melancholy, ex- 
cept that sometimes a sigh escaped as the 
conviction that she had taken a false step 
w\ns forced upon her. But it seemed too 
late to remedy it, and hence she expected 
to live and die in her mountain home. And 
no doubt she would blit that — God had 
ordered otherwise. 

III. 

The flight of Martha Coulson from her 
home was in itself a sad affair for Robert 
Mentone; but his sorrow' was still greater 
to hear of her death on the North Caro- 
lina coast. Perhaps had the facilities for 
travel been as good then as now ho might 
have journeyed there to verify tho news- 
paper statement; but ns these were quite 
circumstantial and positive, and as he was 
poor and not a knight errant at all, the 
thought of making a search did not occur 
to him. Possibly he thought that oven 
should lie find her alive it would do him 
no special good, — that a young woman 
who would run from him because of a 
gossipy story might not return to duty 
even if he found her and begged her to do 
so.

11c had no 
relish for that sort of fame.

“A female 
hermit in North Carolina, and how she 
came here;” “results of a lover’s quarrel, 
Ac.,” — the whole credited to the North 
Carolina ( lariou, or something like it.

The writer claimed that lie had 
accidentally found the woman’s cabin 
while very hungry, very tired, and a little 
thirsty; that he had been most hospitably 
entertained by her, and curious to know 
why she was living there, had, after a good 
deal of persistence, won her confidence so 
far us to get from iter the leading facts iu 
her history. This, however, did not occur 
until after repeated visits iu succeeding 
Hummois, and even then he hud to pledge 
his honor not lo reveal anything about her 
, that would discover her rel real and subject 
her from the curious. Thu history de- 
! (ailed was. in brief, the history of Martha 
Coulson, as Robert Montone knew it up to 
die lime of the wreck. lie read it, as 
need scarcely be mentioned, with breath- 


less interest and n beating heart; pud the 
subsequent history was so like what, lie 
would naturally expect of herns to firmly 
convince him that tho long lost, Martha was 
yet to be found. And throwing down the 
paper, he said : "I’ll find her if it costs 
fifty thousand dollars!”

But no 
accidents intervened, and ho arrived at his 
place of embarkation on schedulo time. 
At tho first moment possible lie was at the 
office of the North Carolina Clarion, which 
had first published the account which 
brought him there. Hunting out tho editor 
he handed him the article, and asked if ho 
were the author? 

“Why, yes,” said tho latter, after hastily 
glancing over it; “I rather think so. As 
far as 1 have read, it reads like my work. 

“Well,” said Mr. Mentone, “I have come 
hero from tho North to. find that woman, 
and of course want your assistance in do- 
ing so.” 

“Indeed! But,” replied tho journalist, 
lmlf-roproachfully, “1 have no right to do 
that. Sho objects positively to any visi- 
tors, and I liavo promised to respect her 
wishes.” 

“That’s all right as to ordinary visitors; 
but I am not an ordinary visitor. I 
think, or at least hope, that sho will bo 
glad to see me. I come from her birth- 
place, and 1 am Robert Mentone, the once 
young man engaged to her when sho left 
the North forty years ago.” , 

“You Robert Mentone!” said the editor 
thoughtfully, end with surprise. “Well! 
well! Here is richness; here is romance 
indeed! That alters the case somewhat — 
that is, if true. But how am I to know' 
that it is true?” 

“No other man would lie likely to come 
here from the North with such a claim — 
would he? But as further proof of our 
former intimacy, hero are several old let- 
ters and notes from her addressed to me, 
antedating her flight.” 

Tne journalist looked at them, and then 
at the signatures.

— Officer Fuller is confined to the house 
by a quite severe attack of measles. 

—The Newton lee Co. are harvesting at 
Bullough’s Pond, Walnut street. 

— Mr. Ilarrv W. Mason has been chosen 
secretary of the Newton Horticultural So- 
ciety. 

— The Newton Theological Seminary re- 
ceives $500 by the will of tho late Sarah II. 
Champney of Whitman. 

— Mr. Fife, the expressman, will have an 
interesting announcement in next week's 
Graphic. 

— The Boston Becord predicts a good 
harvest for the relief of the veterans of the 
Charles Ward Post, at the coming Carnival. 

— “The Neighbors' Club” met at Mr. A. 
L. Band's, Centre street, on Monday eve- 
ning, Mr. C. C. Barton reader. 

—Tho First church clock, being fairly 
discouraged by tho cold weather, stopped 
on Tuesday morning, but was put on duty 
again before sunset. 

— The Grand Army fair of 1S72, at Mason 
Hall. Newton Centre, the first and only one 
ever held by the post, is still remembered 
with much pleasure. The profits were 
$3000. 

— Bov. Mr. Boynton of Jamaica Plain, 
pastor of the Congregational cliufch, 
preached Sunday morning and evening on 
exchange with Rev. T. .1. Holmes. Tho 
morning discourse was from the record of 
St. Matthew, 14: .'10, “As many as touched 
him were made whole.” A very helpful and 
stirring sermon. 

—Mr. G. IT. Kllis has cut ice and tilled 
bis ice-house at the Upper Falls, and is now 
at work on Crystal Lake. The steady cold 
weather is very favorable for housing the 
ice in good condition. By using a steam 
engine, and employing a large number of 
hands, the work is done in a few days. 

— Bov. Dr. B. C. Mills, Gibbs street, for 
many years pastor of the First Baptist 
church, Salem, lately joined in marriage 
a young man who was a boy when ho left 
Salem. The bridal party journeyed thither 
to receive the matrimonial blessing from 
the Doctor, he having performed the same 
office for the young man’s father, an older 
brother, and a sister. 

— At the annual meeting of the Boston 
Merchants’ Association, held in that city 
on Wednesday, Mr. ,1. R. Leeson was elect- 
ed one of the directors, and on a motion 
made by him, the sense of the meeting was 
expressed as in favor of the measure before 
Congress called the Hewitt Administration 
bill, which facilitates the dealings of mer- 
chants through the Custom House. 

— The Institution Hill toboggan coast has 
been in fine order this week. It is located 
on the cast side. The starting point is 
about half way between Institution nve- 
nue and Ripley street, and at the junctioh 
of this street with Knowles street the 
coasters have pre-empted t Ho latter, and 
run its entire length to Station street. The 
Newton Centro Toboggan Club has built 
this coast, and propose to keep it in gwod 
condition. 

—“January gray is here,” says Percy 
Bysshe Shelley. That may he true in Eng- 
land, but thus far it wears the silver white 
with us, for which reason evening sleigh 
rules are in order. On Tuesday evening a 
large party went oil to the music of “The 
mellow, mellow horn.” On Wednesday 
evening a party in three barges passed 
through this village at 7.80 p. m. Private 
parties are made up and dash oiT for South 
Natick or Woodland Park. The roads of 
Newton were never in better condition for 
runners of all kinds. 

— Before sunrise on Monday morning, 
groups of men were seen hurrying towards 
the ice-houses of the Jamaica Ice Co., loca- 
ted on the south side of Hammond’s Pond, 
Chestnut Hill. The harvesters came from 
Newton, Brighton, Brookline, etc., and a 
company of 150 jnon, with horses and a 
stationary engine, commenced tho work of 
filling the large ice-houses. The ice is from 
12 to 1 ! inches thick, and of excellent qual- 
ity. Thu water of the pond is very pure 
and soft; like Crystal Lake it is fed by 
springs beneath the surface, which may be 
plainly seen in summer where the water is 
shallow. 

— On Wednesday, Jan. 5th, a wedding 
party numbering half a score or more of 
the relatives of Mr. William Ward of Low- 
ell, formerly of Ward street, Newton, jour- 
neyed to that city, to attend the marriage 
festivities of the eldest daughter. Miss 
Mabel Ward, and Mr. Fred Stark Pearson. 
The ceremony was performed by President 
Capon of Tufts College, assisted by Bov. 
Dr. .1. M. Green of Lowell. A large num- 
ber of witnesses were present. The bride 
appeared in cream colored satin, and was 
never more charming. The gifts were rich 
and in abundance. Mrs. Pearson lias re- 
cently returned from Germany, where she 
passed two years completing her musical 
studies. Mr. Pearson is a graduate of 
Tufts College. They will make their home 
in Somerville. 

— On Monday afternoon at 0.10 o’clock, 
an alarm was sounded from box 78. The 
lire was a slight one, and was fortunately 
extinguished without the use of the hose. 
It was in tho third story of Farnuin’s block, 
Centre street, over Mr. Henry S. Williams’s 
dry goods store. In a room in Mr. Frank 
Heald’s apartments, which was occupied by 
lodgers, two young men after lighting and 
using a match failed to dispose of it safely. 
The match came in contact with a leather 
bed, but was not discovered till tho very 
offensive odor of burning feathers was very 
strong in tho room and hall-wav. This

— On Friday of last week as Mrs. Caro- 
line S. Carter and daughter, Bowen street, 
wore passing on tho sidewalk from their 
home to Centre street, Mrs. Carter fell on 
the ice on the walk, and suffered the frac- 
ture of two bones of tho wrist; sho was as- 
sisted homo, and Dr. J. II. Bodge ealled 
for surgical help. 

—Tho January Social Gathering of the 
Baptist Society was held on Wednesday 
evening at the residence of Mr. John II. 
Sanborn, Chase street. The evening was 
fine, and a large company gathered in the 
spacious apartments, representing tho 
Theological Institution, the church and 
friends. Cream and cako were served, and 
with much social converse, the evening 
was pleasantly and profitably passed. 

—The Chatauqua L. S. C., met on Mon- 
day evening of this week. The exercises 
began with a study of mountains from 
papers published in lato numbers of the 
Chautnuquan, continued with a review of 
the early English literature and authors, 
and closed with quotations from writers of 
the same period. The next meeting will 
he held on Jan. 24th, at the home of Mrs. 
Avery Rand on Centre street. The pro- 
gramme requires a study of “Warren 
Hastings,” and provides for a review 
of the Elizabethan period of English liter- 
ature. A paper is to be read on “Queen 
Elizabeth and the customs of her times.” 

—Tho fairest of winter nights invited 
young and old to the grand concert of the 
Improvement Society Chorus, at Mason 
Hall, on Wednesday evening. The orches- 
tra of ten pieces opened with “Lustspiel,” 
an overture; they also played during the 
evening selections from “Iolanthc,” by Sul- 
livan, “La Paloma,” a Moorish fantasia, 
with cornet obligato by Mr. II. S. Ball, 
Jonas’ Spanish Dance with encore, and 
Tracy’s “Paraphrase of Scotch Songs,” at 
the close of which the enthusiastic audi- 
ence insisted on a repetition. The soloist 
of the evening was Miss Whittier, soprano 
of Grace church choir, always a favorite 
here; she surpassed herself in Barker’s 
“Spring Song,” and in the encore which 
followed, Annie Lawrie, in which her full, 
sweet voico showed its sympathetic power. 
The chorus of 03 voices, Mr. F. II. Wood 
pianist and director, acquitted itself with 
much credit; they gave Eicliberg’s “To 
thee, O Country” with very pleasing effect, 
and an encore, Barnby’s “Annie Lee” and 
Sullivan’s “Song of the Homeland,” also 
“Ilark! Apollo Strikes the Lyre,” and 
closed tho evening with Kcllar's “Ameri- 
can Hymn.” After tho audience retired, a 
part of the chorus, orchestra and others 
tarried, for an hour of dancing and socia- 
bility. 


The Ainos in Japan. 

On account of the very general interest 
of the community in the work of one of 
Newton’s noblest daughters, born on her 
soil and bred in her schools, Mrs. Harriet 
E. Rice Carpenter, wo have solicited ex- 
tracts of her letters for the benefit of our 
readers. Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Carpenter la- 
bored 18 years in gospel work on the 
slopes of the Indian Ocean, when from 
fierce attacks of tho jungle fever they were 
obliged to withdraw’. Having returned to 
Newton and remained live years, they 
started in July last to commence, at the 
expense of their private fortunes and pat- 
rimony, a mission among the utterly neg- 
lected aborigines of tho extreme northerly 
parts of the Japanese empire. Of this re- 
gion it- was difficult to obtain much private 
information, hut Mr. Carpenter found in 
Miss Bird’s “Unbeaten Tracks in Japan” 
the fullest statements concerning them. 
In this hook no mention is made of books 
or missionaries among tho people. Evi- 
dently they had no written language. The 
inhabitants are the Ainos, the aborigines of 
the islands of Japan, and like our North 
American Indians, have been driven back- 
ward and northward by foreigners from 
the main land, who took possession of tho 
country. 

Their home is for the most part, it is be- 
lieved. among the mountains and valleys of 
central Yesso, or Hokkaids, as it is called 
by its inhabitants. Of course they are very 
low in scale of intelligence and civilization. 
Their houses are ot the rudest kind, con- 
sisting for the most part of a single room 
with wooden blinds in place of glass at the 
windows, with a cooking place in the cen- 
tre of the floor, and a hole in the roof for 
tho escape of the smoke, divided into small- 
er rooms for the night by movable cur- 
tains. 

But Miss Bird represents the people as 
kind and gentle, the pien as faithful and 
helpful to their wives, with a bright, kind 
smile, and the w’onten as industrious and 
affectionate, with low, sweet tones of 
voice — a people who seemed to the travel- 
ler capable of instruction and elevation, 
notwithstanding the fact that their Mip- 
planters call them “clogs.” This appella- 
tion is given partly perhaps by their long 
unkempt hair. 

With little more than this amount of 
knowledge concerning the people, Mr. and 
Mrs. Carpenter decided that they would go 
at their own charges, and try to tench them 
of something more worthy of worship than 
a bear or a hunch of shavings. And after 
this decision it was encouraging to note 
how rapidly their information about the 
people increased, and how the difficulties 
began to diminish. 

They sailed from San Francisco for Yoko- 
hama Aug. 11, 1880. On the Pacific steam- 
er they found as fellow-passengers a com- 
pany of eight Japanese government offi- 
cials, who had been in this couutry for in- 
formation, one of whom was brother or 
cousin of the present Mikado; others were 
of the nobility, and one or two could speak 
English. To these Mr. Carpenter was in- 
troduced, and had time for a full explana- 
tion of his plans and wishes in regard to 
labor for the Ainos. He learned from them 
that the government did notallow foreign- 
ers to live out of certain cited places in (lie 
seaport cities, except with a six months 
passport as travellers. This is by no means 
ihe freedom to buy and build which is ne- 
cessary for a missionary, if he is to have n 


comfortable house to live in, and places for 
worship and instruction. These official 
nobles promised to use their iufiuetlcc to 
secure a more favorable treaty nt. tho earli- 
est moment. In the mean time a six 
months traveller's passport would suffice 
for the present need, while learning tho 
language. 

Tho voyage across the Pacific wais accom- 
plished in the short time of eighteen days. 
A week was occupied in Yokohama and 
Tokio. making official calls on government 
officers and friendly calls on missionaries 
of different denominations. Two days by 
steamboat from Yokohama took them to 
llakodati, the principal seaport of the isl- 
and of Yesso, where they arrived Sept. 0th. 
In llakodati they found several English 
missionaries already established in work 
for the Japanese,— ono Churchman, one 
Methodist and one Presbyterian, besides a 
Roman Catholic establishment, and the be- 
ginning of a Greek church. It was a pleas- 
ant surprise to find so many missionaries 
already there, and to he received at break- 
fast on tho morning of their arrival liy 
Christian co-laborers; still more were they 
surprised to find that another missionary 
and his wife, a Mr. and Mrs. Bachellor 
from England, hail been laboring for the 
Ainos for six years or more. 

Tho fact that other Christian hearts had 
turned towards this people encouraged 
them still more to hope, that the time had 
conic in God’s providence for these to have 
tho gospel. They had expected to be alone, 
and almost out of the world. Instead of 
this, they found a circle of missionaries, a 
telegraph, two mails a week, and a weekly 
communication by steamer with Yoko- 
hama. When they learned that Mr. Bach- 
ellor was well established in his Ainos 
work in llakodati, they decided that, it 
would he best for them to go to another 
part of tho island, in order to make sure 
that they should not interfere - with his 
plans. They selected tho largo and grow- 
ing town of Nomuro, at the eastern point 
of the island, two days by steamer from 
llakodati. As they were ignorant of tho 
Japanese language, they accepted grateful- 
ly the offer of Rev. Mr. Yaist, an American 
missionary of the Christian denomination, 
whose house was in Oriphon, but who was 
visiting one of the mission families in Ha- 
kodate to accompany them to Nemuro, and 
act as interpreter for them in getting set- 
tled.

Manson’s estate, on an unaccepted way, 
and will immediately erect a house on a 
portion of the same. 

— Chas. A. Parker, who stole a $5 horse 
blanket from Mr. Henry Spear, w’as caught 
in Boston by Officer Moulton, and on being 
tried in the Newton police court was lined 
$5 and costs. The blanket was recovered 
and the thief arrested and convicted with- 
in 24 hours after the theft. 

— The Newton Highlands Congregational 
Sewing Circle met on Wednesday evening 
at the residence of Mr. A. F. Hayward, at 
which a largo number were present. During 
the evening Mr. Tibbies and wife, (Bright 
Eyes), who were guests of Hon. J.F.C. Ilyde, 
were present, and made very interesting re- 
marks in regard to the present condition of 
the Indian tribes. 

— Work on the cellar of a house, to he 
erected by Mr. D. S. Farnliam on Lake av- 
enue, near the railroad station, has been 
suspended, as the probability now is that a 
street will he opened from Lake avenue, 
adjoining the estate of ex-Gov. Long, and 
passing out at the Railroad station. It is 
hoped that the city will render aid, as it 
seems such a desirable wngk to bo done, 
not only for residents and land owners to- 
ward Crystal lake, but for the whole vil- 
lage.

— Now that tho Boston & Albany rail- 
road company have demonstrated the prac- 
ticability of lighting cars by electricity, it 
is hoped that they will introduce it into 
their cars. A car so lighted made a trial 
trip around the Circuit last Friday evening 
and gave excellent satisfaction. In the in- 
terior of the car were 10 25-candle-power 
incandescent lights, which filled the ear 
with a soft but ample light. Besides these 
there was a light on each idatforni, some- 
thing that will prove a great safeguard for 
passengers getting on anil off the trains. 
The system is a very simple one, tho elec- 
tricity coming from a storage battery 
weighing 1500 pounds, placed beneath the 
car. One charging of the .1 alien battery is 
sufficient to light the cars for ten hours 
and where the system is used there are no 
smoky chimneys, no dirt from lamps and 
no danger from burning oil. An even, 
steady and strong light is furnished that 
may be turned on or off in an instant, and 
this, at a total cost less than that (O' oil 
lamps, with the expense for keeping them 
clean and filled and iu repair. Mr. (’. M. 
Wittier, the Boston electrician of the Julicn 
Electric Company of New York, superin- 
tended the work,’ assisted by Mr. Wood- 
worth, the company’s agent. 

—The discussion over the last poem by 
Tennyson, added additional interest to Rev. 
Mr. Hornbrooko’s discourse, on “Tho Reli- 
gion iu the Poetry .of Tennyson” at the 
('banning churuh vesper service, Sunday 
evening, and a large audience was present. 
Rev. Air. llornbrookc said that Tennyson 
was one of the great religious teachers of 
the world, aud that his poetry abounded 
in passages, showing the writer’s belief iu 
God, in man’s duty to himself, his l'ellow- 
men and to God.

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City Government. 

Both branches of the City Government 
met at the City Hall, Monday evening. 
In the board of aldermen all wore present 
Alderman Pottce, who was detained at 
home by illness. 

Councilman Dix appeared from the coun- 
cil and presented the credentials of Council- 
man Henry 11. Heed, who was sworn in by 
the Mayor. 

The list of committees, already published 
in the Graphic, were then Announced by 
Mayor Kimball, the only change from the 
list published being in the committee on 
military affairs, which now stands— Aider- 
men Johnson and Nickerson, Councilmen 
Pond, Kennedy and Powell. 

Alderman Nickerson presented tho re- 
port of the committee appointed to nomi- 
nate candidates for assessors. They recom- 
mended. as announced last week, Howard 
It. Coftin as assessor for three years. As- 
sessor from Ward 1, K. O. Childs; Mnrd 2, 
E. Smead ; Ward 51, Geo. E. Allen : W ard 4, 
Clms. A. Miner; Ward 5, W.m. E. Clarke; 
Ward 0, George Warren; Ward 7, E. W. 
Cobb. The report was accepted and sent 
down. 

Alderman Ward reported from the com- 
mittee to nominate Overseers of tho Poor, 
recommending tho following: AN ard 1, E. 
O. Childs $ Ward 2, E. S. Colton; NVard ff, 
Geo. E. Allen; NVard 4, Nathan M os man; 
Ward r>, H. C. Iloyt; NVard (1, Geo. Warren; 
NVard 7, John Warren. The report was ac- 
cepted and sent down. 

Alderman Hollis presented an order, au- 
thorizing the purchase of 1500 feet of hose 
for tho lire department, at a cost not to 
exceed $1200; passed. 

On motion of Alderman Nickerson, the 
amended order appropriating $500 for the 
Reading Room of the NVest Newton Athe- 
naeum. was taken from the table, and again 
amended by Alderman NVard. Ho said he 
was satisfied that the city ought not to 
help support a library in NVest Newton, 
when the City Free Library was estab- 
lished for the benefit of all the citizens. It 
would not be fair to tho other wards. 
When the City Library was started, New- 
ton Centre had a library of its own, but it 
was given up and the books sent to the 
City Library. With a Reading Room, how- 
ever, it was different. The one in Newton 
was not of much benefit to the other wards, 
and lie understood the one in NVest Newton 
was doing a good work. Now. that the 
Centro kid a hall, it was hoped to have a 
Bonding Room there some day, and that 
tho city would help to sustain it. lie 
amended the order by adding that the $500 
should be given to the NVest Newton read- 
ing Room when the citizens had contribu- 
ted an equal amount. 

Alderman Nickerson said the amendment 
was satisfactory to him; the citizens of 
West Newton had contributed that amount 
for the current year, and he presumed they 
would raise a like amount for tho year to 
come. The order was passed. 

Alderman Grant presented the much 
passed amendments of the ordinances re- 
lating to tho police department, providing 
for the olliee of captain, and for two addi- 
tional patrolmen; and the one relating to 
street railways, providing that the street 
railway company shall tile a place of the 
character and location of their roads, and 
an agreement and covenant to conform to 
the directions of the Highway Committee. 
Roth amendments were passed to be en- 
rolled. 

John Beal of NVard 2 asked for the grad- 
ing of the sidewalk in front of his property 
on Washington street, and also to have it 
concreted and granite edge stones set. re- 
ferred. 

The bond of I. F. Kingsbury, city clerk, 
for $2,000, was presented and accepted. It 
was assigned by J. II. Nickerson and B. NV. 
Kingsbury. 

The Highway Surveyors were then called 
out and sworn in. 

A joint convention of both branches was 
thou held for the election of Assessors and 
Overseers of the Poor. 

Howard B. Collin, assessor for three 
years, was unanimously elected. 

The nominees for overseers of the poor 
wore chosen without opposition. 

On the election of Assessors from t lie 
different wards, there was a little excite- 
ment over the candidate proposed from 
Ward. 2— Mr. Klilm Smead. He has held 
tin* olliee for several years until last year, 
when Mr. A. A. Savage was put in. as a re- 
sult of one of the Ward 2 splits. Mr. Smead 
iiad made such an excellent official that 
the nominating committee thought lie 
ought to be put in again, and so presented 
liin name. The apposition to him was ap- 
parently, not because of any reasons con- 
nected with his doings in office, but be- 
cause he always takes a prominent part in 
Ward 2 polities, and in the recent cam- 
paign lie bad been u decided supporter of 
Mr. Mitchell. 

When tliu vote was called for. Alderman 
Grant presented tin* name of Mr. A. A. 
Savage in place of Mr.Smead, and endorsed 
him 7is having been a lirst class {official 
during his year in office, and said In* ought 
to be given’ two years at least, and that 
NVard 2 was entirely satisfied with him, and ■ 
that in* one was opposed to iiis re-election, j 

Councilman Uedpatli spoke for Mr. 
Smead, and said that he had lived in the 
waul for 15 years, was better acquainted 
with the people, and the value of property 
there than M r. Savage, and said that for some 
unaccountable reason he had been dropped 
a year ago. The committee had thought 
so’ highly of him that he was given a unan- 
imous nomination. 

Councilman Chadwick seconded the nom- 
ination of Mr. Savage, and said that Mr. 
.Sav.cc was put on last year in response to a j 
popular demand. Then* was no personal 
feeling in the matter; it was a business af- 
f air entirely. 

Councilman Kennedy said tho assistant 
assessorship was a city office and not a 
ward affair, and he endorsed Mr. Savage, 
and said Ward 2 wanted him. 

Councilman Rednath thought it was very 
kind in the l ouncilineii from Ward 7 to toll 
Wai d 2 tin* kind of officers it wanted, but 
he doubted if lie was acquainted with the 
sentiment of the ward.

WAR PICTURES. 

No. IV. 


Grutnio: “How sny you to a fat tiipe, llnely 
broiled? 

lvath: I like it well : good Grutnio, fetch ’.it me.” 

SlIAKSPKARE. 

I can never, think of the way we were 
fed at the “front” without a feeling of in- 
dignation. NYe go into a holy horror at 
the systematic starving of our men at An- 
dersonville. What can we think of those 
who connived or winked at the starving of 
the soldiers who were fighting tho battles? 
Many a good man who might be living to- 
day, lies in a Southern grave, and whose 
death was brought about by a slow process 
of starvation, by a lack of sufficient and 
proper food. 1 had the curiosity recently 
to look into my old copy of the “Army 
Regulations,” to seo what wo were sup- 
posed to eat, and what we were promised 
when wo enlisted. Comrades, I can 
imagine how your mouths are going to wa- 
ter. Hero it is— “A ration is the es- 
tablished daily allowance of food for one 
person. For the United States army it is 
composed as follows: Twelve ounces of 
pork or bacon, or. one pound and four 
ounces of salt or fresh beef, one pound and 
six ounces of soft bread or flour, or, one 
pound of hard bread, or, one pound and 
four ounces of corn meal; and to every 
one hundred rations fifteen pounds of 
beans or peas and ten pounds of rice or 
hominy; ten pounds of green coffee, or, 
eight pounds of roasted coffee, or, one 
pound and eight ounces of tea; lifteen 
pounds of sugar: four .quarts of vbftpgar; 
one pound and four ounces of candles; 
four pounds of soap; three pounds and 
twelve ounces of salt; four ounces of pep- 
per; thirty pounds of potatoes, when prac- 
ticable. and one quart of molasses.’* 

Now produce me a volunteer soldier of the 
Army of 1801 to 1805 who can say ho ever 
saw one-quarter of this “ration” and ho 
would be a valuable “war relic” to exhibit 
at the coming Grand Army Fair. 

It is the intention to make these papers 
a fair and honest “picture” of the life of 
the rank and file of the army, and not to 
exaggerate in any particular. Not long 
after tho war, the writer took pains to 
collect as many as possiblo, from friends 
and relatives, of his letters written home 
front the war, and succeeded in getting 
nearly all. If he had not these letters for 
evidence, ho would often doubt his memo- 
ry, and many events recorded in them 
would seem to be the fancies of imagina- 
tion. A quotation from one of them will 
perhaps give a fair picture of how we were 
sometimes situated. 

Ilia letter dated Nov. lfftli, 1802, from 
NVaterloo, Vir., 1 wrote: “Wo have had no 
rations now for three days, and have been 
hard put to it to get along; we have had 
some fresh meat served out, but nothing 
else, no coffee or sugar, save one spoonful 
apiece night before last. Thu meat was 
just killed and hardly cold when served 
out — unfit to eat. You would laugh to see 
what ingenuity we have to resort to for 
feed. An ear of corn is a treasure. Wo 
soak it in boiling water about an hour, and 
then fry it in pork fat and get along very 
well that way. 1 breakfasted on six 
grains of corn and for a desert had hope 
for a better dinner.” 

One of our fondest recollections is of the 
hardtack served out to us at Antictam Iron 
Works, and the reluctance of the men to 
eat it was doubtless owing to their dislike 
to destroy such ancient relies. Tho boxes 
were stencilled with a symbolic “B.(\”*aiul 
there was a story current, that it was a 
part of the bread left over from Julius 
Ciesar’s campaign against the Britons in 
55 B.C., and subsequently came over in 
the “ M ay-1 lower. ” At any rate it was so 
“lively” that it was unsafe to open the 
boxes until it was wanted for use, as it 
showed a desire to crawl away. 

It has been truly said that “An army 
travels like a serpent, on its belly.” How 
ou: army over travelled at all, with this 
important member empty and shrunk up 
against the back-bone, i.-> ajiuystory to me. 

1 am more inclined to think our s travelled 
on its "grit.” 

What made it more aggravating to the 
men was that, even in a thoroughly hos- 
tile country, and when suffering tor food, 
they were not permitted to forage. I have 
seen a sergeant reduced to tin* ranks by a 
“martinet” officer, who didn’t know how 
not to see u man when he came into camp 
with a quarter of lamb on his back. But 
there wen* inkers who were as blind as a 
bat at such times — God bless ’em! 

Pages could be written and anecdotes in- 
numerable told oil this subject of foraging. 
Some regiment* bad a special fame lor 
their skill in this line. One day General 
Sturgis, riding along with bis staff at the 
head of his Division, seeing a turkey 
pcichuii in a tiee by tin roadside, signifi- 
cantly remarked: “Good-bye lurk ! boro 

conn s tln*fc*th \i*v\|York.” 

The best tune lor Imaging was when a 
< oinpany went oil toutpost duty: if they 
tiidn i live well thin,, it was their own 
l null. They would have the run of a ( 
leriitmy that tile mailt body ol the army 


could not get at, and if there was anything 
to be bought, begged, nr “borrowed,” they 
were pretty sure to get it. NVo didn’t call 
it stealing to help ourselves to nnything in 
the eating line when we wt re in the heart 
of Dixie. Tho people were bitterly hostile 
and ugly, and we felt it to bo only a just 
retribution for them to suffer a little of the 
misery of a war fur which wo held them 
responsible. 

One of our men cnine into camp one day 
with the enrease of a lamb, and convulsed 
the regiment from the Colonel dow n, with 
a glowing yarn of how he had to kill it in 
“self-defence,” and having done so thought 
he might as well bring it in. It was no 
use to think of punishing such a “hero,” 
and his very boldness saved him; and I al- 
ways suspected that some of that wild ani- 
mal found its way to head quarters, for 
there was a lamb stew there about that 
time. 

Sometimes the orders against foraging 
came from such a source that it would 
have boon rash to disobey them. General 
Sherman has been called a ruthless soldier, 
and there is no doubt that ho carried on 
war in n way to make his enemies feel all 
its bitterness and woo. But an incident 
that came under tho writer’s observation 
will show that there wore tender chords 
in his heart. 

NVe were out in tho heart of Mississippi, 
in July, 180ff, drhing Joe Johnston’s Army 
back, after Vicksburg fell. As wo marched 
along the hot. dusty road, our regiment 
having the luck that day to be at the head 
of tho Division, a staff-officer rode out 
from a little cabin by the roadside, and re- 
quested our Colonel to detail an officer to 
stand guard at this cabin, and at all haz- 
ards allow no ono to enter it, such being 
General Sherman’s order. 

1 was assigned to the duty, and took my 
stand at the door. It was a wretched 
hovel, and its only occupants were a wo- 
man (a specimen of the “white trash” of 
tho region) and a goat. It was her only 
property, and she had appealed to General 
Sherman to save it for her. His heai t 
was touched and he promised her it should 
bo protected, at least, while tho army was 
passing. The boys wore pretty hungry and 
tired of green-corn diet, all they bad had 
for some days, but no man dared to risk 
Uncle Billy’s wrath. After our corps had 
passed, and Gen’l Orel’s lfftli Corps came 
up, L transmitted the order to him, and 
rode on. But I very much doubt whether 
that goat did not furnish a supper that 
night for some “bummer.” 

Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 27, 1802, found 
the Army of the Potomac encamped along 
the east shore of the Rappahannock, witli- 
iii quick concentrating distance of Fal- 
mouth, opposite Fredericksburg. It had 
not been intended to stay hero, but the 
failure of the ponton trains to meet us 
prevented our advance. NVo had arrived 
there i tho lfftli, after a series of rapid and 
wearisome forced marches along the east- 
ern slopes of the Blue Ridge, and had wo 
been able to cross the river, could have 
either got between Lee and Richmond, or 
at least been on bis Hank, with a good 
chance of lighting him at an advantage. 
But as wo lay there from day to day, and 
saw the hills opposite fortified and brist- 
ling with cannon, wo felt that no sane man 
would expect us to cross in face of such 
field-works, and that it would be safe to 
plan for a Thanksgiving dinner. To think 
of calling it a celebration without some 
change in our regular bill-of-fare for the 
last few weeks, would have been absurd. 
This “bill” had been about as follows: 
Breakfast — coffee (without milk and often 
without sugar,) hard-tack, ala pork-fat; 
Dinner— coffee, pork-fat, ala hard-tack; 
.Supper— coffee, hard-tack fricassee. 

NVell, the night before Thanksgiving our 
Company cook made a desperate sally, and 
succeeded in obtaining some beans, enough 
for all hands. A council of war was held, 
and it was decided to have them stewed 
with hard-lack, all contributing from their 
slender stock of the latter. 

The day was perfect— clear and mild; 
the morning duties had been completed, 
and the men bad been getting them- 
selves up regardless, some even venturing 
to appear with a “pay-roll” round their 
necks and with well blackened shoes. 

Anyone familiar with camp life could 
have seen that some event of unusual in- 
terest was pending. An air of mystery, of 
solemnity seemed to prevade the Company 
quarters. The voice of ribaldry was 
hushed. From t ime to time a man would 
emerge from bis tent, approach tho lire 
where tho kettles were steaming, give a 
sniff of satisfaction, and return to his 
quarters. Visions of home and the groan- 
ing boards they had left behind, of the va- 
cant chair they could easily picture there, 
were ill all the mens’ thoughts. 

It had got to he near neon and the Com- 
pany mouth was watering profusely, when 
— out on the clear November air rang the 
shrill blast of the bugle. NVe rushed from 
our tents, it was the “general” call. Too 
well we know its meaning, and that the 
“assembly” would follow. In blank dis- 
may wo looked in each others faces and 
crowded around the steaming kettles; 
the boons were not half cooked, worthless 
in the state they were, and as we expect- 
ed to dine on “cold lead” now, we had no 
thought of carrying them with us in their 
parboiled state. Wit li bleeding hearts 
we decided to abandon them, broke up 
camp, tightened up our waist-belts another 
hole, and marched away muttering, “God 
save the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts.” 
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THE CULTIVATION OF CHRYSANTHE- 
MUMS.

Having boon called upon quite unexpect- 
edly to prepare a paper for this mooting on 
the cultivation of tbo (ihrysanthciuuni. I 
have endeavored to make if as interesting 
and full as my limited time would allow. 

Besides giving an account, of my own ex- 
perience in their cultivation, l have added 
a little of their history, and a few general 
remarks upon seed raising, etc. 

The ( 'hrysanthemum has been under 
cultivation for a great many years, hut 
with us, ns we know it to-day, it may be 
said that it has sprung up among us with- 
in the last ten years. 

It is true that most all old gardens con- 
tained a few small flowered varieties, but 
the glorious Mowers that are now cultivated 
wore not known, much less appreciated, un- 
til within a comparatively short time. 

The present rage for them is often spo- 
ken of as a craze, and that we shall hoar 
nothing of them in a few years. But be- 
yond a certain class of people that e n > 
beauty in anything only as dictated by 
fashion, 1 think it. is simply a healthy 
manifestation of our advanced ideas as to 
what constitutes the really beautiful. 
From all appearances the Chrysanthemum 
has come to stay, for flowering as it docs 
at a season of the year when most every 
other Mower soems dying, it fills a place 
that has before now been nearly vacant, 
and as each succeeding autumn arrives we 
greet them with renewed pleasure, that in- 
creases as wo become more and more ac- 
quainted with them. 

The present races of fall flowering 
Chrysanthemums have been worked up 
from two wild species, C. Indicum and ('. 
Sinensc, natives of India and Chin:;; the 
former is tins ancestor of all the small vari- 
eties or pompons, and the latter of the 
large ones called Chinese and .Japanese. 

The first that is known about their culti- 
vation in western countries, is that they 
were introduced from the Celestial Empire 
in 1754, and were cultivated by the cele- 
brated gardener, Miller, of Chelsea, England, 
hut were soon afterwards lost by some un- 
fortunate accident;. 

In I7S4, Thuuherg mentions the Chrys- 
anthemum in his “Flora Janonicn,” hut 
nothing more was heard of it until 1781), 
when it was introduced by way of Mar- 
seilles. and soon after reached London, and 
in Curtis’s “Botanical Magazines” for 1 7iK* 
may lie found a colored figure of C. Sinensc, 
which very much resembles the variety, 
“Dr. Sharpe,” which is grown quite exten- 
sively to clay. 

About the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, according to Phillips in his “Flora 
Ilistonoa, ” it began to attract attention as 
a florist's Mower, and became so highly es- 
teemed that it soon spread all over Eng- 
land. About this time several importa- 
tions wore made, but up to the year 1820 
the number of varieties had only reached 
twelve. In 18l!5 there were forty-eight 
rarities known, and in 18*2(1 Sabine, who 
was secretary of the Royal Horticultural 
Society, Writes very enthusiastically of 
their rapid progress and of an exhibition of 
them belli in the Society’s gardens at Chis- 
wick, in which were shown over seven hun- 
dred plants in pots. In 1805, according to 
Mr. Salter, the number had reached six 
hundred and over. 

Burbidge states that the origin of the 
Pompons seems to he as follows: “In 1845 
the late Mr. Robert Fortune, who was sent 
to China in 1842 by the Royal Horticultural 
Society, brought home with him from 
Chusau, (an island on the east const of 
China,) a semi-double, reddish or light 
brown, small Chrysanthemum which was 
called the Chusau Daisy. The Horticul- 
tural Society propagated it and sent it out 
amongst its members. From some of these 
members it was sent to an enthusiastic 
Chrysanthemum grower* of Paris, who 
seeded it, and from this seed ho raised a 
great many good varieties, and for a num- 
ber of years the small kinds were grown 
almost to the exclusion of the larger 
flmvcrs. 

According to the same author “The mod- 
ern Japanese varieties were introduced in 
18(12 by Mr. Robert Fortune, who brought 
with him from his second visit to Japan 
seven varieties. So singular wore these in 
shape and color from All reputed standards 
of perfection at the time, that they barely 
aped total neglect and consequent ex- 
.ction. 

At the present day, however, these once 
oglerted kinds stand in the first rank as 
decorative plants, and liner and still finer 
varieties make their appearance every 
year,” principally from tho raisers of 
southern France. 

The Chrysanthemum lias been cultivated 
in Chinn and Japan from time immemori- 
al, and Fortune tells us of the beauty of 
them in the gardens of these countries, and 
how hanks of the gorgeous blooms are 
illuminated at night with lanterns, ami how 
oven gigantic elligies are made up en- 
tirely of this lovely flower. 

Even when the Chinese emigrate to other 
lands, the Chrysanthemum is carried with 
them and cultivated with the utmost care 
and affection, and as an iustanco of this a 
traveler speaks of visiting the Chinese 
consul’s garden at Singapore, the entrance 
to which was through a long bower of the 
most superb tropical flowers, palms and 
climbing plants. After being shown the 
beauties of ail the lich and rare tropical 
plants that one might expect to Mud in a 
garden in a place like this, lie was triumph- 
antly led to a little sheltered spot and was 
shown with pleasure beaming from every 
wrinkle of the Celestial’s smoothly shaven 
face, a hod containing Chrysanthemums 
the one flower of his heart, reminding him 
of his home and country. 

rndoubtedly in the east the greatest per- 
fection in ( ■hrysanthmmuu culture has been 
attained by the Japanese, and the history 
of this plant with them dates buck to a re- 
mote period. 

Their love and reverence for this flower is 
unbounded, they having even raised it to 
the dignity of appearing in a conventional- 
ized form, as the olUcial crest of the 
Mikado, and the most exalted order of the 
Japanese Empire is that of the (Mtrvsan- 
thomuui, and this, with hut one exception, 
has previously been bestowed upon reign- 
ing soveriegus only. Recently the order 
was conferred upon the Prince of Wales 
by Prince Komatsu, the envoy of the Em- 
peror of Japan. 

Wo llml them constantly representing it 
in a multitude of forms iu all their works 
of art. We Mud it on their oieest porce- 


lains, both in color, and modeled in the 
clay, and in their fluent bronzes it is fre- 
quently seen in great perfection. They 
seem novel* to tiro of representing it in all 
the old and fantastic forms into which tho 
skill of their gardeners has induced it to 
break. 

In a native history of a certain Mikado 
tlie following passage occurs: “In 880. in 
tiio seventy-third year of ids reign, seeds 
of the Chrysanthemum were first intro- 
duced into Japan from a foreign country, 
including blue, yellow, red, white and vin- 
lrt.” The Jupatirs > commentator remarks: 

“By a foreign country is meant, the king- 
dom of I’aik-t se.one ol I lie states of ( ’oren.” 
in the palace of the Mikado, at. Kioto, is 
an apartment decorated entirely with 
paintings and earvi lgs representing this 
popular Japanese Mower. 

Asto their modes of cultivation, I will 
say nothing, as their ways are similar to 
those practised by other growers, and vary 
hut little from our own experience. With 
us their cultivation really begins as soon 
as the plant is through flowering, for it 
is in a gnat muasuic upon the good 
health of the cutting that, is taken from 
this old plant, that future success iu culti- 
vation depends. Many growers as soon as 
• lie plant, is through flowering, cut it dow u 
l«t the pot, but this we consider a very risky 
thing to do, as many varieties seem 
naturally to have a weak constitution, 
and these will sometimes refuse to start 
into growth if the old tops are cut oil' too 
soon. We usually cut the branches hack 
quite severely ai first, but the plant is 
never cut down to the pot. until the shoots 
have begun to start quite freely from the 
roots, 

Tho plants should receive as good culti- 
vation after they have bloomed as they do 
before, for it. is useless to expect a good 
healthy plant from an unhealthly cutting. 
From carelessness In this matter, or from 
want of room, the old plants are very often 
packed away under the benches, or some 
equally unwholesome place, and the eon- 
sequence in the shoots which start from 
the loots, from which the cuttings are 
usually made, will bo very soft and weak, 
and one might say totally unfit, for the pur- 
pose, for such cuttings should never he 
used when by any possible means better 
ones can be old lined. To this course alone, 

1 attribute full half tho failures so common 
to (’hrysanthemum growing. 

The (’hrysanthemum is essentially a sun 
loving plant., and any encroachment upon 
its rights is fully paid tor iu sickly looking 
plants, and flowers devoid of that exquisite 
coloring that makes this flower so charm- 
ing. The plants us soon as they arc through 
flowering should he placed in the sunniest 
place possible, with plenty of air, judicious 
watering, and a temperature of about 50 
degrees or 55 degrees. The matter of 
watering is a very important thing at this 
time, as well as through the summer 
months. Tho plants are more apt to he 
over watered at this season than under, 
hut still they should never he brought to a 
willing condition, especially after they 
have begun to make fresh growth. 

As soon as the young shoots are threo or 
four inches long, we take them off for cut- 
tings, and place them in a cutting bench, 
in good clean, rather lino sand. Many cul- 
tivators advise no bottom heat for Chrysan- 
themum cuttings, but we have tried both 
ways and iinil that by keeping them in a 
temperature of about 45 or 50 degrees, with 
a gentle bottom heat of about ten degrees 
higher, that our cuttings will strike root 
much sooner, and will lose nothing in 
health. Too high a temperature is a very 
prolific cause of failure in striking cuttings, 
in making the cuttings such shoots should 
ho chosen as have a fresh ’growing appear- 
ance for those that are at all rusty or un- 
healthy are quite sure to cause disappoint- 
ment and trouble in the future. 

In trimming the cuttings, our practice is 
to cut oil all hut about three leaves at the 
top, for if more are left they arc very apt 
to wilt, and after the cuttings have once 
become thoroughly wilted, it is iliilieult to 
revive thorn and often they will he a total 
failure. The lower end is cut with a sharp 
knife, taking no notice whatever of the po- 
sition of the leaves or joints, as the roots 
start as freely between the joints as they do 
below them. Ample room should bo al- 
lowed between the cuttings while in the 
sand, for if they are too much crowded 
they are very apt to gather an excess of 
moisture, which will cause them to damp 
oil’, especially if they have previously sut- 
fered from dryness. 

If everything goes well, tho cuttings will 
bo rooted in about two weeks time, and 
when the roots arc from half an inch to an 
inch in length they are carefully removed 
from tho sand and immediately potted into 
*2 8-4 inch pots. It is quite important that 
tho cuttings should be taken from the sand 
as soon as they are well rooted, for as soon 
as the roots are formed tho culling begins 
to grow, and there being no nourishment 
to speak of in the sand, it necessarily be- 
comes weak and stunted. 

The soil iuto which tho young plants are 
potted is composed of good, sandy loam, 
and well decayed stable manure, in propor- 
tion of about three of tho former t*> one of 
tlie latter. Avoid a heavy clay soil, as the 
Chrysanthemum seems to delight in one of 
a rich and rather sandy nature. As soon 
as potted, the plautsaie placed in a rather 
cool, light and airy structure, and shaded 
for a few days from the bright sunshine by 
throwing a covering of papers over them. 

They are sparingly watered at lirst, hut 
as the plants get accustomed to their 
now condition aud begia to grow 
he qu ml it v Is iuoreasi d alt 'tit ■ condition 
of the plants require, and from this time 
on to the end they are never allowed to 
sutler from want of water. 

For the greater part ot our plants that 
are to flower tlie coming autumn, tin* cut- 
tings are put in t<» root from tho lirst to 
tlie third week in March: putted as soon as 
they arc well rooted, aud as soon as they 
become established, tin* healthiest are se- 
lected to hi* polled up, preparatory to being 
planted out in tin* ground. 

After tin* pots become well tilled with 
roots, but before tin* plants get actually 
pot hound, they are shifted from the 2 8-1 
iu. size to 4 iu. ami from that too in., as 
tlie necessity may be, for tlie plants should 
never be allowed to heroine pot bound 
early in the season, i would very much 
prefer an April cutting that bad never been 
eheekod, than one struck iu February, or 
earlier, and allowed to hocomo pot hound, 
for one great secret of success in (’lirisau- 
thomum culture is to lie found in keeping 
tlie plants in a healthy, growing condition, 
from tlie time tlie cuttings are made to the 
time they come into flower. 

With ns, pinching begins as soon as tho 
plant is about six inches high. Our prac- 
tice is to simply pinch out with tiie thumb 
aud lirst linger tlie smallest am mat p is- 
sihle from tlie growing end: never t utting 
back to hard wood except in ease of un- 
gainly growth. 

The pinching process is best done a few 
days or a week before the plant is shifted ! 
to a larger sized pot, for hy this, time the 


new shoots will have begun lo start and 
will he in condition to use tho nourish- 
ment. supplied hy the fresh soil. 

Where the grower docs not have the ad- i 
vantage of a house capable of being venti- 1 
in ted to an unusual degree, it is best to 
nineo plants in a cold frame as early ns enn i 
lie done with safety from frost. Here the 
plants can he hardened off and will he in 
better condition to start into growth imme- 
diately after planting out, which is usually 
lies! done about the middle of May, 

For planting out, such a location should 
ho chosen as will at all times have a full 
exposure to the sun and air. One so sit mi- , 
ted as to he protected from strong winds is 
desirable, hut this should in no way inter- 
fere with tho primo necessities of success- 
ful cultivation— sun and air. 

The plants can lie so staked and tied chat ' 
they will stand all ordinary winds, hut 
nothing can supply tin* dclich ney of direct 
sunlight, and fresh ail*. 

With the proper soil and a high open ex- 
posure, them need lie little fear of mildew, 
tho one nearly unconquerable enemy of the 
Chrysanthemum grower. 

For soil, we Hilda light, rich loam the 
host, and quite sandy i! possible; one that 
will not adhere to the roots in hard lumps, 
hut will fall away without taking the roots ! 
with it. 

Wo place our plants about two and a half 
or three feet apart in rows. For each plant 
a hole about tho size of a potato hill is dug 
and tilled with manure, which is well fork- 
ed into the soil. The hole i< then tilled up ! 
with loam, being careful that tlie surface is 
lower , than the surrounding ground, and 
forming a kind of disli which will retain | 
any water that may he given the plants, 
rather than allowing it to run away. After 
planting out, our plants are kept well water- 
ed until tho roots have taken hold of the 
soil; after which they receive no water, 
unless the season he dry and the plants 
show signs of suffering, when we give it to 
them as often as needed — occasionally sub- 
stituting liquid manure for the water. But 
whichever is used, it should ho applied at 
evening, so that it may not he evaporated 
before it can have time to soak into the 
ground. 

As soon as the roots begin to tako hold 
of the soil the plants will begin to push 
out branches very freely, and these branch- 
es, as soon as they are three or four inches 
long, are pinched in, and this operation is 
repealed as often as the branches become 
long enough, and continued until about the 
middle id July, after which the plant is 
allowed to grow at will, simply cutting 
hack any unshapely branches that may 
grow. 

There arc a variety of opinions on this 
subject of pinching; some do not pinch at 
all, while others only once or twice, hut we I 
And wo get more branches, and consequent- 
ly more flowers, hy pinching quite ire- . 
qiicutly, providing it is not continued he- i 
yond the middle of July. The most severe : 
pinching is done while the plant is quite 
small, so as to secure as many branches 
near the bottom as possible. Of course this 
does not apply to varieties that make 
shapely plants without pinching, for such 
had better he left to their own resources. 

Soon after planting out, each plant is fur- i 
nishecl with a strong stake, and as the 
plant increases in size others arc added, in 
order to prevent tho branches from being 
broken hy the wind. 

As the season advances many branches , 
become so heavy that they are unable to 
sustain their own weight, and it frequently 
hlippens that what lias promised to hi* a i 
line shapely plant will he irreparably dis- 
figured hy one or more branches lopping 
oil. To prevent this wo do not depend on ; 
tircly upon staking, hut from time to time, I 
as the plants enlarge, wo pass strings 
around them in such a way that one branch 
sustains another. l*y so doing we seldom 
lose any branches through the summer, 
and much time is saved when tho plants 
are potted. 

In tho way of insects, the worst pest to 
lie encountered through the summer is the : 
black aphis, which will cause much trouble 
if allowed to increase to any great extent. 
We have found Dalmatian powder, applied 
with the bellows, to be the most effectual ; 
remedy for them. 

About, the second or third week in Au- 
gust we begin lifting our plants from the : 
ground. If the ground is very dry so much 
tho better, as the plants will lift hotter and 
recover sooner than when it is moist. They 
are taken up thus early because it is better 
they should form their lmils after they are I 
lifted, for if the potting is left until late in 
the season the buds that are already formed j 
will receive a severe chock, which is very 
apt to result in deformed or one-sided i 
flowers. 

The plants are lifted with all the roots 
that can ho secured, hut in order to get 1 
them into reasonable sized pots, considera- 
ble of the soil is carefully shaken from 
them, providing it is of such a nature that 
it will fall away easily without breaking off 
Continued on Puge Seven.

IK LIVELIEST CONFLAGRATION NEWTON 
11 AS II Al> IN YEARS. 

The great event, of tlio week was the 
fire on Sunday morning by which tlio 
Eliot church building was entirely de- 
stroyed, entailing a loss some $70,000. I ho 
fire broke out about 8 o’clock, and was 
first discovered by a gentleman and lady 
who were walking past, and observed 
smoke and a tiny flamo (Miming out of the 
building. One of the party ran to Dr. 
Frisliic’s house, another to Dr. Seales s. 
where the key was found and the alarm 
sounded. This was at 8.20 o'clock, and a 
second alarm was given within live min- 
utes, which was followed liy a general 
alarm, calling ofit tho entiro tiro depart- 
ment. The steamers responded promptly, 
but the wooden building gave such advan- 
tages to tlio flames that it- was impossible 
to subdue them, and the whole building 
was consumed. Fortunately the weather 
was mild with no wind, and tho roofs of 
the houses in the vicinity were covered 
deep with snow, so that a general con- 
flagration was prevented. As it was a 
shower of burning cinders fell all around 
tho church, some being found half a mile 
away ; and all the residents in the vicinity 
have been congratulating themselves that 
the conditions were so favorable. 

When the fire broke out, the janitor, 
M. C. Laffie, and the organist. Mr. J. P. 
Cobb, were in the building, and were con- 
versing when the alarm was sounded from 
the belfry .of the church, but they paid no 
particular attention to it, supposing that 
the lire was some distance away. Soon 
after Mr. Lnllie went into tho collar and 
found a smell of smoke near ono of the 
live furnaces. He found that the iron 
smoke pipe leading from a furnace put in 
a short time ago to heat the gallery, had 
parted just as it entered the floor above, 
and that the woodwork was on fire. As it 
was impossible for him to extinguish it, he 
ran into the street- to give the alarm, and 
found the tiro department at work. The fire 
had crept from its-starting point near the 
front of the church, up between the walls, 
and finding all the woodwork dry as tinder, 
spread with incredable rapidity. Such 
an immense wooden building is always 
a tinder box, and a lire once started is gen- 
erally successful. Iii tlfis case, in an hour 
after the lire started, the whole roof was 
enveloped ill llames. and at P.30 the great 
tower, 213 feet high, fell in. leaving nothing 
but tho walls standing. Another hour saw 
the work of destruction completed, al- 
though the firemen kept pouring water on 
the smoking ruins until six o'clock in the 
evening. 

As soon as the tire was discovered tlio 
rear doors were broken down, and a large 
number of willing hands removed what 
property could be saved in the short time 
allowed. Two pianos wore removed, also 
all of the books in the Sunday school libra- 
ry and the pastor’s study, the carpets from 
the ladies’ parlors, chairs, settees and tho

of smoke rolled up, through which long 
sheets of flamo darted, and as the five 
reached the tower tlie sight was visible for 
miles around, and brought many people to 
the scene. Tho firemen poured several 
streams of water on to the front of the 
tower, which kept the flames away from 
that part, and caused the great structure to 
fall toward tho main building. Had not 
this precaution been taken, the firemen and 
the houses in the vicinity would have been 
in clanger. The tower contained the lire 
alarm striker, and its loss will cause great 
inconvenience, as it was tho only one in 
this part of tho city. It is proposed to put 
up a temporary bell tower and striker on 
Fallow Park. The bell was a very largo 
one. and the town clock, costing $400, had 
been placed there by citizens when tho 
tower was built. There is some contro- 
versy as to the last time the hell struck — 
some claiming to have heard it strike nine, 
mid others that the general alarm was the 
last note sounded. The bell did strike one 
faint blow, however, just as the tower be- 
gan to sway. The crowds gathered in t.hu 
vicinity were greatly excited when the 
tower fell, and there was a stampede among 
those nearest the building.

The Church Not Discouraged. 

While the tire was still burning the par- 
ish and executive committees met nt the 
residence of Mr. F. G. Barnes, and talked 
over what should he done in regard to 
church services. It was decided to hold a 
meeting at Eliot Hall at 4 p. m., and an 
announcement was posted near the burning 
church to that effect. It was also voted to 
call a parish meeting for next Monday 
night, to take the legal steps necessary in 
regard to future services and the erection 
of a new building, and Sunday evening a 
notice was posted near what had once been 
the front door to that effect. 

SUNDAY AFTERNOON 

services wore held in Eliot Ilall at4 o’clock. 
Dr. Calkins, who was absent in Worcester, 
had been telephoned to in tho morning, 
but as there was nothing he could do, ho 
said that he would remain as lie intended, 
to preach his missionary sermon in the 
evening.

Eliot meeting-house is in ashes, but Eliot 
church still lives, and tlio great Head of tlio 
church is calling us to a greater self-denial, 
a more perfect consecration, a larger activ- 
ity, a more thorough unity of purpose, that 
thus our seeming calamity may be turned 
into tlie greater blessing. 

We are cheered in our trial by the cordial 
sympathy of our sister churches, who have 
sent to us the following.” 

The speaker then read communications 
from the Channing Society, offering the 
use of their church for Sunday school on 
Sabbath morning, for preaching service 
Sabbath afternoon, and for such weekly 
meetings as might ho desired to be held ; 
also from the Methodist and Grace church- 
es, with similar offers; and a verbal mes- 
sage from the Baptist Society of the same 
import; also resolutions of sympathy from 
the Auburndale Congregational church. 

The speaker then said— “In tho hour of 
our distress, and in tho absence of our pas- 
tor, we turn to the mother church, {and 
Rev. Dr. FurbtJr of Newton Centre has been 
invited to preach for us.” The sermon was 
upon “Christianity.” and was a very inter- 
esting one. The full choir was present and 
sang the pieces rehearsed in Eliot Church 
Saturday evening, between 1) and 10 o’clock, 
at tlie last meeting held in tho church.

NOTES OF THE FIRE. 

The houses in the vicinity of tho church 
were all thrown open Sunday morning, for 
the reception of the goods that wero saved, 
and presented the appearancoof a museum, 
old sermons, books, cushions, chairs, car- 
pets. and other odds and ends being scat- 
tered about. All of Dr. Calkins’s sermons 
were saved. 

Before the tower fell the residents in the 
vicinity left their houses, fearing that it 
would fall upon them. Happily the skilful 
management of Chief Bixby, who seems 
to he the right man in the right place, 
averted any such calamity. 

If the church was to he burned a better 
time could not have been chosen. Two 
hours later, when a large audience would 
have been gathered, the lire would liavo 
caused a frightful panic. 

The bell has been found honcath the 
tower, cracked so badly that it is only good 
for old metal. 

Tho total loss is put at $50,000. 

The residents in the neighborhood kindly 
provided hot coffee and other refreshments 
for the firemen during the day, which was 
appreciated l»y tlie men, many of whom had 
left home beforo breakfast. 

At a meeting of the Pcquossette Steam 
Fire Engine Co. of Watertown, it was voted 
to extend to the pconlc of Newton sincere 
thanks for their kindness in furnishing re- 
freshments, at the burning of the Eliot 
church.

in Eliot Lower Hall, at which a large num- 
ber were present. Tho meeting was called 
to order by Mr. Thomas Weston, Jr., and 
Mr. lb E. Snow acted as clerk.

Calkins opened the meeting with a short 
address, in which he spoke of the peculiar 
situation in which tho church was placed, 
and said that he honed none of the reli- 
gious work of the church would be given 
up, but that all would feel a more earnest 
purpose to go forward and to help the 
church to attain even greater prosperity. 
There was no occasion for being discour- 
aged, and lie hoped tlie same result would 
follow as occurred at another church of 
which he had been pastor, during a peri- 
od of church building; there was a more 
united feeling, and the church had never 
had so much religious interest, a large 
number coming to unite with it. 

Tho church and parish committees then 
made their report, and recommended that 
Eliot Hall should be occupied Sunday 
morning for a Bible class, the generous 
offer of dimming Church should be ac- 
cepted for an afternoon preaching service, 
and Eliot Lower Hall used for a prayer 
meeting Sunday evening. 

Mr. G. D. Gilman moved that the report 
he accepted and its recommendations 
adopted. 

Mr. Ellison moved as an amendment that 
all tlie services should he held in Eliot 
Hall, as it would be too great a tax upon 
the generosity of Channing Church to bo 
their guests for the year or year and a half 
required to get a new building ready. He 
moved to have tho Sunday school and 
preaching service in the morning as usual, 
and another preaching service either in the 
afternoon or evening, it would make the 
church feel more united to hold all the ser- 
vices in one place, and save tho trouble of 
moving books back and forth. 

Mr. C. K. Hillings supported the amend- 
ment, and said that he appreciated the 
kindness of Channing Church, but they 
would he apt to wear out their welcome by 
such a long stay. For the good of the 
church he thought tho meetings should bo j 
held in one place.

* THE CHURCH EDIFICE 

was built in 1860-1, to take the place of tho 
old building which was removed to the 
present site of Eliot block, and shortly 
after burned. The corner stone of the 
new building was laid April 5, I860, and 
the church dedicated just one year from 
that date. It was tho largest church 
building in Newton, being 200 by 100 feet 
in size, the audience room being in tho 
second story, and having a seating capacity 
of over 1200. The cost of the building 
was $42,000, but the furnishings and im- 
provements made since have increased the 
cost to $75,000. About live years ago 
$ 7 . 01)0 was expended on the audience room 
and the organ. On tlie ground floor was 
the vestry, tho ladies’ parlors, and other 
rooms.

Tho case is one 
which lie has had under observation for 
several years, the patient being a boy about 
12 years old. The heart is situated on the 
right side of tho breast, and tho impulse, 
which, in tho normal condition, would be 
felt between the fifth and sixth ribs, about 
four inches to the left of the median line, 
is felt at the corresponding point of the 
opposite side. The right lung is also 
smaller than the left, agreeing with the ab- 
normal displacement, and tho location of 
the heart sounds arc relatively changed. 
The boy is in a healthy condition, and 
suffers no functional disturbance. Change 
of position of heart is frequently had in 
forms of disease, but cases similar to the 
above are extremely rare. 

— Owing to tho inclemency of weather, 
only twelve wero present at tho meeting of 
the Educational Club last Friday. Dr. 
Frisbie kindly consented to defer giving bis 
lecture till some future time, and instead 
to occupy a half hour in giving the present 
theory of the formation of the planetary 
system ; accordingly he gave a very interest- 
ing and clear exposition of La Place’s 
theory, tracing tho process of development 
from a mass of nebulous matter to the 
various planetary worlds.

The West Newton Lyceum. 

The chief interest in tho Lyceum meet- 
ing of Monday night at the City Hail con- ' 
tered of course in the address of Mrs. Lucy 
Stone, on “Tho amelioration of the educa- 
tional, social and legal conditions of woman 
in the last fifty years.” Mrs. Stone began 
by saying that she was glad to speak on 
this subject, and to show what was often 
denied, that the woman’s rights movement 
had made a great advance in the last forty 
years. Then the only occupations open to 
women wero housekeeping, sewing and 
teaching; now there are 200 occupations 
open to women. The success which has 
attended the efforts to improve the condi- 
tion of woman is so much greater than was 
expected, that to have hoped for such re- 
sults would have been thought monstrous i 
forty years ajo. The speaker then gave a I 
description of the abuse heaped upon Lu- 
crctia 1\ Crocker, when she first began to 
speak in public, and asked if in the thirty 1 
years of warfare waged hy this noble wo- 
man, by Miss Willard, Mrs. Livermore, 
Julia Ward Howe, for the purpose of gain- 
ing for woman her natural rights, if some- 
thing had not been gained. In 1882 the 
first college in the Union opened its doors 
to woman, and now the colleges all over 
the land have opened their doors. In the 
matter of education the advance is certain- 
ly wonderful. In 1840 there was a world’s 
convention at London, and Mrs. Wendell 
Phillips and .Sarah Pugh were sent as dele- 
gates, but they wero refused admittance. 
Mr. Garrison said if women could not he 
delegates, he would not he, and withdrew. 
Now there is no convention where if a wo- 
man is sent she is not received. In 1852, 
when tho world’s temperance convention 
was held in New York, Mrs. Brown, the 
first woman ordained as a minister, was re- 
fused admittance as a delegate. When she 
arose to speak she was insulted and hooted 
at in that convention of ministers. Think 
of that in 1852. Now the temperance work 
is almost of necessity in the hands of 
women. Then in regard to the wages of 
women, and the inequality of the laws. 
In this .State a married woman could not 
dispose of her own money hy will, as it 
belonged to her husband. She could only 
have the use of a third of her husband’s 
estate if he died, hut lie had the use of all 
of hors if she was living. The husband 
could claim tho wife’s earnings; the legal 
rights of a woman were suspended during 
marriage. The children belonged to the 
husband. For years we pleaded for equal 
rights before the law. In 1845 the high 
and mighty general court of Massachusetts 
passed a law, that if a married woman 
earned money she might have 20 per cent, 
of it. That was tho first change. Now if 
she earns money it is her own, and in the 
ease of her husband's death she is the 
guardian of her children. The legal con- 
dition is vastly improved, and in two of our 
territories she has a right to vote. In Eng- 
land and Scotland women have full munici- 
pal suffrage. These are some of the ad- 
vances made ini the past forty years. The 
statutes have been changed year by year, 
little hy little, and it seems as if all wero 
coining out right, and .before many years 
women and men will he fighting side hy 
side, and we shall have the best results. 
Mrs. Stone was enthusiastically applauded 
when she finished, and her calm and dis- 
passionate address carried conviction with 

In the debate which followed on the 
granting of suffrage to women, Mrs. E. N. 
L. Walton read a carefully prepared paper 
in favor of suffrage, and Mr. J. B. Goodrich 
made an eloquent speech in the negative. 

Other speakers were Mr. Rand, Mr. Spin- 
ney, Rev. Mr. Patrick, Mr. Walton, Mr. 
Drew, Mr. N. T. Allen, Mr. Walter Colby, 
Mr. F. M. Dutch, Miss Blackwell, the as- 
sistant editor of the Woman’s Journal, and 
Mrs. Stone also made a few remarks. 

The debate was spicy and interesting, 
and the speakers seemed to state their con- 
victions, instead of to talk merely for the 
sake of saying something.

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TIIE CULTIVATION OF CHRYSANTHE- 
MUMS. 

Continued from Page Three. 

in lumps. For this potting wo uso soil 
containing more manure than for the small 
plants in the spring, using about two parts 
good loam to one of well rotted manure. 

The pots are selected according to tho 
size of the roots, being careful not to have 
them too large. In potting large plants the 
soil should never reach nearer than an inch 
from the rim, for there should he ample 
room for giving an abundance of water and 
liquid manure. 

After tho plants are potted they arc 
placed under trees where they can have 
plenty of nir, but at the same time shaded 
from the hot sun. They remain here about 
a week, or until they seem to have recov- 
ered, when they are taken to the same 
ground they grew in, and plunged to tho 
rim of tho pot in tho soil. As tho plants 
begin to grow afresh they arc given plenty 
of water, that they may never become dry. 
The young roots soon reach the sides of 
the pots, after which liquid manure may 
bo freely given so long as tho buds are 
growing. 

As cold nights approach tho plants are 
placed under glass, even before actual frost 
appears. I think it a mistake to try and 
keep tho plants out until the actual appear- 
anco of hard frosts, for wo have many 
nights not cold enough for frost, but cold 
enough to check their growth, and this 
checking of the sap is an acknowledged 
cause of mildew wherever it appears. 

All through the early fall wo have days 
that are hot enough for midsummer, and 
nights nearly cold enough for frost. This 
kind of weather cannot be conducive to 
health in the Chrysanthemum, for it is a 
plant that must bo kept, growing from tho 
time the cutting is struck until it has dow- 
ered. For a long time after placing them 
under glass they require no artificial heat, 
and should he* very freely ventilated 
through the day. In cold, cloudy weather, 
it is best to introduce a little heat into the 
house, if only to dry out tho dampness. 

For those who have no greenhouse, but 
wish to cultivate the Chrysanthemum, we 
advise procuring young, healthy plants in 
May, and treating them in a similar way to 
the one already given, until the time for 
housing, when they may be taken in on 
cold nights and placed out of doors through 
the day. As a house plant they should hi! 
kept, well watered, syringed as often as 
possible, and kept in tjie coolest and airiest 
place to be found. 

The black aphis, or black fiy, is usually 
found quite troublesome, but this can he 
conquered by persistent application of Dal- 
matian powder with the bellows. 

If it is desirable to keep the old roots 
over the winter, they should bo placed 
where they will not freeze, but where they 
may be kept quite cool, and if possible near 
a sunny window. Early in the spring they 
may bo divided and planted out in the open 
ground, and receive the same treatment as 
young plants. The would-be cultivator 
must not expect that his plants will be as 
large, or his Mowers as line, ns those to he 
seen at our fall exhibitions, for the Chrys- 
anthemum requires unremitting care and 
attention from the beginning of the young 
plant to the end of the following season, 
and experience is as valuable here as else- 
where. IJut, however, one should not be 
discouraged, for a fair amount of success 
is attainable with the most ordinary culti- 
vation, and one will probably feel repaid 
for what time and expense may be bestowed 
upon them. 

Tho very largo show-blooms so often 
seen at exhibitions are the result of special 
cultivation, and should not be considered 
as a fair example of all that is good in a 
Chrysanthemum, but rather as to what a 
state of perfection they may he brought by 
special and skilful cultivation. These 
blooms are usually produced by taking late 
cuttings, potting as often as required, and 
allowing tho plant to make but one stem. 
This single stem will usually branch into 
about three, and on the end of each will ho 
formed several buds, all of which should he 
removed except the one at the extreme 
end, which is usually tho largest and 
strongest.* By this means tho whole 
strength of the plant is thrown into two or 
three flowers, and sometimes only one, 
thus producing a flower that must be con- 
sidered somewhat in the light of a mon- 
strosity. 

Most people seem to have hut very little 
idea of the classes into which Chrisanthe- 
imims are divided, and in fact these classes 
are ceasing to bo of any great distinguish- 
ing value, for the Japanese run into the 
Chinese, and tho Chinese into the pom- 
pons in such a manner that it is often 
diHicult to tell to which class a variety be- 
longs. Generally speaking, however, the 
Japanese have long feathery or ribbon-like 
petals, either rollexed, incurved, or falling 
about in a very irregular manner; while 
the Chinese have a very smooth and com- 
pact flower with a regular outline, cither 
incurved or rollexed. The ideal pompon is 
very small in size, regular in outline, and 
with smooth rofloxcd phtals, but it is some- 
times quite large and somewhat incurved. 

As to varieties, their number is so large 
ami tastes vary to such a degree, that it 
seems useless to enter into an extended de- 
scription of them, hut I will mention a few 
that seem to me quite desirable. 

Among tho Japanese 1 would mention— 
Source d’Or, orange yellow ; 1/ Incompara- 
ble, crimson and yellow; Margot, pink; 
Golden Dragon, yellow; Will. Robinson, 
brownish yellow; Moonlight, pure white; 
Flout des Hois, deep reddish crimson; Glo- 
riosum, light yellow; Flambeau, crimson; 
Lady Solborne, white; President Farkmau, 
bright amaranth; Belle Paulo, white. shaded 
and edged pink. 

Among the Chinese — Felicity, white; Glo- 
ria inundi, yellow; Guernsey Nugget, light 
yellow; Cullingfordii, deep crimson; Mabel 
Ward, light yellow; Eve, creamy white; 
Venus, pink; Princess of Teck, white, 
shaded pink: Prince Alfred, pink; General 
Slade, crimson and orange; Jeanne d’ Arc, 
white and pink; Talfourd Salter, reddish 
crimson. 

And among the Pompons— Ccntouius, yel- 
low; Brilliant, crimson: Forermy, cinna- 
mon brown; Mile. Marthe, white; Golden 
Malle. .Marthe, yellow; Mine. Moutols, pink- 
ish white, yellow centre; Montgolfier, crim- 
son tipped yellow: Perfection, brown red; 
Soeur Marline, pure white; Mr. Astir, yel- 
low; Mrs. Gane, white; Salomon, purple. 

As it is a mystery to many where all 
these varieties come from. 1 will give a 
short account of the various sources from 
which they are obtained. Some of the 
thirst varieties have been secured from 
sports, that is, a certain plant will throw 
out a branch hearing flowers of an entirely 
ditferout color, but usually of the same 
form as tho parent. If this branch can be 
induced to push out young shoots, they 
may he taken off and rooted; ami usually 
they will continue to hi nr flowers the same 
as the spurting branch. But by far the 
greatest number of new varieties are ob- 


tained from Reed, the raising of which until 
very recently has been confined almost en- 
tirely to Franco and tbe Channel Islands. 

In this country tho first seed was obtain- 
ed about ten years ago, and the quantity 
raised seems to he iuercasinur annually. 
The operation is a simple one, and there is 
no reason why as many new varieties 
should not he raised here as elsewhere. 
All that is needful is to take the plants 
after the flowers are fully open and place 
them in a warm and dry place: any warm 
sunny room will do. 'Flic whole object 
seems to he to prevent the collection of 
moisture among the florets, which causes 
them to decay before the seed arrives at 
maturity. 

An abundance of seed may he raised 
without the aid of the brush, and many 
hold that there is nothing gained by artifi- 
cial fertilization. But I have proved to my 
own satisfaction that it is attended with as 
good results in tho Chrysanthemum as with 
other plants. 

Mr. Suitor, one who raised more new 
Chrysanthemums in his day than any other 
limn, stated that he seldom saved as wor- 
thy of oultivati(\n more than one nut of two 
thousand seedlings. In the spring of 1SS."> 
I planted about forty hand-fci tilized seed, 
and from these I have saved, as being wor- 
thy of cultivation, six, and possibly eight. 
This last spring I planted a seed that was 
the only one formed in the flower from 
which ii was picked, and from this seed 1 
obtained one of the most distinct and beau- 
tiful varieties we possess. 

As there has been considerable misun- 
derstanding about the operation of hand- 
fertilization, I will close my paper with a 
short explanation. 

Botnnically the Chrysanthemum belongs 
to the composite, that is. a class of plants 
whoso flowers are crowded together in a 
close head; this head is what is commonly 
called the flower, hut if wo examine it 
closely we will And it composed of a multi- 
tude of very small, mostly perfect flowers, 
often of two forma, those on the border 
having long flat petals, and those in the 
cuutro tubular. 

In its normal form the Chrysanthemum 
resembles our common white-weed, hut 
from long cultivation it has become double, 
or in other words the tubular florets have 
been converted into ones with the same 
long flat petals of those in the border, and 
equally sterile. Usually by looking in 
among the petals, a few of the tubular flo- 
rets will he found still remaining, and 
these are the ones that hear the seed. Each 
one of these will most always he found to 
have perfect pistil and stamens, and when 
the floret first opens the pollen will ho 
found adhering to the underside of the 
closed stigmas. By taking this pollen on a 
small, soft brush, and carrying it to an- 
other floret on a separate plant, in which 
the stigma has had time to open, and 
brushing the pollen upon it, cross or hand- 
fertilization is effected. 

By simply placing one plant by the side 
of another there is no cross-fertilization, 
unless it is accomplished by the wind or 
insect agency. 

Delivery of Daily Papers. 

Tho following complaint from an old 
subscriber of tho Graphic has been re- 
ceived: 

“To add to the winter discomfort and 
winter blockade, the daily papers are not 
delivered in time to read before leaving the 
house for Boston. The dealer in news- 
papers sends a small boy inadequate to 
the task in mild, pleasant weather, and 
wholly unfit in such cold snowy times as 
this — he may save a few cents, but the 
reading business man is kept in discomfort 
at the time he most wants to know what 
is going on in the world. A matter so easi- 
ly remedied should not he allowed to con- 
tinue.’* 

In reply to this, it might he said that tho 
correspondent does not take into consider- 
ation the trials that beset a newsdealer in 
Newton. It is not for the purpose of sav- 
ing money that he does not biro larger 
hoys, but because here in Newton hoys 
who are willing to work at such business 
are few and far between, and tho news- 
dealer is thankful if he can get boys of any 
size to do tho work. Mr. Morgan, the 
newsdealer here, is doing about all he can 
and is paying larger wages than newsdeal- 
ers in other cities. If someone would send 
him some largo and reliable hoys, lie 
would ho only too glad to hire them.

The Cottage Hospital. 

Tlie annual meeting of the Cottage Hos- 
pital corporation was held Alonday after- 
noon in the chapel of the New Church 
Society at Newton ville. the president, Air. 
It. AI. l’ulsifer presiding. There was a 
large attendance in spite of the storm. 
The report of the treasurer, Air. George S. 
Bullcns, showed that the balance of the 
building fund on hand was $418.78. The

The secretary 
was authorized to have printed in pamphlet 
forn^ 15(H) copies of tho various reports 
presented at the meeting for distribution.

Haskell.

Fire Department Ktutestics. 

From tlie annual report of Chief Bixby 
of the fire department tho following facts 
are gleaned : During the year J7 buildings 
were damaged by fire, 5 being totally de- 
stroyed. The number of alarms was 71, 
and the loss by lire was $22,172, $1.5,171 be- 
ing oil real estate and $0,001 on personal 
property. The insurance paid was $14,708 
and the total insurance at risk, $158,855. 
The area protected by the lire department 
is 20 square miles; miles of accepted streets, 
108; hydrants, 471. The number of build- 
ings erected was 200, 10 being of brick and 
stone and 108 of wood. Tho number erect- 
ed in each ward is: Ward 1, 18; Ward 2, 
40; Ward J, 41; Ward 4, 20; Ward 5, 2ft; 
Ward ft, :tft; Ward 7, 10. Tho value of tho 
buildings erected is $800,000.

Recital «f Snored Music. 

Grneo church wns filled on Tuesday 
evening, with an attentive and appreciative 
audience, comprising people from all parts 
of Newton, as well as many from Boston, 
Cambridge and Somerville, drawn together 
by a desire to hear tho admirable choir of 
the church of the Advent, under the ;iblo 
direction of its well-known organist and 
choir-master, Mr. S. B. Whitney. The pro- 
cession of white-robed choristers and 
priests entered by the north door, passing 
.down the north and up the centre aisle, 
singing the processional hymn, “O bless 
the Lord My Soul;” the spirited strains 
echoing through the church in a great 
wave of harmony. Even here the sweet, 
hell-like soprano of Master Staples rang 
out above the other voices, while the deep 
rich bass of Mr. Beeching was equally dis- 
tinguishable. 

The To Dentil Lnudnmus in B flat, by 
Stainer, and the magnificat, in F by Touts 
were finely rendered. The Creed, Versifies, 
etc., were beautifully intoned by the choir, 
but entirely failed iti effect as the congre- 
gation being unfamiliar with tlie Choral 
Service, were unable to join in them. 
One could hut think how grandly 
dignified would have been tho servieo 
had the entire congregation united with the 
tho choir In the intonation. The Hallelu- 
jah Chorus from the Alessiah, always in- 
spiring, was magnificently given. ’ The 
gem of the evening was Gounod's exquisite 
Nativity Hymn, charmingly sung by Mas- 
ter Staples. The modest, unaffected hear- 
ing, the clear, distinct articulation, the ex- 
ceptionally beautiful voice of this gifted 
youth, who sings with a spontaneity and 
finish ns remarkable ns it is delightful, 
made his singing of this hymn and of his 
other solos, a pleasure almost beyond 
words. The St. Cecilia music was' ren- 
dered ns the Advent choir always render it, 
which is equivalent to saying— almost per- 
fection. 

Ono could hut regret tho absence of the 
double stringed quartette, which usually 
assists the choir in its Festival rendition of 
this music, tho orchestral effects being so 
fine, and making tho service so much more 
impressive. The solos were very well ren- 
dered, the tenor solo in the Sanctus, by Air. 
Grieves, and the soprano solo in the Bcne- 
dictus by Alastcr Staples, being especially 
fine. Air. Grieves, who has a sympa- 
thetic voice, and sings always ’ with 
great devotional feeling, was not in good 
voico and could not do himself jus- 
tice; hut, even with this drawback, 
bis singing was most enjoyable. The Retroces- 
sional was tlie old Epiplinnv hvtnn, “As with glad- 
ness men of old.” in which the congregation 
joined most heartily. Beautiful Grace church 
is most admirably adapted for a choral 
service, and one can but hope that the day 
is not far distant when a well-trained choir of men 
and boys mny make its fine urclies resonant with 
the harmonies rich ami grand, befitting the wor- 
ship of the “King of Kings, and Lord of Lords,” 
the incarnate Son of the Most High God. 

In everv respect the recital was of the highest 
order of excellence, both in the character of the 
music rendered, and the manner of its execution, 
reflecting the greatest credit alike upon choir and 
choir-master, and affording a rich musical treat to 
all whoso good fortune it was to he present.

On the 4th of July, 177ft, ho proclaimed in 
Congress the liberty of the United States 
On the fiftieth anniversary of that d.iy ho 
expired in his 8'Jtli year. The last twenty- 
five years of his life were passed in tho re- 
tirement of his estate at Quincy, engaged 
in agricultural pursuits. Always interes- 
ted in public affairs, wo find him, at the 
ago of 85 years, a member of the conven- 
tion for revising the constitution of 
Alassachusctts.

Rebuilding Eliot Church. 

The special parish meeting of the Eliot 
church was held in Eliot Lower Hall, Mon- 
day evening, and over a hundred were 
present, the greater number being members 
of the parish.

Holbrook, 
and J. W. Davis. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the 
Unitarian, Baptist, Methodist and Episco- 
pal societies of Newton for offers for the 
use of their buildings: to the firemen of 
Newton and Watertown for services ren- 
dered, and to Mrs. A. S. Steele of Nashville, 
Tenn., who forwarded the first subscription 
of $6. 

The energy with which the parish have 
taken hold of the matter, the harmony that 
prevails, and the character of the men upon 
the committee are an assurance that the 
work will be well ami thoroughly done. 

The Insurance companies have made a 
very generous settlement of the insurance 
on the furniture, books and bell of the old 
church, paying $8,fi6n. They will probably 
make a settlement of the Ip’ss on the build- 
ing, clock and organ, sometime the present 
week, the loss on these being a total one. 
An adjourned parish meeting is t.» lie hold 
next Monday evening to hear their report. 

The following is the text of the resolu- 
tions passed in regard to the work of the 
firemen:

Eliot Religious Society was on the Itith day 
of January destroyed by tire, therefore, 

Resolved: that the thunks of this society 
be and are hereby tendered to the members 
of the fire department of our city and the 
Town of Watertown, lor their prompt 
response and efforts to save the binding. 

Resolved: that the society hereby recog- 
nizes and commends the very skilfull and 
efficient management of Henry L. Bixby. 
the Chief Kugiueef. by which loss of life 
and further loss of adjacent property were 
prevented. 

The Hospital Benefit. 

The theatricals in aid of tho Cottage 
Hospital on Wednesday and Thursday 
next, promise to be a very decided 
financial success, as so many tickets 
have been sold for the first perform- 
ance that it was found necessary to an- 
nounce a repetition of the play for 1 liars 
day evening, and for that occasion ther* 
is already a good demand for seats.

mseVSBtfro A FI UK ALARM 1IKLI. FOR 
WARDS ON K AND 8F.VF.N. 

A special meeting of both brunches of 
the city government was held on Monday 
night.. All the aldermen were present and 
all the eonncllmen with the exception of 
Count Union Tyler. Moody and Hillings. 

A communication was received from the 
Hoard of Health, recommending that the 
petition of $. A. White of Ward 2, for per- 
mission to erect a carpet cleaning estab- 
lishment on Clinton street, he granted. 

The annual report of the Hoard of 
Health was received for printing. Aider- 
man Harwood presented an order that the 
police force of the city consist hereafter of 
IP patrolmen; passed. Mayor Kimball ap- 
pointed, as the extra patrolman called for 
by this order, Anrelius F. A. G. Libbey, 
of Ward 2, a former member of Engino Co. 
No 2. 

Alderman Grant presented an order re- 
commending the discharge of a mortgage 
on the estate of Wales Tucker, given by 
Samuel X. Woodward, as a loan from the 
Kenrick fund, on payment of $880, the 
amount due with interest; passed. 

The proprietor of Eliot Hall asked that 
three ofllccrs for special service bo ap- 
pointed, to serve without pay. Mayor 
Kimball explained that Chief Detective 
Rufus Wade of Boston, under whoso 
charge come the public buildings of the 
state, had said that he would bo satisfied 
with the Hall, if three special 
policemen were on duty, two at the Centre 
street entrance and one at the Elmwood 
street entrance, to oftlciato during Sun- 
day services and at other times when meet- 
ings were held in the ball. Mr. Bacon, the 
owner of the hall, and Mr. J. H. Goodrich, 
his attorney, were also satisfied with the 
arrangement. Tliero was some discussion 
over the matter, Alderman Pettee suggest- 
ing that they could render more effective 
service if they were uniformed. Mayor 
Kimball explained that it was desired to 
have officers who would be accountable to 
the board, and who would see that all du- 
ties were properly performed. If regular 
officers were put on duty there, they would 
have to leave the hall in case of an alarm 
of fire from some place outside, and so 
loave the hall without protection. It 
would also be more appropriate to have 
the special officers in citizen’s dress at 
Sunday services, and on other days uniform 
could be worn. Mayor Kimball then ap- 
pointed Martin C. Laffie, Hiram Smith, and 
II. O. Evans, as the special officers. 

•On motion of Alderman Harwood, $75 
was appropriated to pay for the insertion 
of city ordinances in the new directory, the 
same as was inserted last year. 

Alderman Harwood presented from the 
committee on printing an order for the 
printing of the amended city ordinances; 
passed. They will be found in another 
column. 

Mayor Kimball said that the meeting 
was specially called to provide a fire alarm 
apparatus for Wards One and Seven, which 
had been left without any striker by the 
burning of Eliot church. The bell on the 
Engine House was too small to be iieard at 
any distance, the bells on Grace church 
could not be used on account of the 
chimes, and the bell on Channing church 
was too small. It was necessary that so 
large a section should be provided for at 
once. 

Alderman Pettee presented an order, 
giving the committee on lire department 
authority to purchase a hell and striker, 
the location to be left at the discretion of 
the committee, and the amount not to ex- 
ceed si ,000, to be charged to the miscella- 
neous appropriation. 

Mayor Kimball said that it would be a 
year and a half, probably, before the new 
church would he ready for the bell, and at 
that time the bell and striker could be re- 
moved to Xonantum, as the citizens of that 
part of the city had petitioned for them 
and needed them for the school signals and 
the lire alarms It was thought that a bell 
weighing 1700 pounds would be large 
enough, and its cost would be about $350, 
and the striking apparatus would cost 
about $000. The old bell on Eliot church 
weighed 3,000, hut a smaller bell would 
answer the purpose. Eliot Ilall tower had 
been suggested to him, and Chief Hixby 
was asked in regard to the merits of such a 
location. 

Chief Hixby said that he thought the lo- 
cation would be an excellent one, although 
it might cost something to fit it up. The 
building, however, was a very strong one, 
and the location was so central that the 
bell could lie beard in all parts of the 
wards. A 1700 pound bell would be large 
enough. Mr. Rogers, the Gamewell agent, 
said that the best results could be obtained 
from a bell weighing from 1500 to 2500, and 
that a 17oo pound bell would be heard to as 
great a distance as a larger one. The City 
ilall bell weighed 2000, and there were no 
complaints from it. 

Alderman Hollis said that he thought 
EU/>t Ilall would be a more dosi rouble 
Jjcation than a temporary tower in Fallow 
Park, which had been spoken of, as the 
tower was above the buildings in the 
vicinity, and they would, therefore, not 
obstruct the sound. 

Alderman .Nickerson said that the matter 
had better be refoircd back to the commit- 
tee, for them to get estimates, and report; 
the ball would be better than a temporary 
tower, as the latter would be an unsightly 
structure unless a good deal of money was 
spent upon it. 

Alderman Ward asked if Mr. Bacou 
would allow the bell (o be placed on the 
tower without charging rent for it. lie j 
thought ibis was an important considera- 
tion, as, if an annual rent was chtnged, it 
would make a large increase in the first 
cost. The committee were instructed to 
look this matter up. 

Alderman Grant said that the city ah 
ready owned a building in Ward One, on 
which there was a tower, and asked why 
Armory Hall would not do for the bell and 
striker. The tower could be properly 
strengthened, and lilt d up for the hull. 

Tin* opinion of » hie! Hixby was called 
for. and lie said that Hie Auuory Ilall 
tower would not compare with the Eliot 
li ill tower, as it would not bring ilu* bull 
above the surrounding buildings. Be 
sides, it would he placing tin- hell and 
striker on .mother wo men building, which 
was not desirable. | 

The order wa •» tin illy passed. Aldeimuu 


Ward’s objection about the rent being met 
by the statement that the committee could 
not agree to pay rent, without, a vote of the 
City Council. 

Alderman Hollis, from the Committee on 
Licenses, reported on the reinonstanco of 
Martha Shaughnessy against. iTimothy O'- 
Leary's barn, on Clinton street. Ward Two, 
recommending that the matter be referred 
to the Hoard of Health, and that Mr. 
O’Leary be requested to refrain from build- 
ing until after the hearing. The board 
then took a recess. 

In the Common Council, concurrent busi- 
ness was disposed of without debate, and 
both branches adjourned before 0 o’clock. 

WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 

T1IF. TEMPERANCE qUKSTlON ABl.Y DIS- 
CUSSED. 

The West Xewton Lyceum discussed the 
Temperance Question Monday evening, a 
fair sized audience being present. 

Rev. Charles L. Woodworth read tho 
lecture of the evening, on “The Moral. 
Social and Financial Evils of Intemper- 
ance.** The subject of Temperance, lie 
said, had been much discussed for the past 
few years. Twice as much money is paid 
for liquor as for bread, and tho liquor does 
no ono good. There is nothing of the sort 
in Newton, hut in Boston the caso is differ- 
ent. Many stores that carry goods irnlis- 
pcnsablb to tho wants of the people are 
seen, but the liquor signs and traffic is in 
every nook and corner available. We claim 
to be the most moral and religious people, 
to have the best schools and churches, ami 
yet here is an institution licensed by gov- 
ernment, and it looks like a betrayal of the 
interests of the people. What good is a 
grog-shop? Point to another occupation 
that has no value to tho intelligence, 
morality and religion of the people. Mr. 
Woodworth reviewed the situation of the 
liquor business in Watertown, and showed 
that it was the wholesale dealers in Boston 
that were the means of the traffic getting 
the headway it had attained in that town. 
The lecture was a very forcible presenta- 
tion of tho evils of the rum power, and 
furnished plenty of arguments for its re- 
pression by government. 

After 9 cornet solo by Mr. Geo. Bolshoncr, 
Ex-Mayor Johnson of Waltham spoke on 
the question for debate; Resolved, that the 
Constitution of Massachusetts should lie 
so amended as to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of spirituous liquors. Mr. John- 
son took the affirmative side of the ques- 
tion, and made a very interesting address. 
His fame as a speaker on this subject bad 
drawn many to the meeting, and bo was 
attentively listened to. He said that 
the question meant that the sale and 
manufacture of liquor to be used as a 
beverage should lie prohibited bv the 
state, and Jie thought there was no doubt 
UP°» the matter. Men must do something 
to rid us of this curse; it is responsible for 
92 per cent of all crime committed; 72 per 
cent of paupers; 05 per cent of insanity, 
45 per cent of which is inherited from 
alcohol drinkers. Cast out alcohol and we 
will save two thirds of insanity. All the 
prominent men of the times, and the best 
intellects of America and England say that 
it is destroying every interest. Statutory 
prohibition keeps liquor in politics. The 
legislature thus becomes a prizo for the 
rum interests, and the law on the 
question will change every year. Liquor is 
the curse of liberty, and *is an evil to the 
government. Its sale and manufac- 
ture should be prohibited by a constitution- 
al amendment, and the young taught to have 
such a horror of liquor that when they crow 
up they will vote against legalizing the 
liquor traffic. In Kansas, Iowa and Rhode 
Island, prohibitory laws have been success- 
ful, and the same policy should be pursued 
in other states. Slavery died not simply be- 
cause Abraham Lincoln signed the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation, but because of a con- 
stitutional amendment. The great interests 
of home can never be protected until this 
question is removed from the annual elec- 
tion in Massachusetts. 

Mr. F. B. Tiffany spoke on the negative 
side of the question. lie said that he was 
aware of the ungrateful position which lie 
held, after the stand taken by the previous 
speaker. It was an open question which 
was best, Prohibition or Local Option. The 
prohibitory law can never be enforced until 
the people become temperate. Hu did not 
think it would be advisable to submit to 
the people a constitutional amendment, or 
that the people were ready to vote on tin* 
question. The Prohibitory law promised 
great things when it was passed, but it bad 
failed to do what was promised. A con- 
stitutional amendment Would not he en- 
forced any more than any other law, and 
he thought a constitutional ameudmont 
was unnecessary. 

Other speakers were Messrs. Morton, 
Wheeler, .Spinney. Powers, Colboy, Walton, 
Darling and Mr. X. T. Allen. 

Mr. Woodworth, in reply to some of the 
speakers, said that in Boston, at the time 
of the great fire, the sale of liquor was 
stopped for ten days, and also at the strike 
in Cambridge. If the executive behind the 
law says it shall be enforced, it will be. 

Mr. Johnson re vie well the remarks made 
by the speakers of the evening, and closed 
by saying that, if Prohibition is good for 
Xewton, it must be good for Massachusetts. 

A Newton Man iu Dakota. 

To the Kilitor of the (irapble: 

Grafton, I)ak., Jan. 13, ‘87. 
For the past few years we dwellers in the 
east have heard and read many conilicting 
accounts of the “land of the Dakotas, ’’and 
for the benefit of the readers of the Graph- 
ic 1 would liko to state a few facts concern- 
ing it. Hero is a territory considerably 
more than twice as large as all Xew Eng- 
land. Leave out Maine ami it is more thau 
four times the combined area of the other 
Xew England States. Great Britian and 
Ireland could be dropped into it and still 
leave room for half a dozen principalities. 
Its area is about 150,000 square miles. The 
Missouri River is navigable throughout 
the territory, and the Red River affords an 
eastern frontage of 200 miles. Although in 
1H70 Dakota had only 05 miles of railroad, 
the rails now span 3,000 miles, and railroad 
building goes forward more rapidly than 
ever. It is by far tho best wheat growing 
country on the continent, ami is rich in 
gold, silver, coal, iron and manganese 
mines. 

This country which within my memory 
wa., considered by the beat authorities as a 
desert, and so designated, now produces not 
far from 75,000,000 bushels of cereals. 
1 wenty -seven years ago one solitary pioneer 
harvested the first and only wheat field in 
wliat is now Dakota ; it 
and yielded 055 bushels, 
more miles of railroad 


where first the Pilgrims landed, or any one 
of two dozen old-settled states. Three 
hundred newspapers and nearly 2500 
schools are supported, and the terri- 
tory pays more revenue to tho post, office 
department, than any one of thirty-two 
states, she can with her present wheat 
supply satisfy her own wants, and furnish 
enough to feed half of the states. And 
yet the development, has hardly begun; tho 
sod is still unbroken on probably three 
fourths of her tillable land. At another 
time if you wish 1 will give sonic items 
of interest about farming and stock raising.

CITY OF NEWTON. 



The following Ordinances, which have boon duly 
passed and signed, are hereby published In accor- 
dance with the requirements of the City Or- 
dinances:— 

ORDINANCE. 

He it ordained by the City Council nf the City of 
Newton, a a follows ; 

Section 1. The chief of the tire department, un- 
der iho direction of the Mayor and Aldermen, 
shall have the supervision ami charge of all tele- 
graph, telephone, and electric lines. lie shall 
forthwith report to the Mayor any violations of this 
ordinance. 

Sect. 2. No telegraph tclephonc.nor electric light 
line shall he erected nor maintained until tho ow- 
ner thereof shall file with the Mayor and Aldermen 
a written agreement accepting and promising to 
abide by and perform all the conditions nud pro- 
visions of this ordinance, and all orders, rules, 
regulations and amendments hereafter made in ad- 
dition thereto. 

Sect. 3. All writings and authority for the 
erection of telegraph, telephone, nud electric lines 
slinll be subject to tho right of the Mayor and Al- 
dermen to permit other lines to he placed upon tho 
same posts; hut this shall not prevent a reasonable 
compensation therefor. 

Sect. 4. On streets where curbstones are set all 
posts shall be erected In the sklewulk, within and 
adjoining the curbstones: and where there are no 
curbstones, the posts shall he so erected as not to 
interfere with tho gutters. No post shall be erected 
within fifteen feet of any hydrant, nor so ns to In- 
terfere with any water-pipe, shade-tree, drive-way, 
nor intersection of streets. 

Sect. 5. All posts for telegraph, telephone, and 
clcetrie lines shall he straight, properly trimmed 
and painted, shall not he less than twenty feet in 
height from the ground, shall he of iron, cedar, or 
chestnut, and, if of wood, not less thau six inches 
in diameter at the smaller end and ten Inches in di- 
ameter at the ground. Such posts shall be 
firmly and properly set in the ground 
to the depth of at least live feet. Wher- 
ever any wire shall cross any street or way, it 
shall be at a height not less than twenty-five feet 
above such street or way. and be protected by 
guards, and, where practicable, cross at riglit 
angles. 

Sect. 0. All wires for tho transmission of 
electricity for lighting and motive power shall at all 
times he so insulated as to resist abrasion anil heat, 
and he impervious to water. When placed above 
the surface of the ground, such wires shall be sus- 
pended upon posts. When any such wire shall be 
broken, or Its insulation become imperfect, the 
electric current shall forthwith bo discontinued, 
and the wire nut used until properly repaired and 
insulated. 

Sect. 7. Wires for the transmission of elcctrieity 
for lighting and motive-power shall he secured to 
insulating fastenings of glass, hard rubber, or 
other approved Insulating material. All tie-wires 
shall l»e insulated hi the same manner us conduct- 
ing-wires. All joints in wires shall be securely 
made, and wrapped with insulating material that 
will resist heat ami abrasion, ami he impervious to 
water. Continuous wires, without joints, shall be 
used as far as possible. 

Sect. s. Wires for the transmission of electricity 
for lighting and motive-power, passing through the 
exterior walls of buildincs, shall be firmly encased iu 
substantial tubes of non-conducting material not 11- 
able'to'ahsorb moisture, and so placed as to prevent 
waterfrom entering|the bullding|along the wire.out- 
going and returning wires for arc-lights shall enter 
and leave buildings at points one foot at least from 
each other; those for incandescent lights shall so 
enter and leave buildings at points at least 
six inches from each other. In running along 
outside walls, cornices, and the like, all such wires 
shall be rigidly fastened by non-conducting fasten- 
ings. In the *interl6r of buildings all such wires 
shall he so placed asdiot to come in contact with iron 
pipes, posts nor girders, nor in any way so as to 
form other circuits or ground connections. Iu 
passing through floors or partitions or walls, they 
shall he surrounded by an insulating tube of sub- 
stantial material, to protect them from injury by 
rats or mice. When such wires enter a building, a 
cut-out of simple form andiconstruction shall he 
provided; and properly attached as near us possible 
to such entrance. 

Sect. 9. The frame and exposed parts of all are- 
lamps shall he insulated from the circuit. All such 
lamps shall he provided with a separate hand- 
switch, and also with an automatic switch which 
will close the circuit whenever tho carbons do not 
approach each other, or the resistance becomes ex- 
cessive. 

Sect. 10. For incandescent lamps, the conduct- 
ing wire leading to each building and branch cir- 
cuit shall lie provided with an automatic switch or 
cut-out, or its equivalent, cupable of protecting tho 
8> stem from injury by an excessive current ot elec- 
tricity. 

Sect. 11. All light and power circuits shall ho 
entirely nf metal. No gas, water, nor steam pipe, 
nor the earth, shall be used us a part of any such 
circuit. 

Sect. 12. In case of lire the chief of the fire de- 
partment shall have full power and authority to or- 
der and cause any electric wires to he cut or re- 
moved, and electric currents discontinued until the 
lire is extinguished. 

Sect. 13. Except by vote of two-thirds of nil 
members of tho Hoard of Aldermen, no wire for tho 
transmission of electricity fur lighting or motive- 
power shall he attached to posts of the 11 re-ala rm 
telegraph nor to the posts of any telegraph or tele- 
phone company upon which flre-alarm wires arc 
placed. Such wires, excepting when permitted by 
a like vote to remain, shall forthwith be removed 
from such posts, whenever any wire of the tire 
alarm telegraph is attached thereto. 

Skit. 14, All dead wires shall he removed. 

Sect. IQ. Cpon the completion of uny circuit, 
mid before it lis used, a plat, showing the loca- 
tion of the wires and posts of such circuit, shall lie 
filed with the chief of the tire department, and uuy 
change of such posts or wires shall he reported to 
him within twontyfour hours. 

ORDINANCE. 

lie it ordained by the City Council of the City 
of Newton, as foliates: 

That Section 1 of Ordinance XIV of the Munici- 
pal Register of 18H3 he and hereby is amended by in- 
serting alter word ‘♦Marshal, ” in tha third line 
thereof, the words “a captain,” so that said section 
shall read u* follows : 

Sect. 1. A police department Is hereby estab- 
lished, consisting of a chief, who sliuil lie culled the 
City Murslial, a captain, u sergeant, and as many 
patrolmen as may be deemed necessary by the City 
< ouucil. 

OHDINA NOK. 

lie it ordained by the City Council of the CUy of 
Newton, as follows: 

That Section 29 of Ordinance XVI of the Muni- 
cipal Register ot 1883 bo ami hereby is amended by 
inserting at the beginning thereof and before the 
words “Hie following rules" the following clause: 

No Street Railway shall receive a locution iu any 
of tlic streets ot Newton, until the party or parties 
applying for llie same shall have first tiled with tho 
City Clerk a plan of the location desired, and shall 
enter into an agreement in writing under tin ir 
seals, with tin* City of NewiDn, whereby they agree 
to use tin- form ol rail, the kind and quality of ina 
teri'jl tor paving, and lay down their tracks, all as 
the Committee on Highways shall direct; suid 
agreement shall also contain proper covenants, pro- 
viding tlnd the obligors shall, at t heir own expense, 
when ordered %o to do by the Hoard of Aldermen, 
change (lie location of their track or trucks, the 
grade ol t lie same and the pavement used by them to 
conform to the grade and pavement of the street as 
tiie same may lie established from time to time.

THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 


DISCUSSED IIY MU. JOHN W. CARTER BEFORE 
TIIK NKWTON HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


The second of flic Horticultural Society’* 
winter meetings were held at City Hull, 
West Newton, Tuesday evening, a large at- 
tendance being present. The question for 
discussion was the need of Sewerage in 
Nowton, and Mr. John W. Carter rend a 
paper which treated the question in an 
able and exhaustive manner. Lengthy ex- 
tracts aro given below. Mr. Carter began 
by saying: 

Your Secretary having kindly asked me 
early in the month to speak at this meet- 
ing upon the subject of Sewerage, I replied 
that while I should be willing to do so at a 
later date, it was hardly possible otherwise, 
as I had no time for preparation at my dis- 
posal. Time and the cars however, — to 
which should now he added the Newton 
Horticultural Society — wait for no man, so 
that 1 meekly consented, and shall now re- 
taliate by rearranging and grouping down 
old facts, whereas, I had hoped at a later 
day to present you with a series of now 
and more interesting ones. 

Some two years since l went to England 
and the Continent for the purpose of there 
examining the various systems of drainage 
and sewerage, with a view to reporting up- 
on same to our City Council. In the course 
of somewhat extensive investigations I 
was brought into contact with eminent en- 
gineers and sanitarians to whom these prob- 
lems had been familiar for a generation. 

• Their opinions in regard to the various 
systems of sewerage, and to the problem 
of sewage disposal, I shall touch upon 
later, but what impressed mo most at this 
time, and in part somewhat disheartened 
me, was this phrase with which they gen- 
erally concluded their remarks; “before 
carrying out any plans, before adopting 
any system even, you will have to educate 
your peoplo as to the vital importance of 
the whole subject.” 

I sometimes ventured in a smiling way, 
to tell them of the high intelligence of 
Americans in general, and of my fqjlow 
townsmen in particular, but the usual 
reply to this was a counter smile which 
completely overtopped my own, and led 
me to think that wo had yet to learn the 
A. It. C. of investigation. The events of 
the past two years have fully justified their 
predictions, anil led to the belief that how- 
ever intelligent and public spirited the 
citizens of Newton are in respect of all 
other matters, they are not above the gen- 
eral average in respect to that which is of 
the highest importance, viz: sanatarion. 
In illustration of this, I call your attention 
to the following record: Ten years ago 
commissioners for drainage and sewerage 
were appointed by the City of Nowton. 
and entered at once upon the discharge of 
their duties. Appropriations of *.‘1,000 
were made for their expenses, and having 
chosen a consulting engineer they proceed- 
ed with the matter in hand, and in Dec. 
1870, submitted their report, together with 
that of their engineer. They recommend- 
ed, injsubstance, a system of main and branch 
sewers covering parts of Wards 7, 1, 2 and 3, 
whose outfall would be on the southern 
bank of the Charles River near the Water- 
town Arsenal. Their engineer was of tho 
opinion that with skilful management, the 
sewage of Newton could be discharged 
below the water level for many years to 
conic, without much objection or just 
ground for complaint, and he had no hesi- 
tation in recommending it as the most 
feasible plan. 

This, with regard to tho ultimate tormi- 
nus, the commissioners having thought it 
feasible to defer for some years the con- 
struction of a main drain from Maple 
street to the Arsenal site, and to discharge 
meantime into tho Charles river at a point 
further w'est, near the former site of Brack- 
ett’s wharf. 

Disposal of sewage by irrigation or chem- 
ical precipitation, they did not favor, unless 
possibly at the villages of Lower and Up- 
per Falls, where the grade was such that 
tho sewage could not by gravitation be car- 
ried through into the proposed main drain. 
The expense of this partial system. of sewer- 
aye and drainage was estimated by the en- 
gineer at $405,000, this to include that sec- 
tion of the main drain extending from near 
Lemon’s brook to the contemplated outfall 
near the arsenal. 

Tho joint special committee on sewerage 
and drainage in 1883 reported adversely 
to the project of the special commission, 
principally on account of the “magnitude 
of tho expenditure which the con- 
struction of a system of sewers on its plans 
would require,” while it was not prepared 
to recommend the adoption of any plan or 
system, it did recommend a careful and 
thorough investigation of tho method of 
treating it by separate districts, providing 
for house sewage only, and disposing of it 
by irrigation or fertilization. 

This second report was followed by one 
from the joint special committee on drain- 
age for 1884, whoso chairman wont to Eu- 
rope for the nurpose of examining the vari- 
ous systems employed in England and on 
the continent. It reviewed the subject his- 
torically, showed its importance from 
sanitary and commercial standpoints, out- 
lined in detail the principal methods for 
collecting and disposing of sewage, and 
concluded by recommending the appoint- 
ment of a special commission, empowered 
to employ a sanitary engineer of high 
standing, whoso work in conjunction with 
that of our city engineer, might fairly be 
expected to be exhaustive and final. 

So far as I know, there was no special at- 
tention given to this subject by the joint 
special committee of 1885, but in 1880 and 
after the report made by the Massachusetts 
State Commissioners, the joint special 
committee for that year voted in favor of 
adopting its recommendations with regard 
to the Charles River basin. 

The views of tho state commission in 
respect of the entire scheme for draining 
the Mystic, Blackstono, Charles and Nc- 
ponset rivers, and of providing for New- 
ton’s drainage and sewerage, and its con- 
flict of opinion with that of Newton’s spec- 
ial committee of 1877-8-W, I propose taking 
into consideration later on; meantime per- 
mit me, at the risk of traversing old ground, 
to call your attention to the character of 
tiie problem now confronting us, its mag- 
nitude, its approximate cost, and the steps 
which seem uosirablo to effect its final so- 
ution. 

Mr. Carter then passed briefly in review 
over the history of drainage and sewerage 
for many centuries; the fearful price paid 
in the middlo ages for neglect of sanitary 
laws; and sketched tho manner in which 
modern science 1ms tried to meet tho needs 
of dense populations. The different 
methods of disposing of sewage, both in 
this country, England, and upon tho Conti- 


nent were cited, Mr. Carter having devot- 

ed much time to tho thorough study of the 
question. Tho enormous difference to the 
state, commercially and morally, between 
good and poor systems, or no systems at 
all, was shown, and many important stat- 
istics were cited, showing the great decrease 
in the death rate, after the introduction of 
a good system of sewerage. 

Newton’s problem, with her 20,000 popu- 
lation, her system of cess-pools, the great 
quantity of surface and subsoil water, more 
or less contaminated, and tho 1,000,000 gal’s 
per day of city water, which is used in 
some form, and then poured out to become 
standing menace to health. Extracts from 
tho city engineer’s able report to the joint 
sewerage committee of 1884, were quoted 
at some length, all showing the pressing 
need of some system of sewerage, especial- 
ly in Wards One, Seven, Two and Three, 
where the population is so dense that tho 
cess-pools are in dangerous proximity to 
the house; the ground is becoming sodden 
with tilth, and the dangers resulting from 
the same, are likely at any time to culmi- 
nate and afflict; us. Mr. Carter then said: 

Let me now call your your attention to 
tho several requirements of cities and 
towns as regards modern sanitation. These 
requirements embrace: 

1st. The scavenging of towns. 

2nd. Their sewerage and drainage. 

3rd. The possession of a pure and abun- 
dant water supply. 

4th. The preservation of rivers, streams, 
and all sources of water supply from pollu- 
tion. 

5th. The appointment of independent 
local hoards of health, so constituted that 
they shall ho free from political influences, 
competent to judge of sanitary needs, and 
the steps necessary to bring them about, 
and clothed finally with sutlicicnt authority 
to enforce their recommendations whenever 
the public health is in danger. 

The first requirement — scavenging— re- 
lates to the proper collection and storage 
of house and street refuse, viz:— ashes, 
swill, garbarge, and all foecal matter, also 
to its frequent and regular removal in such 
a way as not to endanger the public health, 
or render it a nuisance. The latter element, 
when privies, leaching or tight cess-pools 
are in vogue, or where water closets have 
been introduced without a system of sub- 
soil irrigation, or before the adoption of j:i 
system of sewerage, requires special care 
and precaution, will be shown under its ap- 
propriate head, further on. The limitation 
of noxious trades or manufactures and their 
proper supervision in respect of sanitary 
laws, also comes into this department. 

The second requirements, viz: sewerage 
and drainage, relates to a system of con- 
tinuous underground pipes, or channels, 
causing an immediate and self-removal of all 
excreta and waste water from the dwelling 
to the place of final exposure. It included 
also the removal of surface and subsoil 
water. This system, technically called 
water-carriage, as opposed to dry removal, 
has numerous advantages over the latter, be 
cause (a) all excreta and fluid house refuse, 
instead of being so stored in or near dwell- 
ings, where, without extreme care, they 
are liable to decompose and become dan- 
gerous, are removed rapidly and at once, to 
a place of disposal, (b). It serves to low- 
er the subterranean water line thus aerating 
and drying the sub-soil. These advantages 
can not too frequently be enforced upon 
the popular mind, as, though largely instru- 
mental in lowering the health-rate, they 
are frequently overlooked. The late Dr. 
Bowditch boro emphatic testimony in this 
regard, and so also has Dr. Buchanan 
of the medical department of the privy 
council, England, and Prof. Pettenkofer of 
Munich. 

Sundry requirements ‘on the other hand, 
somtimes operates to give the preference to 
dry removal, notably, tho lack of an abun- 
dant water supply tho topography, or phy- 
sical characteristics of a town, and the dif- 
ference in cost, sanitary science being 
equal. 

The third requirement, possession of a 
pure and abundant water supply, is so inti- 
mately allied with cleanliness and health, 
and so generally conceded to be necessary 
to them that comment upon it, in detail, is 
not called for. hut it may he w ell to note 
in passing, that impure water when taken 
daily into the system, is sure to impair 
one’s power of resisting disease, and to 
lower the general tone of health even with 
the vigorous. 

Tho fourth requirement, preservation of 
rivers, streams and all sources of water 
supply from pollution, has been considered 
exhaustively by English and Continental 
authorities and by the Massachusetts State 
Board of Health. As population becomes 
more dense and manufacturing enterprises 
increase the demand for water becomes 
greater both relatively and absolutely. 
The area of supply then drawn upon is 
greatly enlarged and the tendency to pollu- 
tion correspondingly increased: for this 
arises not simply from the bodily discharge 
of refuse into ponds, rivers or streams, but 
from the contaminating influence of cess- 
pools, privies, etc., which first pollute the 
subsoil waters, and through them tho wells, 
springs and various sources of domestic 
supply. Aeration and oxidation somewhat 
retard these agencies, but not wholly, and 
even these cannot have full play unless— as 
is seldom the case — land is thoroughly un- 
derdrained. On this point the English 
Rivers. Pollution Commission of 18tt8, well 
remark “Among the numerous processes 
for tho cleansing of polluted water with 
which we have boon acquainted, there is 
not one which is sufficiently effective to 
warrant the use for drinking of water 
which lias once been contaminated with 
sewage or other similar noxious animal 
matters.” 

In England. Franco and flormany legisla- 
tion ol the most stringent character has 
been passed, to meet this difficulty, while 
in our own State it has demanded and is re- 
ceiving the most earnest and careful atten- 
tion. 

The fifth and final requirement is the ap- 
pointment of independent local boards of 
Health. 

The necessity of such boards has been i 
urged with great force, and frequently by 
the Massachusetts State Board of Health, 
and various acts relating to them have been 
framed for legislative consideration: that 
the power exercised by boards otherwise 
constituted is largly nominal is a fact well 
known by those who have had experience, 
but the counter fact is not so well known, 
viz: that independent local boards have 
brought to the front a class of men who 
not only possess greater abtitude for the 
discharge of their duties, but are able to 
give greater attention to them, and are cor- 
respondingly efficient. Boards of this 
nature arc in regular communication with 
the State Board, are supposed to make 


annual reports to it of their town or cit^d 

condition and needs, and have succeed e- 
thus far in eff ecting material improv 
incuts. 

****••♦ 

It is somewhat discouraging, after having 
traversed so much ground, to find that one ! 
of the first, elements in our problem has 
vet, to be considered; whatever system we 
adopt for collecting and removing our sow- I 
age, we must find an outlet for its disposal; 
wiiat shall that bo? A discharge of crude 
sewaire into the Charles river? A system I 
of irrigation or precipitation, ora commit- I 
tal bodily to the scheme of the late Massa- | 
chusetts commission ? Inasmuch as the • 
’8(1 joint special committeo on drainage 
and sewerage reported in favor of the later | 
project. I think we may best utilize our 
time by referring to that; and first I must 
call your attention to what, seems to me the 
unfortunate composition of t he hoard which 
has made this report,; of the five gentlemen 
composing it— and they are all of high 
standing in their respective callings.— two 
are lawyers and three merchants. The en- 
gineering element, which was of the great- i 
est importance, had no representative upon 
it, nor did the chemical, or the sanitarian 
or the medical. I venture to say, that con- 
sidering the magnitude of the subject en- 
trusted to it, a hoard so constituted either 
in England, France, Belgium or Germany 
would have failed, and failed rightly, to 
have commanded the confidence of the 
country. And why? Because the consid- 
eration of the subject not only demands 
ability, hut ability in certain ‘directions 
— trained ability, technical ability. 

One may say that the Massachusetts ! 
board had authority to call to their aid 
such experts as were needed, but so far as 
the report shows, they did so to a moder- 
ate extent only, nor could it be expected 
that with a layman’s knowledge of the 
subject they would do so. What was the , 
modus operandi of these commissioners. 
They first made choice of a consulting en- 
gineer, Mr. Elliot C. Clarke, a man of un- 
doubted talent, and one whose previous 
experience was likely to be of value, yet 
not of sufficient value to make him the 
head or front of the commission, as there 
was no guide or check upon him in the 
commission itself, nor was there any off- 
set to tho fact of his being necessarily 
biased by the part he had taken in the par- 
ent scheme of the Boston Main Drainage 
works. These works, as is well known, 
were planned with the express expectation 
of attaching to them afterwards the subur- 
ban valleys or rain beds. Mr. Clarke, in 
his report, details his experience in Eng- 
land. where he went for tho express pur- 
pose of examining the different systems of 
sewerage. But he does not seem to have 
thought it worth while to cross the Chan- 
nel, though on the continent alone could 
he find in successful operation the greatest 
sewage farms in existance, to say nothing 
of the fact, that there also were to be found 
tho conditions of climate and rainfall most 
nearly allied to that of the United States. 
IIo could have seen at Frankfort, too, the 
best examples of tho combined system in 
Europe; could have learned from Lind ley 
why lie abandoned irrigation in connection 
with same, for a system of allied precipita- 
tion. I do not, by any means, wish to 
undervalue his report; it shows care, re- 
search and ability in its preparation, but it 
also shows, in my judgment, a strong pre- 
judice in our direction, a prejudice which

The exhibition nt the Electric light sta- 
tion, Tuesday evening, was a very success- 
ful affair, and the company have shown 
that they can produco a light equal to that 
furnished by any other company. Their 
confidence was shown by their going ahead 
and providing a plant, without waiting for 
any orders, but now that they have de- 
monstrated their ability, the orders will 
come in fast enough. The remarks by 
members of the city government, at the 
exhibition, proves that a majority of the 
members favor having electric lights on the 
main streets and squares of the city, and 
the project is one that will bo endorsed 
heartily by the tax-payers. The advan- 
tages of electric lights have been so fully 
demonstrated by the lights placed in the 
streets at the expense of the company, that 
there would probably he no objections if a 
contract was made at once. 

The statements made at the meeting, 
that Newton has spent less than other 
cities for lighting the streets, seem to be 
home out by the facts, and a little more 
liberality the coming year would not be 
•ut of place. The streets should he 
lighted from sunset to sunrise, as Mayor 
Kimball suggested, for street lights are ns 
effective as policemen, in preserving the 
peace. 

There is a Held hero for both the gas and 
electric light companies, and as has been 
found in other cities, the electric lights 
will probably only increase the consump- 
tion of gas, so that the revenues of the gas 
company will not suffer by the intrduction 
of electric lights. Besides, when both 
companies are under separate manage- 
ment, the rivalry between them will be for 
the benefit of consumers, as each will be 
spurred on to furnish a better quality of 
light. 


the sKwnit.ua: qvemtioiv. 

The ablest discussion of the sewerage 
question delivered in this city is contained 
in the paper read by Mr. John W. Carter 
before the Horticultural Society, Tuesday 
evening, at West Newton. Wo print in 
this issue lengthy extracts from the paper, 
and regret that its length prevents the ap- 
pearance of the whole. 

Certainly no more important question is 
before the people of Newton to-day, and 
Mr. Carter has spent so much time in in- 
vestigating the systems of sewerage, not 
only in this country and England, but 
upon the Continent, that he can speak 
with a good deal of authority. What he 
says of the several systems is especially im- 
portant, as Newton will soon be called 
upon to choose between them, and Mr. 
Carter’s objections to the so-called Metro- 
politan system are worthy of considera- 
tion. 

it. is a rather melancholy fact that so 
little publie interest is taken in the subject 
•f sewerage. A few men here and there 
realize its importance, and probably no 
one would deny that there is need ol sew- 
erage in Newton, but with the majority, 
there is an evident disposition to put off 
taking any action as long as possible. For 
such a matter as this, so vitally important 
to the health of all citizens, there is no 
time like the present. Since, as Mr. Carter 
has shown, valuable lives could lie saved 
every year, and the death rate reduced, by 
a proper system of sewerage, the cost or 
the magnitude of the work ought not to be 
considered. It is certainly to be hoped 
that the city government will take some 
action in regard to it, at an early day. 

THE SECRET Ol’T. 

The authorship of the Graphic's war . 
papers is getting to he an open secret. I 
The Grand Army men have held several 
informal meetings in which the matter was 
discussed, and hy common consent suspic- 
ions have pointed to Major S. A. Kanlett of 
Newtonville. Mr. A. F. Upton, after read- ! 
iug the first paper, wrote a letter of con- ! 
gmt ulation to Mr. Kanlett, felicitating | 
him upou his description of events, in 
which they wore comrades in arms, and 
since that time the secret Iuih been gradual- 
ly leaking out, although it was not until 
the appearance of the last paper that the 
veterans felt sure that they wore not mis- 
taken. Mr. Kanlett has concluded that it 
is not worth while to longer make a 1 
mystery of the affair, and hereafter his 
name w ill he signed to the articles. The 
series will continue for about six weeks ! 
longer, and they have aroused so much in- ' 
tercst that there has been a great demand 
for back numbers. It ought to he stated, 
perhaps, that the chief object Mr. Kanlett 
liad in writing the papers, was to arouse 
greater interest in the Grand Army Garni- , 
val, by showing the hardships the soldiers 
had to endure, and recalling the memories 
•f the war, and its brilliant successes. 
This object has in great measure been at- 
tained. 

Tin-, proceedings at the Olty Council, 
Monday night, showcu what an excellent 
plan one board would he, if Mayor Kim- 
ball's recommendations were adopted. 
The members of tin? lower hoard had a 
recess and heard 1 ho plans in regard to ft 
new bell and striker for Wards One and 
Seven fully disclosed and explained by the 
members of the board of aldermen, and 
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then when they earno to vote upon the 
question, they were able to act intelligent- 
ly ami without debate. Had they not been 
present at. the meeting of the other hoard, 
tho w hole matter would have had to ho 
gone over again: Thief Bixhy would have 
had to repeat his explanations, and there 
would have necessarily been a good deni of 
useless discussion. Having two hoards in 
a small city like Newton necessitates a good 
deal of useless red tape and expense, as 
one hoard has simply to thresh over tho 
old straw, already thoroughly sifted hy the 
other hoard, without getting anything 
more valuable than chaff. The one hoard 
system has received tho approval of all 
who have examined into the matter. 


Kkphksentativk E. W. Wood has pre- 
sented in the house a petition of the stand- 
ing justice of the police court of this city, 
for an increase of salary. Tho business of 
the court has so increased that the pres- 
ent salary is entirely inadequate. 


Coxguehsmax-Elkct Burnett has en- 
dorsed the petition for the re-appointment 
of the Kcpuhlicau postmaster at Marlboro. 
Such action is creditable to Mr. Burnett, 
hut it does not please the Democratic 
workers. 


The School Hoard Meeting. 

The School Board’s monthly meeting 
was well attended Wednesday evening. 
There was considerable business done, and 
a number of important topics were touched 
upon. 

The school house committee reported in 
favor of building a small one story building 
on Station street, Thompsonvillc, adjoin- 
ing the land of tho Theological seminary. 
The probable cost will be about $5,000. 

Mayor Kimball was authorized to con- 
tract with Mr. Spear for the conveyance of 
pupils from tho south side of tho city, at 
an expense not to exceed $70 per month. 

Mayor Brown’s request for 25 lighter 
rifles to he used hy the smaller boys, was 
complied with, and it was voted to procure 
them. The expense will he $102. There 
are not enough ot the heavy ones for the 
use of all the pupils. 

It was voted to give the use of the sec- 
ond class room for the use of tho High 
school chorus, which meets for rehearsal 
one evening each week, and also to donate 
$25 to help defray the expenses. 

Superintendent Emerson's report recom- 
mending some slight changes in the course 
of study at the Grammar schools was 
adopted. 

The matter of now text books in music 
was not acted upon, on account of the ab- 
sence of some of tlu* members of the mu- 
sic committee. 

The question of the poor ventilation of 
the High school building was discussed at 
some length, and the complaints seem to 
be well grounded. The truth of the matter 
is that the building was never designed to 
accommodate the large number of pupils 
who are now forced to occupy it, and the 
ventilation in many of the rooms is very 
defective. The superintendent was author- 
ized to provide some temporary remedy if 
possible. Another year the new building 
will he occupied, and it is hardly worth 
while to make any very extensive altera- 
tions, although some temporary relief could 
be provided at a small expense. 

The question as to the change of the 
place of drill for the High school battalion 
from tho basement of the school building 
to Armory Hall was touched upon, and no 
one seemed to know hy whose authority 
the change was made, although it is a much 
better place for drilling, and whoever or- 
dered it has the gratitude of the boys. The 
superintendent was requested to look the 
matter up, and also to report whether the 
change interfered with the studies of the 
pupils. 

Newton Sunday School Union. 

The 48tli annual meeting of this honored 
institution took place last Sunday evening 
in the Second Congregational church, West 
Newton. The large audience room of this 
church was full, some fourteen schools re- 
porting present. Pres. S. J. Grover occu- 
pied the pulpit together with the oflicating 
clergymen. Rev. II. J. Patrick, pastor of 
the church, made the opening prayer 
after an opening piece by Prof. Trow- 
bridge’s large and well trained choir. 
Vice President Blood read the Scriptures, 
after which the secretary read the report 
of the last meeting, and made his annual 
statement, as treasurer which showed a 
balance in cash after all expenditures of 
$55.50. The superintendents retired and re- 
ported the following list of officers which 
was unanimosly elected: Pres., G. I). Gil- 
man of Newton; Vice Pres., II. A. Inman 
of West Newton, and W. II. Partridge 
of Newton, Secretary and Treasurer. 
For Director, D. F. Barber of Newton. 
Rev. L. T. Townsend, D. I)., Professor at 
Boston University, was then introduced, 
and as announced took for his subject, 
“The Mosaic Account of the Creation. 

The address was an able defence of the 
revealed account of the Creation as given 
by Moses under the inspiration of God the 
Creator. He began by reading a careful 
and rigid translation of the original, and 
while acknowledging the veracity of the 
assertions of science, that millions of years 
were required, divided into six great and 
indefinite epechs of time, to make the 
world habitable for man, yet the asser- 
tion of inspiration that God created tho 
world in six working days of twelve hours 
each, as described in Genesis, and the de- 
tails thereof were not impossible, but were 
all within the infinite power of the great 
Creator who was preparing the earth’s 
surface with beauty and life for the occu- 
pation of his grandest creation, man. His 
vivid unfolding by reasonable argument, 
all in Inn own iutorc*htii)^ uiul simple wiiy 
of stating grand truths so that all can un- 
derstand them, of tho creation of Adam 
and Kve and its attendant glory, was inimit- 
able and displayed great power in word 
pictming. Every one in the large audience 
was thrilled as he passed from one point 
to another, with the boldness of bis de- 
fence of the sci ipturo account, that has 
bem so often derided by shallow scientists 
and thinkers. This session proved to bo 
one of the most popular and well attended 
ol all the sessions ol the I’uion, and all 
present were profited and interested to en- 
thusiasm. We think more of Prof. Town- 
send's kind would prove valuable to our 
Sunday School teachers. The services 
were interspersed with line singing by the 
choir. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT EXIIIRITION. 

THE FORMAL OPEXIXO OF THE ELECTRIC 
MOHT STATION. 

There wore over two hundred guests nt 
the Newton Electric Light and Power com- 
oompany’s station on Crafts street., Tues- 
day evening, to witness tho exhibition of 
its system of electric lighting. The build- 
ing was many degrees lighter than day and 
tho guests visited the boiler room, to look at 
the immense fire which keeps the engino in 
motion, and cautiously watched the engine 
and dynamo attached, and also inspected 
the several kinds of lights exhibited. 
The visitors wore all more or less 
directly (Inerestcd in tho matter as 
they wore either members of the city 
government, merchants doing business 
in tho city, or stockholders, ami everything 
seemed to meet with hearty approval. Both 
arc and incandescent lights wore exhibited. 
Only one dynamo, which is of the Tliom- 
son-Houston pattern, is used at present, 
and it is capable of running 45 arc lights. 
Others will be added when required, as the 
company have every facility Tor the increase 
of business which they have a right to ex- 
peet. The visitors spent an hour or two 
examining the plant, after which they were 
invited up stairs, where a bountiful spread 
was served hy Mr. Paxton, and the company 
seemed to find this portion of the exhibi- 
bition oven more interesting than the part 
below. 

After all were convinced that Mr. Paxton 
had done his part of the work in a thor- 
oughly satisfactory manner, Mr. A. F. 
Upton called the meeting to order, and 
said that in the absence of tho president 
and tho lameness of the vice-president, tho 
duty of representing the company had fal- 
len upon him. In behalf of tho company 
be thanked those present for the interest 
they had manifested. He hoped they 
would still further endorse the company, if 
they judged it worthy of patronage. Tho 
station was conceded by electrie light men 
to bo the best in New England, and it was 
the intention to maintain it in first-class 
condition. Only one engine will ho run at 
present, but there was power sufficient for 
six, and they hoped orders would come in 
in such abundance that the six would he 
required. Besides furnishing electrie 
lights, tho company intended to furnish 
power for a street railway, if they got per- 
mission to run the latter, and their petition 
had advanced a stage in the city council. 
They also would furnish incandescent 
lights at a low tension for house lighting, 
and the plant would be increased to furnish 
that. 

Mayor Kimball was then called upon and 
said that the company certainly merited 
congratulations on their successful begin- 
ning. It required a good deal of courage 
to go ahead and spend money for a plant 
and put the works in operation, without 
waiting for a single order, and it showed 
that the company had confidence in their 
lights. He had no special knowledge of 
electric lights, but lie was a judge of light, 
and lie thought all would agree that the 
street lights put up by the company were 
an immense improvement on anything wo 
have had before. Well lighted streets are 
of great importance in securing public 
safety as well as convenience, and he hoped 
the city government would not only order 
electric lights, but would have them 
lighted from sunset to sunrise every night. 
The cost of the extra hours would be a 
very small percentage of the total cost, and 
members of the city government and 
others whose business kept them out lato 
would appreciate them. It was a fact also 
that well lighted streets added to the 
safety and good order of the city. He was 
glad that one company did not monopolize 
both gas and electric lights here, as it was 
much better for the city to have some com- 
petition. He hoped tho company would 
receive orders so fast that tho cost of main- 
taining the lights would he so reduced that 
the city could afford to order several hun- 
dred of them. If all electric light com- 
panies celebrated their openings with such 
liberality as the present one had done, he 
hoped others would be started soon. 

Mayor Kimball's remarks were received 
with hearty applause, and his last wish 
caused a good deal of laughter. 

Superintendent Cutler was next called 
upon, and said that the company had 
spared no expense in their preparations, 
there had been no cheap work, and it was 
a pleasure to work for such a company. 
Those present had seen the results, and in 
all his experience of electric light compan- 
ies he had seen none that were better pre- 
pared for business. 

Ex-Alderman Powers was then called on 
and made a speech full of humorous hits. 
He said tho city government would show 
the height (if ingratitude if they refused to 
do the right thing after the handsome way 
they had beon treated. He was now a pri- 
vate citizen, and he found that a private 
citizen had many privileges; among others, 
to criticize the city government. He now 
thought the position of private citizen was 
worth more than the position of mayor. 

| Interjection bv Mayor Kimball: “Thou we 
are both satisfied,”! (Laughter.) He 
thought the city had pursued a very 
larsimonious policy in regard to street 
ights. It had been extravagant in regard 
to highway improvements, in regard to 
schools— but was more poorly lighted than 
any city in the vicinity of Boston. He 
hoped that now a different policy would he 
adopted, and that hotter lights and more of 
them would he provided. If the city gov- 
ernment should make a contract with the 
company for a largo number of lights, lie 
did not think any one would find fault. 
He endorsed Mayor Kimball’s suggestion of 
having lights all night, and also the idea of 
competition between tho gas and electric : 
companies, hy which the city would he bet- 1 
ter served. The sentiments of Mr. Powers | 
were evidently approved by the company, ' 
judging from the applause he received. 

Mr. I'pton said that tho city of Lynn 
started with 10 electric lights, and now' had 
100. Salem, which was about the size of 
Newton, had over 200 electric lights and spent 
$41,000 for lighting the streets, while New- 
ton only spent $21,000. Mr. Upton then 
called upon a large number of speakers, in- 
troducing them with some happy hits, ami, 
as he told one of the councilim* n, putting 
them on record in favor of electric lights. 
Among them were Alderman Harwood, Kx-

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WAR PICTURES. 

No. V. 

"To hero bound for battle-strife. 

Or bnrd of marllnl lny, 

'Twcro worth ton years of penccful life, 

Ono glnnco at their army I” 

Lady rf tho Lake. 

Tho acvorcBt test of an army’s discipline 
and morale is its ability to bear reverses. 
From its disastrous fields the “Army of the 
Potomac” rose like the phonix from its 
ashes. From even so fatal a held as Fred- 
ericksburg it foil back, defeated yet un- 
conqucred, its discipline as perfect, its en- 
durance as great, its indomitable spirit 
as proud and unbroken ns when it crossed 
tho Rappahannock Dec. 12, 18(12. Europe 
looked in amazement at this displny of the 
qualities of a Republican Army, this elasti- 
city that knew not defeat. We fought not 
for conquest. No hope of plunder, no as- 
piration for fame inspired our volunteers 
as they rushed forth from every walk in 
life to fill our ranks. And again did 
Europe look on confounded, when, tho war 
over, our armies melted away and disap- 
peared like tho “baseless fabric of a vision,” 
and joyfully returned to peaceful pursuits. 

Splendid in war, cheerful under hardship, 
merciful and generous in victory, our 
Northern Armies fought without question 
under whntever general tho National Gov- 
ernment sent to lead them, marching often- 
times hungry .and ragged, even barefoot, 
yet chcorfully to glorious graves, whore can 
you find in history their parallel? 

Let us feebly endeavor to present a “pic- 
ture” of our Virginia Army, and with tho 
writer’s privilege hold a grand review of 
our forces, as was customary on tho eve of 
some great battle. Let us station ourselves 
by the roadside aiul see 100,000 men and 
000 cannon pass in review and cross the 
Potomac. It was a spectacle in war once 
seen to remember for a lifetime. 

The engineers have done their work, tho 
pontons are down; they stretch from shore 
to shore, narrow, fragile looking structures, 
but stronger than they look, for over them 
shall pass horse, foot and cannon in safety. 
Now we hear tho sound of bugles and cav- 
alry under General Pleasanton approach, a 
long lino of horsemen, with their yellow 
trappings, sabres and carbines. With 
them are some batteries of Hying artillery, 
light 10 pounder Parrotts. These are the 
skirmishers, and not long after they have 
crossed the distant booming of guns an- 
nounce that they have aroused the foe, but 
not in force, for tho firing grows more and 
more distant as they drive the enemy. 

And now come the long lines of infantry, 
headed by the Ninth Corps, who to-day are 
at tho front. Here is the First Division with 
General Burns and stall’. You may recog- 
nize his rank by the single star on his 
shoulders, and on his horse’s saddle-cloth. 
The stall’, consisting of otliccrs of various 
rank, from Colonel to Second Lieutenant, 
finely mounted, make a showy appearance. 
Following these at a short interval is the 
Brigade Commander with a smaller stall'; 
then the pioneers with their axes, by rea- 
son of their duties relieved of their knap- 
sacks. which are carried on the wagons. 
And now to tho music of the drums comes 
the leading regiment of the column, the 
“boys in blue,” swinging along with the 
elastic tramp of veterans, well closed up in 
column of fours with arms at a “right 
shoulder shift,” in heavy marching order, 
knapsacks, blankets, tents, gridirons and 
all. And if you are an expert you may rec- 
ognize on these bronzed follows badges that 
tell of glorious fields already fought. 
There is the scrap of red flannel proudly 
worn by men who served with the lamented 
Kearney. There are flags not yet so ragged 
but that you may read upon them “New- 
born” and “Roanoke Island.” Thero are 
regiments that fouirht their way across the 
stone bridge over Antietam Creek through 
a storm of iron missiles that swept scores 
to death. Ono regiment after another 
passes rapidly by. Other divisions come, 
Generals, whole constellations of stars, and 
spread-eagles in plenty, many of whom are 
known throughout the north. Sturgis, 
Wilcox, Getty, Ilartranft, Griffin, Potter, 
Ferrero, Curtin; on they go with their gal- 
lant followers from Massachusetts to Mich- 
igan,— Maine and Ohio, — Rhode Island and 
Pennsylvania. See the numbers on their 
caps, 21st Massachusetts, 51st Pennsylvania, 
79th New York, (tho “Highlanders” with 
their bag-piper, his weird music so inspir- 
ing to the clansmen,) 48th Pensyl vania 
miners, who dug tho great mine at Peters- 
burg, — Now Hampshire’s 0th, Dtli, 10th and 
lltli regiments, the 2nd, $th, 17th and 27th 
Michigan, and the old Bay State's 29tli, 115th 
and lUlth regiments, and many others; it 
would take too long to name them all. 

Then comes tho artillery, battery after 
battery, regular and volunteer, with every- 
thing complete, forges, caissons, all ready 
to “limber to the front” and open their 
deadly tire. See the murderous engines. 

“whose rude throats 

Th* immortal .Jove’s dread clamors counterfeit,’’ 

long black 20-pounder Parrotts, or 12- 
pounder brass Napoleons, shining like 
gold,— over the bridge they go and rumble 
along the roads, making the “Old Domin- 
ion” tremble. 

And now come the wagons, long trains of 
six-mule teams, with baggage, ammunition 
and supplies, so important to tho army, — 
the sinews of war, — the gentle drivers mild- 
ly expostulating with the wayward animals 
itt language not likely to be found in Web- 
ster’s Unabridged. 

A corps has passed and it seems as if a 
great army had already gone. Are you 
tired of the sight? You have seen but a 
fraction of tho Army of the Potomac. Here 
comes another column with its vanguard of 
pioneers. They move solidly and steadily, 
with less enthusiasm than the men of tlie 
Ninth Corps. They look as if war was 
their business. If you can read the insig- 
nia on their flags, you will understand why. 

It is the Fifth Corps— the regulars, with 
their Maltese crosses, men worthy to wear 
the badge of tho old Crusaders. As they 
move steadily forward you may see among 
them battalions of the 2d, fid, 4th. 0th. 7th. 
10th, lltli, 12th, 14th and 17th U. 8. Infan- 
try, under regular officers. Colonels Day 
and Burbank. To name them is to call up 
memories of many a bloody field, — Barnes, 
Ayres, Sykes. Fisher, Tilton, Crawford, 
Vincent ( who fell at Gettysburg, his sturdy 
hoys defending Little Round Top with I 
clubbed muskets). Who are these men that | 
tower up so tall, who on that bloody day 
coped with Hood’s Texans and drove them 
back? They look like Now Englanders,— 
they are, the 20th Maine, their Colonel 
Chamberlain, since the war governor of 
Maine, called by many the Noy of tho 


Army, “the bravest of the brave.” But it 
seems invidious to select one regiment 
from such a line as is now passing. There 
are our own Massachusetts 9th, 18th, 22d 
and 82d regiments, and in this last the 
brave sons of Newton, many of whose 
names are to be seen inscribed in yonder 
cemetery, who carried the colors of our 
State and Nation on all the great fields of 
the Army of the Potomac. Thero too, 
side by side with ours, nro tbo 1st ami 4th 
Michigan, (12d ami 118th Pennsylvania, l ltli 
and 140th New York, all regiments that 
made a glorious history, and whose dead 
were to be found wherever the conflict 
raged most fiercely. Again come tho Ar- 
tillery, some of the finest batt .ics in tho 
service, more wagon trains, and tho Fifth 
Corps is across tho Potomac. 

Arc you weary yet of this grand review? 

I trust not, for the half is not yet soon. 
More pioneers, more stars and staffs, and 
now we have the “Clover leaves,” the fa- 
mous Second Corps, whose history and 
Hancock’s (the Superb) are one. It’s bril- 
liant achievements I need not detail. On 
it’s flaming front broke tho tidal-wave of 
rebellion at Gettysburg, when Pickett’s he- 
roes made a final effort to pierce the Union 
lines. 

"Tlmy came like mountain torrent red, 

That thunders o’er Its rooky lied; 

They broke like that same torrent’s wave, 

When swallowed by a darksome eavo." 

Hero again we see tho sons of Massachu- 
setts, regiments With the air of veterans, 
long since tempered in the fire of battle, 
and true as steel. Here is the 15th Massa- 
chusetts, from Worcester county, of Har- 
row’s Brigade, representing Maine in her 
19th, tho 82d New York and 1st Minnesota. 
Here too are the 19th and 20th Massachu- 
setts, side by side with the 7th Michigan, 
42d and 59th New York. Sec the gallant 
Irish Brigade, — 28th Massachusetts, Ofid, 
(59th and 88th New’Yorlc, and 110th Penn- 
sylvania — whoso brilliant charges and reck- 
less fighting won for their race and their 
Corps imperishable renown. Now* we have 
the fine Brigade of Colonel Cross, his own 
regiment, the 5th New Hampshire (called 
the “fireproofs”), the 01st and 04th New 
York, and 145th Pennsylvania. Col. Cross 
fell at Gettysburg. And what names rise 
up before us, comrades, as we pass tbo 
Second Corps in review in our memory? 
Need I mention them? There arc Webb, 
and Hall and French — Zook, Meagher and 
Caldwell— Miles, Palmer and Kimball. 
Docs not every name carry with it associa- 
tions glorious yet sad? And so they pass — 
on to other fields, yet undismayed by past 
reverses, for alas! thousands who now are 
crossing the Potomac shall never return. 
Yet proudly they march,— again the heavy 
rumbling of cannon, and the Second Corps 
lias passed. 

Ah! what means this cheering? surely 
some popular leader draws near. See! a 
dashing cavalcade bearing a flag with a 
diamond— the well-known badge of the old 
Third Corps, and “Fighting Joe” Hooker 
comes up at the head of his old Division, 
whose deeds at Yorktown, Williamsburg 
and Fair Oaks are household stories; who 
have been within hearing of the bells of 
Richmond (and it is thought would have 
rung them too, if they had been permitted.) 
Let us see who are these men that are al- 
ways ready to follow their beloved com- 
mander. Massachusetts again— her 1st 
Regiment— in every light from Bull Run to 
Petersburg, ami with them the 11th and 
Kith Mass., fid, 4th, 1 17tli Maine, 20th Indi- 
ana. fird and 5th Michigan, 40th New York, 
(ealled tho Mozart Regiment,) tho “Excel- 
sior Brigade,” all these and many more 
who share in tho renown of their bravo 
commander. And another long list of 
names comes to us, comrades,— Sickles, 
Birney, Ward, Humphreys, Carr, DoTro- 
briand, Madill, Burling, Whipple, — these 
only a few of the illustrious leaders of the 
Third Corps, its Brigades and Divisions. 

Do you yet tiro of tho sight? For hours 
the blue columns. have passed, till the eyes 
fairly ache with looking on them; but still 
they come, more crosses, t his time tho Ro- 
man cross and tho Sixth corps pass. There 
goes little Rhody’s 2d Regiment, with the 
7th, 10th and 87th Massachusetts. The old 
Bay State wears all the badges — no battle- 
field but drank her blood. Hero is a regi- 
ment with a noble record, the (5th Maine, 
which led the storming column atChancel- 
lorsvillo, and first placed its colors on those 
heights that the army lmd in vain assailed 
a few months before. With them are the 
5th Wisconsin and 49th and 119th Pennsyl- 
vania, whose stolid bearing in battle bad 
won tor tho.n tbo name of the “Iron Bri- 
gade.” Here are the Green Mountain 
boys, tlie 2d, fird, 4th, 5th, and (5th Ver- 
mont, and a New Jersey Brigade of six 
regiments. And again we recall the names 
of the leaders deutified with this line 
corps— the noble Sedgwick, his soldierly 
character rendered more brilliant by his 
Christian, kindly heart, whose death at 
Spotsylvania was one of the greatest losses 
that ever befell our armies. 

There are Fastis and Slmler and Russell. 
Howe, Wheaton and Wright, Bartlett and 
Nevins, whose names are indissolubly con- 
nected with the proud record of the Sixth 
Corps. 

But I fear my “picture” will grow weari- 
some, and yet the First Corps under Rey- 
nolds is yet to come. The sad fate of this 
bravo soldier, who threw his Corps across 
the path of Lee’s advance into Pennsylva- 
nia and brought him to a stand, compelling 
him to fight on a field of our choosing, is 
too well known for more than brief men- 
tion here; and with this corps we at once 
associate the names of Meade and Newton, 
Gibbon and Doubleday, a galaxy of stars 
that shone over every field where (he Army 
of the Potomac met their gallant foe. 

And if 1 do not go into any detailed des- 
cription of the Eleventh and Twelfth 
Corps, let no comrade reader feel slighted. 
Although they were detached from the 
Army of (he Potomac and sent West in the 
Fall of 18(58, they had earned at Gettysburg 
an enviable name, and their leaders, How- 
ard and Slocum, Sehurz and Stciuwehr, 
Bnriow and Huger, Williams and Geary are 
not only deutified with many a field in

Reader, the pageant has gone, and in its 
place 1 seem to see another following it 
like shadows — 1 see many a brave war- 
worn veteran, who 25 years ago you saw 
among the men that passed you in review, 
and whom 1 have feebly tried to picture; 1 
see him to-day wrecked in health, though 
young in years, proudly, silently eating the 
bitter bread of poverty, struggling to keep 
the wolf from bis door and denying himself 
everything to keep his little family from 
want, wondering if all the glowing prom- 
ises made him when he went forth to tight 
his country's buttles were made in jest.

bared his breast, to the storms of war, to 
save a country for you and me. I see him 
forced at last, upon public charity, and de- 
pendent, upon the generosity of his com- 
rades of the G. A. R. To them ho never 
appeals in vain.

— Mr. W. Claxton Bray, Institution ave- 
nue. has secured a patent for a machine for 
fastening metal eyelets or studs to bools. 
Tin* Messrs. Bray have succeeded in bring- 
ing the manufacture of machinery for hoot 
fastenings to a high degree of perfection. 
Many will remember the exhibit made by 
this ‘house at the Philadelphia Centennial 
in 1K76. Since that time they have re- 
ceived a number of patents on machines 
adapted to the details of hoot hooks and 
cycle! manufacture. These are in use very 
generally, by hoot and shoe makers in the 
United States and Europe. 

— Mrs, I). X. B. Collin’s parlor and hall 
were filled on Tuesday afternoon with an 
eager crowd of ladies, wishing to hear Mrs. 
Dr? Lyman Jewett’s story of the wonderful 
forsaking of idol worship by the Telugoos 
ul India. The mission in forty years, the 
term of Mir. Jewett’s service, grew from 
thirteen members to twenty-live thousand 
members. Mrs. Dr. Ilovey presided, and 
gave the latest intelligence from Mr. and 
Mrs. C. H. Carpenter, and exhibited a set 
of photographs, showing the government 
buildings, hospital, harbor and shipping of 
Xcmuro, Japan; also the mission house, 
with occupants standing without. 

— On Sunday morning at the First church, 
the pastor referred to the annual reports 
of the church and society which had been 
presented during the week, in brief. No 
service of the church has been interrupted, 
the Sunday school is in good condition, the 
Ladies’ Benevolent circle has doubled its 
gifts, the Woman’s Aid for Missions circle 
is larger in numbers and subscriptions, the 
Maria B. Furber society has been able to 
lend a helping hand to numerous works of 
sweet charity, and to speed one of its mem- 
bers on her mission to the islands of Mi- 
cronesia. The Mite Mission has also had u 
good year. The Sunday morning collec- 
tions for the benevolent work of the church 
were about *3,000. Rev. Charles Kings- 
bury of Chestnut Hill is the newly ap- 
pointed superintendent of the Sunday 
school. 

— The alarm from box 73 at 0.30 Wednes- 
day evening, was for a fire in White’s block 
on Station street, owned by Mr. Thomas 
Nickerson. Tho building is of brick, three 


stories high, with stores on the first floor 
and tenements above. The fire was caused 
l>y a defective fine and started in the tene- 
ment on the second floor occupied by Geo. 
Smith, and burned into the millinery rooms 
of Miss A. A. Stevens. The lire was in the 
partitions, and a large amount of water had 
to he poured into tho building before the 
flames could he extinguished, which caused 
serious damage to other occupants of the 
lniilding. On the first floor the grocery 
store of W. O. Knapp was hadlv flooded, 
and the goods damaged to the amount, of 
$200 or more. The apothecary store of C. 
A. Scabury was also badly wet down, caus- 
ing a damage of about *300. Both were 
insured. On the second floor Miss Stevens 
suffers a loss of about *300 by fire and 
water, and George Smith loses about *200 
on his household goods. ‘The tenements 
occupied by C. J. Folly and William Bcmis 
were considerably damaged by water, the 
latter being on the third floor. None of 
the occupants on the second and third 
iloovs were insured. The damage to the 
building will not exceed **>00. Hon. Henry 
S. Washburn had furniture stored in an 
upper room, which was damaged hy water; 
no insurance. C. Kciscr also suffered loss 
by water. 

—Association Hall is receiving the atten- 
tion of various craftsmen. Mr. A. W. 
Snow has set two large furnaces, one near 
the front of the building and the other in 
the rear. The latter will heat the ante 
rooms and have a large register in front of 
the platform. On the left of the platform, 
where the organ stood, a door lias been 
built, with passage-way to the Pelham 
street entrance, dressing rooms and base- 
ment. Mr. Daniel O. Driscoll <»f Newton 
Highlands has the contract for the plaster- 
ing, this is nearly completed. In the au- 
ditorium the painters will commence tlieir 
work at the cornice, and will decorate the 
walls giving them a warm tint. The colors 
used will harmonize with the fresco of the 
ceiling, which is found to he in suitable 
condition to he left untouched. This work 
is in the hands of Mr. James Morton of 
Newton Upper Falls. A tall square stag- 
ing tower has been built in the middle of 
the hall for the purpose of hanging a 
chandelier. The gas pipes are already in. 
Mr. E. F. Allen of Brookline, who is doing 
the work, says that the gas will have six 
“shut offs,” so that the hall can he dark- 
ened in any section. When these parts of 
the work which have been mentioned are

THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 

(ConHnued from Toffr Three.) 

made him iu his report, strangely ^ilent, 
upon the subject of pollution in the river 
Thames, upon the instruction— through 
melancholy expei icncc — of Marseilles, of 
Naples, of Cadiz, of Hanover, of a long 
line of cities which have discharged their 
sewage into tide water, and have dearly 
paid for it with money and with life. It 
may he urged that engineers of repute 
were called on for consultation, hut look- 
ing at the report we find that Mr. Clarke 
commenced his labors Sept. 1, 1884; that 
Messrs. Davis *Xr Ilcring were asked to 
serve Oct. 14, 1885, or, as the Commission- 
ers put it, “to scrutinize and review tho 
facts, figures and proposals which the en- 
gineers of the Commissioners had submit- 
ted iu a preliminary report to us, 
and which had been by us previ- 
ously accepted,” that Mr. Clarke made 
his report iu Nov. 1885, and tho Commis- 
sioners their report in Dee. 1885. Now it 
is evident that Messrs. Davis & Ilcring, 
whose eminence no well-informed man will 
question, had no part in planning or laying 
out the original work, hut, were called in a 
“day after the fair,” to give it the seal of 
tlieir approval. Furthermore, according 
to tlieir own report, though regarding 
“the problem as one of magnitude,” they 
gave to its consideration, so far as person- 
al consideration went, a matter of 84 days. 
That I may not misrepresent thorn, l quote 
from tlieir report, pp. IXXV-1XX.VI,— 
“On Oct. 15 we met at t’lie olliee of your 
engineer, Mr. L. C. Clarke, and, after ac- 
quainting ourselves with the general fea- 
tures of the work in question, proceeded 
with him to the localities which it was 
most important for us to inspect. On the 
same day, we visited the towns and cities 
of the lower Charles river basin, as far up us 
Waltham, examining the line of tho sewer 
proposed to connect those places with the 
Main Drainage system of Boston. 

The next nay we devoted to the Mystic 
valley scheme, for the purpose of inspect- 
ing noth the sower lines and filtration 
areas. During the following week, South 
Framingham, Natick, Westhoro’, Marl- 
borough, Dedham and Hyde Park were vis- 
ited for tho same purpose. A trip was 
made to the pumping station and outfall of 
the Boston Main Drainage Works, and also 
through tho intercepting sewer from Fal- 
mouth street to Albany street. 

Finally, a day was spent in Worcester 
and Millbury to inspect the proposed line 
for the outfall sewer and the filtration area, 
also the condition of the Rlackstouc liver 
and the effluent water from numerous 
mills draining into it. We did not visit 
the upper Charles river and upper Nepon 
set basins, partly because the engineering 
questions involved were simple, and tho 
solution independent of tlie requirements 
of other sections, but mainly because the 
general features they presented were the 
same as those of some of the towns which 
we did visit,” 

Nor do I see by tho report that in order 
to correct tho bias which tlieir own engin- 
eer had forthc improved sewerage system 
they called on hut one engineer who could 
look upon it with entire impartiality. Mr. 
Davis was Mr. Clarke’s chief in tlie con- 
struction of the Boston system. No chem- 
ists, no physicians, no sanitarians— so far 
as the report shows— were asked to give 
evidence. I am aware that in 1870 Messrs. 
Cheshrough, Lam & Folsom recommended 
this system of disposal for the city of Bos- 
ton; that the Metropolitan Drainage Coin- 
mission of 1882— also including Messrs. 
Cheshrough & Folsom, together with 
Messrs. Walcott, Boardman & Ames, made 
somewhat the same recommendations for 
the river basins, but the first, report was 
made specially for Boston, while the sec- 
ond differs widely from that of the late 
Commission, in that it declares the com- 
bined system impracticable for suburban 
cities, and pronounces the outfall which 
was planned for the north side of the 
harbor as entirely unsafe. Tho item of 
expense for Newton was estimated by the 
Commission of ’82 at a mean of *540.188; 
by the Commission of 18S(1 at *170.028. 
These figures, of course, express simply 
Newton’s share of expense for joining and 
maintaining the Charles River system. I 
speak as above with no desire to detract 
from the ability or faithfulness of tho 
Commission ami its assistants, hut simply 
that we may regard their recommenda- 
tions with such weight as their experi- 
ence and freedom from bias may entitle 
them to; no more, no less. 

What they propose in regard to tho 
Charles River valley is this — to treat that 
portion situated above Waltham as a sepa- 
rate district, and to dispose of its sewage 
by irrigation and otherwise. At Newton 
street, in Waltham, on tho south side of 
the Charles, t hey propose to start an in- 
tercepting sewer which shall extend from 
Calvary street to North street. From 
North street — sewer enters Newton at 
North street — it is to extend through 
that part of Farwcll street parallel to the 
river, pass thence through private land 
and follow the river to Bridge street. At 
Bridge street it is to enter California street, 
and continue thence to Galen street, in 
Watertown. Branch sewers for Waltham 
and Watertown are to connect at Newton 
street, at North, at Bridge and at Galen 
streets, which, at the junction of Cheese- 
cake brook with the river, the sewer is to 
he enlarged so as to provide for what 
might eomo through the valley of the 
brook. 

Leaving Galen street, the sewer runs 
through part of Water street* to Barker’s 
starch factory, thence along tho river’s 
hank to the Brighton line, thence to 
Beacon street alongside the Ji. A- A. It. R. 
At North Beacon street deliveries of sew- 
age can ho made from portions of Brigh- 
ton, thence it passes along tlie river to 
Market street, thence in Western avenue, 
through Beacon Park, to the marsh, thence 
along tin* river hank to Essex street, near 
the station at Cottage Farm. Here sewage 
is to ho delivered from Somerville, Cam- 
bridge and Charlestown. 

From Essex street, the location follows 
Brighton avenue to St. Mary’s street, 
where sewage will he taken from the main 
Brookline sewer, thence across Muddy 
river to Brookline avenue and the Back 
Bay Park, thence hy an extension of Bug- 
gies street to Huntington avenue, and 
through that till it joins the Boston main 
sewer at Camden street, then a long 
stretch of about 3 1-2 miles to the pumping 
station at Old Harbor Point. Here it 
leaves in a, tunnel, passing under the 
I waters of Dorchester Buy— at its head— 
crosses Squantuni Neck, passes over the 
! body of water between that and Moon 
I island, to the reservoirs. These reservoirs 
are planned to hold 25,000,000 gallons of 
sewage, which is discharged from them 
during the ebb tide. 

The problem for Newton to consider is 
whether «>r not the disposal of Boston’s 
sewage, and that of all the contributing 
cities, will eventually pollute the harbor; 


if not, what the cost, of tho system, ns 
compared with some other, mnv fairly he 
estimated at. 

The Mystic river, according to Clarke, 
drains an area of about, 70 square miles. 
Its population in 1885 was about 130, ooo, 
and for 1025 is estimated at 421,000. With- 
in this area are 10 cities and towns, 14 with 
a public water supply. 

The Charles River basin has an area of 
200 square miles, had a population in 1885 
of 370, 000, and may he assumed to have iu 
1025 a population of 870,000, of which 
800,000 will reside in the lower basin. Of 
the 28 cities and towns situate therein, 12 
have public water supplies. 

For the Neponset basin Mr. Clarke has 
not given the figures, lmt it is fair to as- 
sume that, the proposed Metropolitan sys- 
tem would cover an area upwards of 400 
square miles in extent, would be respon- 
sible to-day for a population of about 
1 ,000,000, in 1025 for a population of 3,000,- 

000 to 4,000,000. 

With such an enormous area to drain, 
with such an immense population to care 
for— at no distant day — and with the fact 
staring us in the face that despite our 
growth and requirements, Boston Harbor 
will never grow larger, nor its currents 
stronger, is it not the part of prudence on 
Newton’s part to wait and see whether 
Boston can dispose of her own sewage for 
the next twenty years, more especially 
when the record of experience in this re- 
gard is so strongly against her? 

Meantime, what can Newton do? f 
would not say; wait; I would act. I 
would, as recommended in the report of 
1884, appoint a special Commission, with 
full powers, to engage as an export enarin- 
der a man of the highest talent and reputa- 
tion. The best man will he the cheapest. 
Let him, in conjunction with our excellent 
engineer, study tho subject with special 
reference to Newton, and when your Com- 
mission reports you will get bottom facts. 

1 think it not unlikely that they would re- 
commend a separate system, partly because 
that would enable us to join the Boston 
system at any time, if wanted, and partly 
because any scheme for precipitation or ir- 
rigation could he carried out more advanta- 
geously with that. If there wore time, 1 
should compare the different systems with 
regard to tlieir cost, but that, at this late 
hour, is impossible.

MONTEZUMA VALLEY. 


TIIK HOME OF THE ANCIENT AZTECS. 

While modern science and research are 
excavating the buried cities of the old 
world, and giving to the present ago a fuller 
knowledge of the beauties and grandeurs 
of those ancient towns that once command- 
ed the attention of all; we are forgetting 
many of our home opportunities, and 
many are of the opinion that tlie portion 
of tlie American Continent known as the 
United States of America can lay no claim 
to anything pre-liistoric, little knowing 
that in our very midst in the beautiful Val- 
ley of Montezuma, nestling in the heart of 
the Rocky Mountains, in the southwest 
corner of Colorado, are to-day to be found 
the ruins of an ancient Aztecs City. Its 
houses being built entirely of stone, so per- 
fect in their construction that ourbuildings 
of the present day, although of finer finish, 
are not more perfect in architectural beauty. 
Here, then, in our own Colorado are tlie 
most interesting fields for antiquarian re- 
search, and from these fields of Montzu- 
ma, (the God of Agriculture of the Ancient 
Aztecs,) let us make our observations. 

As we enter this beautiful valley from 
tho cast, we are at once spellbound at the 
sight before us. The new Town of Cortez 
is in full view, its site being one of tho 
most beautiful possible to obtain; the 
grand and tragic old Ute Mountain on the 
west, the towering, snow capped, green 
clad Dolores Mountains on tlie north; the 
rugged, rocky La Plata oil the northeast; 
and the beautiful Mesa Verdi on the oast 
and south, and the broad Montezuma Val- 
ley in all its grandeur between. Hero in 
this very valley the ancient Aztec bruised 
and baked li is corn over a thousand years 
ago. Hero are found to-day under the de- 
posits of centuries, massive stone buildings, 
some of which are two hundred and fifty 
feet in length, six stories in height, the 
walls of which are covered with paintings 
in which red predominates. Pictures of 
men, animals and birds abound; of tho lat- 
ter tlie stork is most numerous. Also a 
man with tho head of a dog always repre- 
sented as leading men and women hy the 
hand, identical with the Egyptian Anuhis. 
Stone di inking cups and water vessels that 
will hold from fifteen to twenty gallons, 
and agricultural implements made entirely 
of stone, thus showing that here we have 
reached the stone age of history. It is 
hoped that the Arclueological Institute of 
America, which is doing so much to open 
up tho buried towns of the old world, may 
here see an opportunity for research anil 
profit, and give to America a true knowl- 
edge of itself to blond with its knowledge 
of Pompii and Rome. Wo have read niueli 
of the Halls of Montezuma, and shall soon 
know tlieir true relation to the land wo 
love. We know little or nothing of this 
ancient Aztec race who appear to have 
been as proficient in the arts as we of to- 
day. When modern civilization shall have 
crowded in upon these ancient homes, and 
the iron horse shall traverse this beautiful 
valley, (and another year will see great 
changes there, as people are even now 
Hocking . to its fertile soil and delightful 
climate,) it will he too late to secure the 
valuable information which the world at 
large should know, and we should there- 
fore t ike immediate steps to forward these 
researches, and add another laurel to our 
centennial state. America should develop 
its own and show to tho world its long hid- 
den treasures; and here in the Montezuma 
Valley, ever sunny, bright and warm, with ill 
reach of all, is an opportunity to prove 
what ages have never yet revealed. 

The Read Fund Lectures. 

Mr. George II. Hartwell will give the next 
lecture in the Read Fund Course, on Thurs- 
day evening, Feb. 3rd, subject, “Harnessed 
Lightning.” The lecture will he inter- 
spersed with pleasing experiments and 
with stcruopticon views. Mr. Hartwell has 
the reputation of thoroughly understand- 
ing his subject, and will present it from a 
scientific standpoint. The committee have 
endeavored to got, a course of scientific 
lectures by men of high reputation, both 
as scientists and lecturers, and Mr. Hart- 
well has lectured in other places before 
crowded houses. Thu subject of electricity 
is one ill which Newton people arc especial- 


ly interested just now. and the committee 
have done well in securing such an author- 
ity on the subject. 

After Mr. Hartwell will eomo a course 
of tlireo lectures by Rev. E. (’. Hollos of 
Salem, one of the most popular lecturers 
in the country, and there will bo a great 
demand for tickets. Alderman Harwood 
and the other members of the committee 
deserve the thanks of the public for their 
efforts to sccuro lectures that will he worth 
hearing.
